Watering  Places  and  all  points  of  natural  attraction.  For 
the  tourist  and  invalid  who  may  visit  California  for  pleas- 
ure, or  for  sanitary  reasons,  this  feature  of  my  book,  I 
am  convinced,  will  be  of  great  utility. 

I  desire  also  to  inform  the  public  that  this  work  is  but 
the  initial  number  of  a  series  which  will  form,  when  com- 
plete, a  Hand-Book  and  Directory  of  the  State,  engrossing 
the  names  of  all  residents.

TABLE    OP    RATES    OP    DOMESTIC    POSTAGE. 

The  following  are  the  rates  of  postage  on  Domestic  Mail  Matter  of  the  different  classes: 

Note.— All  domestic  Mail  Matter  (except  newspapers,  magazines  and  periodicals  sent  to  actual  subscribers  from  a 
known  office  of  publication)  must  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamps. 

A  letter  on  which  one  full  rate  of  postage  is  prepaid,  but  on  which  further  postage  is  chargeable,  will  be  forwarded 
when  deposited  in  a  postoffice,  charged  with  the  unpaid  postage  to  be  collected  on  delivery.  If  the  postage  is  left  wholly 
unpaid,  or  is  prepaid  less  than  one  full  rate,  it  will  be  "  held  for  postage  "  and  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office.  Should  it 
reach  its  destination  by  inadvertance,  however,  it  will  be  charged  with  double  postage  on  delivery.  '*  One  full  rate  " 
means,  in  the  case  of  mail  letters  or  other  first-class  matter,  t hree  cents. 

If  articles  chargeable  with  different  rates  of  postage  are  sent  together  in  one  package,  the  higher  rate  must  be  paid 
on  the  entire  package;  but  two  or  more  different  articles,  both  chargeable  with  the  same  rate  of  postage,  may  be  sent  in 
one  package  on  payment  of  that  rate  on  the  whole  package. 

The  following  are  excluded  from  the  mails:  Liquids,  Poisons,  Glass,  Explosive  Materials,  Books,  Pamphlets, 
Pictures  and  other  publications  of  an  obscene  or  indecent  character;  all  letters  upon  the  envelopes  of  which,  and  postal  cards 
upon  which,  scurrilous  epithets  are  written  or  printed  or  engraved;  or  disloyal  devices  printod  or  engraved;  and  all 
articles  which  from  their  form  or  nature  are  liable  to  destroy,  deface  or  injure  the  contents  of  the  mail  bags  or  the  person 
of  any  one  engaged  in  the  postal  service. 

Postmasters  are  not  allowed  to  give  credit  for  postage,  nor  to  deliver  any  mail  matter  until  all  postage  due  thereon 
has  been  paid. 

FIRST    CLASS. 

On  letters,  sealed  packages,  mail  matter  wholly  or  partly  in  writing  (except  book  manuscripts  and  corrected  proof- 
sheets  passing  between  authors  and  publishers,  and  except  local  or  "  drop  "  letters);  on  all  printed  matter  so  marked  as 
to  convey  any  other  or  further  information  than  is  conveyed  by  the  original  print  (except  the  correction  of  typographical 
errors);  on  all  matter  not  othorwise  chargeable  with  letter  postage,  but  which  is  so  wrapped  or  secured  that  it  cannot 
be  conveniently  examined  by  postmasters  without  destroying  the  wrapper  or  envelope;  on  all  newspapers,  magazines 
and  periodicals  sent  from  publishers  to  subscribers  and  enclosing  any  article  whatever  except  bona. fide  supplements  or 
bills  and  receipts  for  subscription ;  and  on  all  packages  of  matter  not  in  itself  chargeable  with  letter  postage,  but  in  which 
is  enclosed  or  concealed  any  letter  or  other  thing  chargeable  with  letter  postage— 3  Cents  for  each  half  ounce  or  frac- 
tion thereof—  weight  of  packages  limited  to  four  pouivds. 

On  local  or  "  drop  "  letters  at  offices  where  free  delivery  by  carriers  is  established— #  Cents  for  each  half  ounce 
or  fraction  thereof—  weight  of  packages  limited  to  four  pounds. 

SECOND    CLASS. 

Note.— Mailable  matter  of  this  class  embraces  all  newspapers,  magazines  and  periodicals  exclusively  in  print  and 
regularly  issued  at  stated  periods  from  a  known  office  of  publication,  and  addressed  to  regular  subscribers. 

The  postage  on  this  class  of  matter  must  be  prepaid  for  not  less  than  one  quarter  (three  months)  nor  more  than  one 
year,  commencing  at  any  timo,  and  the  payment  may  be  made  either  at  the  office  of  mailing  or  at  the  office  of  delivery. 

Postage  on  Daily  Papers,  not  over  4  oz*  in  weight,  to  subscribers,  when  prepaid  quarterly  or  yearly  in  advance, 
either  at  the  mailing  office  or  office  of  delivery,  per  quarter  (three  months)  35  cents. 
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Six  times  per  week,  per  quarter  (three  months)  30  cents  ;  Tri- Weekly,  15  cents  ;  Semi-Weekly,  10  cents  ;  Weekly,  5 
cents. 

Postage  per  Qu\rter  (to  be  paid  quarterly  or  yearly  in  advance)  on  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  issued  less  fre- 
quently than  once  a  week,  sent  to  actual  subscribers  in  any  part  of  the  United  States. 

Semi-monthly,  not  over  4  oz.,  0  cents  ;  over  4  oz.  and  not  over  8  oz.,  12  cents  ;  over  8  oz.  and  not  over  12  oz.,  18  cents. 
Monthly,  not  over  4  oz.,  3  cents  ;  over  4  oz.  and  not  over  8  oz.,  (3  cents  ;  over  8  oz.  and  not  over  12  oz.,  9  cents.  Quartorly, 
not  over  4  oz.,  1  cent;  over  4  oz,  and  not  over  8  oz.,  2  cents;  over  8  oz.  and  not  over  12  oz.,  3  cents. 

THIRD  CLASS. 

Note.— Packages  of  mailable  matter  of  this  class  must  be  prepaid  by  stamps,  and  must  not  exceed  the  weight  pre- 
scribed by  law.

On  flexible  patterns,  samples  of  ores,  metals,  minerals  and  merchandise,  sample  cards,  photographic  paper,  letter 
envelopes,  postal  envelopes  and  wrappers,  unprinted  cards,  plain  and  ornamental  paper,  photographs,  and  all  other 
articles,  for  which  other  rates  of  postage  are  not  prescribed  in  this  table  and  which  are  not  by  law  excluded  from  the 
mails— 1  cent  for  each  tivo  ounces  or  fraction  thereof—  weight  of  packages  limited  to  four  pounds. 

On  unsealed  circulars,  newspapers,  (whether  transient  or  addressed  to  regular  subscribers— excepting  weekly  papers 
which  may  bo  delivered  to  subscribers  on  prepayment  of  regular  quarterly  rates)  and  on  periodicals  not  exceeding  two 
ounces  in  weight,  when  any  of  the  same  are  deposited  in  a  letter-carrier's  office  for  delivery  by  the  office  or  its  carriers — 
1  cent  each.

MAILS   FOR    FRANCE. 

f  The  new  Postal  Convention  between  the  United  States  and  France,  was  carried  into  operation  on  the  first  of 
August,  1874.  It  fixes  the  postage  on  letters  at  9  cents  per  %  oz.,  on  letters,  prepayment  optional,  and  3  cents  for  each 
Newspaper.    The  fee  on  registered  letters  is  10  cents.

Mails  for  South  America  and  West  Indies,  via  New  York  and  St.  Thomas,  close  at  Baltimore  Post  Office  on  the  22nd 
of  each  month,  at  9  p.  m.  Postage  by  this  route  to  Brazil  is  15  cents,  Papers  3  cents.  Montevideo,  Uruguay  and  all  the 
West  Indies,  18  cents,  Papers  4  cents,  except  to  St.  Thomas,  to  which  island  the  postage  is  10  cents,  Papers  2  cents,  and 
must  be  fully  prepaid.  ,   ,  ... 

Mails  for  Peru,  Chili,  via  Aspinwall  and  Panama,  are  forwarded  per  Steamers  sailing  twice  or  three  times  each 
month,  and  are  to  be  fully  prepaid,  as  follows  :  Peru,  22  cents;  Ecuador,  20  cents;  Panama,  Aspinwall,  10  cents,  on  letters  ; 
2  cents  on  Newspapers. 

Havana  Mails,  via  New  York,  close  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  of  each  week  at  9  p.  m.  Direct  from  Baltimore  on 
or  about  the  1st  and  15th  of  each  month,  at  1  p.  m.    Postage  10  cents  on  letters,  and  2  cents  for  each  paper. 

MAILS    VIA    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

Correspondence  for  China,  Japan,  Australia,  Fiji  Islands,  etc.,  marked  "  via  San  Francisco."  will  be  forwarded  at 
10  cents  per  half-ounce  on  letters,  and  2  cents  for  each  Newspaper.  Now  Zealand,  New  South  Wales,  at  12  cents  half- 
ounce,  and  2  cents  for  each  Newspaper.  Sandwich  Islands,  Vancouver  Island  and  British  Columbia,  6  cents  on  letters, 
and  2  cents  on  papers,  and  should  be  mailed  not  later  than  the  8th  and  22nd  of  each  month,  to  reach  the  steamers  sailing 
from  San  Francisco  on  or  about  the  1st  and  lbth  of  each  month. 

STAMPED    ENVELOPES. 

The  attention  of  the  public  is  called  to  the  advantage  of  using  Stamped  Envelopes  rather  than  Postage  Stamps. 
Daily,  numbers  of  letters  are  dropped  in  the  Post  Office  without  prepayment,  with  Revenue  Stamps,  and  Stamps  cut  from 
Stamped  Envelopes  affixed,  which  are  held  for  postage  ;  whereas,  by  the  use  of  Stamped  Envelopes,  these  letters  would  go 
forward  without  delay. 

Persons  purchasing  Stamped  Envelopes  of  any  denomination,  in  quantities  of  500  and  upward,  may  have  their 
names  and  request  to  return  in  a  specified  time  printed  thereon— not  to  exceed  four  lines— free  of  charge.  The  Depart- 
ment offers  unusual  inducements  to  the  public  in  the  sale  of  Stamped  Envelopes. 

C®"  The  Rules  of  the  Office,  made  in  pursuance  of  instructions  from  the  Post  Office  Department,  forbid  persons  not 
in  its  immediate  employ,  or  otherwise  connected  with  its  official  transactions,  from  entering  upon  the  floor.  It  is  hoped 
that  no  one,  whatever  his  position,  will  attempt  to  violate  these  rules. 

Persons  having  grievances  against  the  Office,  on  any  account,  will  please  report  the  fact  in  writing,  or  in  person,  to 
the  Postmaster  or  chief  clerk. 

ENDORSED    OR    REQUEST    LETTERS. 

Any  letter  on  which  the  postage  is  prepaid,  having  endorsed  upon  the  outside  thereof,  in  writing  or  in  print,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  writer,  if  not  called  for  at  the  Post  Office  at  which  it  is  directed  within  thirty  days,  or  any  less 
time  the  writer  may  direct,  will  be  returned  to  the  writer  without  additional  postage,  and  without  a  specified  request  for 
such  return  being  endorsed  thereon. 

POSTAL    RULES. 

Many  errors  occur  by  persons  not  observing  the  following  regulations  in  depositing  letters,  papers,  or  miscellaneous 
publications  in  the  Office  for  mailing. 

MONEY  SHOULD  NEVER  BE  ENCLOSED  IN  AN  ORDINARY  LETTER. 

Direct  letters  plainly  to  the  Street  and  Number,  as  well  as  the  Post  Office,  County  and  State.  By  inserting  upon 
letters  the  County  in  which  the  office  is  located,  many  errors  in  superscription  might  be  detected,  and  mistakes  in  mailing 
avoided.  y 

Head  letters  with  the  writer's  Post  Office  and  State,  Street  and  Number.  Sign  them  with  full  name,  and  request 
that  answers  be  directed  accordingly. 

Full  payment  by  Stamps  required  on  all  transient  printed  matter,  foreign  and  domestic. 

All  letters  not  prepaid  by  stamps,  all  such  as  are  received  in  the  Office  with  Stamps  cut  from  Stamped  Envelopes  or 
with  such  Postage  Stamps  as  were  in  use  prior  to  1861,  or  with  Revenue  Stamps  on  them,  are  treated  as  "  unmailable,"  and 
are  sent  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office. 

Valuable  letters  should  in  all  cases  be  Registered;  and  when  money  is  designed  to  be  transmitted,  Postal  Money 
Orders  (to  secure  safety  in  transmission)  should,  when  practicable,  be  obtained. 

A  letter  once  delivered  to  any  one.  authorized  to  receive  it,  cannot  be  forwarded  without  additional  postage. 

THE    FOLLOWING    CLASSES    OF    LETTERS    ARE    NOT    ADVERTISED. 

Drop  Letters  unless  three  cent  Postage  Stamp  is  affixed.  Letters  bearing  requests  to  be  returned  to  the  writers,  or 
bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the  writer.  Box  Letters,  Postal  Cards,  Letters  directed  and  sent  to  Hotels,  and  thence 
returned  to  the  Post  Office  as  unclaimed.  Letters  returned  from  the  Dead  Letter  Office  to  writers.  Circulars,  free  pack- 
ages containing  printed  documents,  speeches,  and  other  printed  matter.  Official  letters  from  any  department  of  the 
government. 

CITY    DELIVERY. 

The  public  are  requested  to  adopt  the  house-door  letter  boxes,  the  use  of  which  will  result  in  greatly  increased 
rapidity  in  the  delivery  of  letters. 

Free  delivery  of  letters  by  faithful  Carriers  will  be  secured  by  having  them  plainly  addressed  to  the  street  and 
number. 

No  necessity  exists  for  persons  calling  at  the  office,  as  all  may  have  their  mail  matter  left  at  their  residence  regularly, 
without  risk  or  charge.

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A  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF 


NAPA  COUNTY 


Incidents  of  Travel,  Adventures,  Etc, 


Napa  County  is  bounded  as  follows  :  On  the  north  by  Lake  County;  on  the  west  by  Sonoma;  on  the 
south  by  Solano,  and  on  the  east  by  Solano  and  Yolo.  At  the  time  of  the  acquisition  of  California  by  the 
United  States,  it  formed  part  of  the  Northern  Military  Department  of  Mexico,  the  Headquarters  of  which 
were  at  Sonoma.  It  was  first  organized  April  25th,  1851;  since  then  its  boundaries  have  been  somewhat 
changed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  it  now  covers  an  area  of  828  square  miles  approximately,  and 
contains  a  population  of  about  12,000 — including  1,600  Chinamen.  The  principal  towns  are  Napa,  St. 
Helena,  Yountville  and  Calistoga;  we  shall  have  occasion  to  allude  to  them  separately  in  the  course  of  our 
description. 

The  important  resources  of  the  County  are  farming  and  mining.  In  the  valleys  the  soil  is  very  fertile, 
yielding  large  crops  of  wheat,  barley,  oats,  Indian  corn,  etc.;  the  side-hill  lands  are  suitable  for  vineyards, 
and  adapted  to  fig  and  orange  culture;  the  mountain  land,  of  which  there  is  a  considerable  area,  is  not  fit 
for  cultivation,  but  furnishes  excellent  pasturage,  and  as  such,  is  very  valuable. 

There  is  but  little  wood-land  in  the  valleys,  but  plenty  of  timber  in  the  mountains;  sugar-pines  and 
laurel  trees  are  abundant,  and  among  them  some  of  unusual  size.  The  oak  trees  are  of  the  so-called  "scrub" 
species,  and  only  available  for  fuel. 

The  principal  valleys  are  the  Napa,  Suscol,  Pope,  Berryessa,  Capel,  Chiles,  and  Wooden  valleys,  of 
which  more  will  be  said  as  we  carry  our  reader  on  a  flying  trip  through  the  whole  County. 

The  climate  is  semi-tropical,  similar  to  that  of  the  southern  part  of  France.  In  some  portions  of  the 
County,  sheltered  by  the  mountains,  the  thermometer,  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  occasionally 
reaches  105  deg.  Fahrenheit,  but  this  is  seldom;  generally  the  heat  is  not  oppressive,  and  the  morn- 
ings and  evenings  are  cool  and  refreshing.  In  winter,  ice  is  sometimes  formed,  but  the  "cold  spell,"  as  it  is 
termed,  rarely  continues  longer  than  a  few  days;  snow  very  seldom  falls,  except  in  the  mountains.  The 
rainy  season  here,  as  in  other  portions  of  the  State,  begins  about  November  and  ends  in  May,  but  during 
this  period  there  are  many  beautiful,  clear  days,  especially  in  the  months  of  January  and  February.  April 
and  May  are  the  most  agreeable  ;  then,  Nature  has  assumed  her  dress  of  spring,  the  temperature  is  delight- 
ful, and  the  atmosphere  of  remarkable  purity.  The  picturesque  mountain  scenery,  the  beautiful  orchards, 
vineyards  and  grain  fields  on  all  sides,  with  numerous  neat  and  tasty  country  residences,  nestled  among  trees 
and  shrubbery  and  surrounded  by  flower  gardens,  are  very  attractive  and  astonish  the  tourist.  The  East- 
ern people,  who  cross  the  Atlantic  in  search  of  a  mild  climate  during  winter,  little  dream  that  with  much 
less  expense  and  without  any  of  the  very  disagreeable  features  of  a  sea  voyage,  they  can  attain  their  object, 
for  California  offers  all  the  advantages  of  climate,  and  the  traveler  can  dispense  with  the  services  of  an  in- 
terpreter, usually  necessary  in  Continental  Europe,  and  spend  the  winter  among  his  own  countrymen.  For 
persons  of  delicate  constitution,  especially  consumptives,  the  climate  of  Napa  County  is  unsurpassed.  An 
Eastern  tourist,  who  some  time  ago  visited  Napa  Valley,  speaks  of  his  trip  in  the  following  terms  : 

11  Icould  not  forego  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Napa  Valley,  as  I  had  heard  so  much  of  it.  It  was  in  the 
month  of  April,  and  spring  had  fairly  set  in — the  trees  and  wild  flowers  were  in  full  bloom — Nature  was  in 
her  splendor.  Early  one  morning  I  sauntered  forth  to  breathe  the  fresh  air — it  was  before  daybreak  and 
all  was  silent.  I  followed  a  path  leading  up  a  high  hill,  hoping  to  reach  the  top  in  time  to  see  the  sun 
rise.  After  considerable  climbing  and  losing  myself  in  the  bushes  several  times,  I  finally  attained  the  sum- 
mit, and  seated  myself  upon  the  utmost  point  of  a  projecting  rock,  which  commands  a  view  of  many  miles 
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both  up  and  down  the  valley.  The  eastern  horizon  gradually  assumed  a  roseate  hue,  which  slowly  changed 
to  purple — the  sun,  encircled  by  golden  clouds,  appears  like  a  king  whose  dominions  are  the  immensity  of 
space.  His  first  rays  reflect  upon  the  mountain-tops  and  gradually  descend  to  the  hills,  then  into  the  valley. 
The  shades  of  night  have  faded  ;  the  crow  of  the  cock,  the  call  of  the  quail,  the  plaintive  notes  of  the  turtle- 
dove, and  the  shrill  cry  of  the  Guinea-hen  are  heard  in  the  distance  ;  the  silence  of  night  is  broken,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  life  and  bustle  of  day.  The  birds  sing  and  depart  for  the  valley,  to  seek  their  food.  The  smoke 
rising  from  the  chimneys  of  the  cottages  below  denotes  that  the  morning  meal  is  being  prepared.  In  the 
distance  the  farmer  is  hitching  horses  to  his  wagon — his  daily  labor  is  about  to  commence.  Nature  smiles 
as  if  awakened  from  a  dream,  the  air  is  balmy,  and  the  morning  breeze  comes  laden  with  the  perfume  of 
the  numerous  flower  gardens  in  the  valley.  How  edifying  !  Though  lost  in  reverie,  while  contemplating 
and  admiring  the  beauties  of  nature,  we  poor  humans  are  continually  reminded  that  we  are  mortal,  and 
that  we  require  nourishment  to  maintain  us  in  this  mundane  sphere.  My  stomach,  too,  has  awakened  from 
a  dream — the  breakfast  hour  is  come — I  must  retrace  my  steps  to  satisfy  the  cravings  of  my  master.  In 
descending  to  the  valley  I  passed  by  a  schoolhouse,  built  in  a  substantial  manner,  though  of  simple  archi- 
tectural design.  It  was  but  seven  o'clock  ;  a  number  of  children  had  already  assembled.  Some  were  play- 
ing marbles,  others  at  ball,  while  quite  an  assemblage  was  seated  in  the  shade  of  a  large  oak,  engaged  in 
the  rehearsal  of  lessons. 

"  On  the  following  days  I  took  several  rides  through  the  valley.  The  scenery  on  all  sides  is  beautiful — 
views  for  the  artist,  both  landscape  and  mountain — abundance  of  game  for  the  hunter  and  sport  for  the 
angler.  Highly  delighted  with  my  trip,  I  will  now  bid  adieu  to  California,  hoping  soon  to  be  enabled  to 
settle  permanently  in  the  valley  of  Napa." 

We  will  now  take  a  hasty  tour  through  the  County,  visiting  every  point  of  note,  and,  if  the  reader  will 
accompany  us,  we  will  endeavor  to  make  the  jaunt  an  interesting  one.  Leaving  San  Francisco  at  7  a.  m. 
by  steamer,  we  reach  Vallejo,  in  Solano  County,  at  about  10  a.  m.  Here  we  take  the  cars  of  the  California 
Pacific  Eailroad,  reach  Napa  Junction  at  10:30,  our  train  is  switched  off  on  the  Napa  Valley  line,  and  we 
arrive  in  Napa  City  at  11  a.  m.,  sufficiently  invigorated  by  the  trip  to  partake  of  a  hearty  breakfast. 

NAPA  CITY, 

the  county  seat  of  Napa  County,  is  situated  at  the  head  of  tidewater  navigation  on  Napa  river,  distant  about 
44  miles  from  San  Francisco,  and  16  miles  from  Vallejo  :  it  was  founded  in  1848  by  Nathan  Coombs.  It 
is  in  daily  communication  with  San  Francisco  by  steamer,  and  twice  daily,  at  7  A.  m.  and  at  4  p.  M.  by 
steamer  to  Vallejo,  and  thence  by  railroad.  It  is  also  in  direct  railroad  and  telegraphic  communication 
with  all  parts  of  California  and  the  East.  It  was  incorporated  as  a  town  in  the  winter  of  1871,  and  the  first 
municipal  election  was  held  on  the  6th  of  May,  1872.  The  town  is  built  upon  an  almost  level  site,  and  has 
a  population  of  4,081,  (2,283  males  and  1,798  females)  exclusive  of  Chinamen.  The  streets,  macadamized 
and  nearly  all  lined  with  shade  trees,  are  wide  and  kept  in  fair  order,  having  commodious  sidewalks  in  good 
repair.  The  city  is  lighted  by  gas  and  abundantly  supplied  with  excellent  water.  The  climate  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  the  interior  of  the  County,  and  the  health  of  the  city  is  generally  good.  The  population 
is  composed  of  nearly  all  nationalities — Americans,  Irish,  Germans,  French,  Portuguese,  Mexicans,  English 
and  Scotch — all  apparently  well  to  do  and  energetically  following  their  different  callings. 

Schools. — Besides  the  Public  Schools  there  are  the  following  private  educational  establishments  : 

The  Female  Seminary,  with  125  pupils  ; 

The  Boys'  College,  with  125  pupils; 

The  Boys'  School,  with  23  pupils — and 

The  German  School  for  Boys  and  Girls. 

"We  will  here  add,  that  the  County  is  divided  into  38  School  Districts,  having  together  38  Public 
Schools,  classed  as  follows  : 

10  Schools  of  1st  Grade, 
12  Schools  of  2d  Grade, 
16  Schools  of  3d  Grade. 

The  pupils  attending  these  schools  number  1,682 — say  922  males  and  760  females. 

Churches. — There  are  in  Napa  City  the  following  Churches  :  One  Baptist  Church,  one  Catholic, 
one  Disciple,  one  Episcopal,  one  Presbyterian,  one  Advent,  one  Methodist  Episcopal,  one  German  Keformed, 
and  one  African. 

Among  the  Societies,  we  note  the  following  :  Masons,  Odd-Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias,  Ked  Men, 
Good  Templars  and  Grangers. 

Napa  is  a  lively  business  town;  the  streets  are  daily  thronged  with  farmers'  wagons,  and  a  very  heavy 
trade  is  done.  In  walking  through  the  thoroughfares  we  see  all  classes  of  stores — Dry  Goods,  Millinery, 
Groceries,  Drugs,  Hardware,  Clothing,  and  all  other  imaginable  commodities  are  displayed  in  great  variety. 
In  the  manufacturing  line  we  notice  Flouring  Mills,  Planing  Mills,  Lumber  Yards,  Cigar  Factories,  Whip 
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Factory,  Plough  Factory,  and  two  Tanneries,  one  of  which  is  very  extensive  and  comprises  a  wool  pulling 
and  washing  establishment,  employing  a  large  number  of  hands.  There  are  also  Wheelwrights,  Carriage  and 
Wagon  manufacturers,  Marble-cutters,  Harness-makers,  Pump-makers,  Coopers,  and  all  other  trades  are 
represented. 

To  accommodate  the  community  with  banking  facilities,  there  are  two  banks,  both  apparently  in 
a  prosperous  condition. 

There  are  at  present  five  Hotels  in  Napa,  not  one  of  which  is  very  spacious;  we  understand,  however, 
that  John  S.  Hogan  is  about  to  construct  one  of  large  dimensions,  to  equal  any  hotel  in  the  interior  for 
accommodations. 

The  Medical  and  Legal  professions  are  well  and  ably  represented. 

Napa  has  two  newspapers,  the  Napa  Register,  (daily  and  weekly),  and  the  Weekly  Reporter;  both  are 
ably  conducted  and  have  a  very  extensive  circulation,  not  only  in  the  town  and  County,  but  throughout  the 
State.  The  Town  Hall  of  Napa  is  a  fine,  large  structure,  and  is  the  only  public  building  worthy  of  note. 
The  Branch  Insane  Asylum,  now  being  built,  about  two  miles  from  the  Court  House,  in  a  southeasterly 
direction,  will  be  a  very  imposing  structure  when  completed. 

The  cosy  private  residences  are  very  numerous  in  the  City.  As  we  approach  the  suburbs,  we  see  some 
very  elegant  villas,  surrounded  by  beautiful  gardens,  and  some  of  them  are  more  like  the  "  Chateaux  of 
Koyalty  "  than  the  homes  of  citizens.  We  omitted  to  state  that  Napa  commands  the  trade  of  the  County 
and  also  a  portion  of  that  of  Lake  County,  and  that  vessels  of  about  one  hundred  tons  can  reach  the  city. 
It  is  now  very  prosperous  and  bids  fair  to  double  its  population  within  the  next  five  years. 

For  tourists  on  a  flying  trip,  we  have  tarried  rather  long  in  Napa,  and  must  now  continue  our  journey. 

We  leave  by  the  Napa  Valley  Kailroad  at  11:15  a.  m.,  and  passing  u  Oak-Knoll"  station,  the  princely 
country  seat  of  K.  B.  Woodward,  of  Woodward  Garden's  fame,  and  Trubody's  station,  we  reach  Yount- 
ville,  nine  miles  north  from  Napa. 

Yountville  was  named  after  Mr.  Yount,  the  first  white  settler  in  Napa  Valley,  and  has  a  population  of 
147 — 76  males  and  71  females.  There  is  a  graded  school,  one  church,  a  society  of  Grangers,  two  hotels, 
two  general  merchandise  stores,  one  saddlery  and  harness  shop,  two  blacksmiths  and  wheelwrights. 

The  famous  winery  of  Mr.  J.  Grcezinger,  of  San  Francisco,  is  located  here. 

On  the  whole,  Yountville  is  a  progressive  town,  and  from  its  favorable  location  cannot  fail  to  become 
important, — for  the  special  benefit  of  traveling  invalids,  we  will  state  that  a  good  physician  resides 
here. 

Again  on  the  wing,  the  next  station  that  we  notice  is  Oak  Grove,  three  miles  north  from  Yountville — 12 
miles  from  Napa.  Here  we  find  a  general  store,  but  no  other  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  This  is  a 
pretty  spot  in  the  middle  of  the  beautiful  Napa  Valley.  Once  more  we  hear  the  shrill  whistle  of  the  loco- 
motive, and  upon  inquiry  find  that  we  have  reached  "  Kutherford's  "  station,  three  miles  from  Oak  Grove — 
fifteen  miles  from  Napa — a  little  place,  most  charmingly  situated  in  the  centre  of  Napa  Valley.  A  general 
store,  blacksmith  shop,  saloon,  and  several  houses  compose  the  village. 

We  next  reach  "  Vineland  "  station,  entirely  surrounded  by  vineyards  ;  a  place  where  the  traveler  can 
dream  of  wine,  but  obtain  none,  as  it  is  a  station  made  for  the  accommodation  of  farmers  only.  Again  en 
route,  one  mile  more  and  we  reach  St.  Helena,  18  miles  north-west  from  Napa. 

St.  Helena  was  named  after  Mount  St.  Helena,  which  was  so-called  by  a  Kussian  naturalist,  Mr.  Wos- 
nessensky,  (who  ascended  it  in  1841)  in  honor  of  the  Empress  of  Kussia.  The  town  ranks  second  in  im- 
portance, having  a  population  of  604 — 326  males  and  278  females. 

The  first  house  in  St.  Helena  was  built  in  1853,  by  Henry  Still,  but  21  years  ago.  During  the  first 
few  years  following  the  settlement,  the  town  grew  very  little,  but  in  1856  it  awoke  from  its  apparent  lethargy, 
and  the  first  hotel  was  built  by  A.  Tainter.  Since  then  the  growth  has  continued,  and  to-day  St.  Helena 
is  by  far  the  prettiest  inland  town  in  Napa  County,  and  compares  very  favorably  with  any  town  in  the  State. 
The  streets  are  wide,  well  macadamized,  and  run  at  right  angles;  nearly  all  are  lined  with  shade  trees. 

There  are  four  churches — Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Catholic,  and  Methodist — one  of  the  best  public 
schools  in  the  County,  employing  three  teachers  ;  Lodges  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  and  Grangers. 

In  the  business  portion  of  the  city  we  notice  several  brick  buildings;  the  greater  number,  however,  are 
of  wood. 

There  are  all  kinds  of  stores,  two  good  hotels,  and  nearly  all  branches  of  trades  and  professions  are  well 
represented. 

St.  Helena  boasts  of  some  of  the  finest  private  residences  in  the  State,  and  the  suburbs  are  beautiful  be- 
yond description. 

In  the  immediate  vicinity  there  are  numerous  vineyards  and  fruit  orchards  ;  the  wine  and  brandy  made 
here  rank  among  the  best  produced  in  the  State. 

The  soil  in  the  neighborhood  of  St.  Helena  is  very  productive;  wheat  is  grown  in  large  quantities.  Other 
cereals  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables  are  also  grown,  but  not  to  any  great  extent,  wheat  and  wine  being  the 
staple  products. 
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The  climate  is  beautiful;  the  cold  of  winter  is  unknown,  and,  although  a  little  warm  in  the  middle  of 
the  day  in  summer,  the  mornings  and  evenings  are  always  cool  and  refreshing.  The  sea  breeze  coming  up 
the  valley  has  an  equalizing  effect  upon  the  atmosphere  both  during  summer  and  winter.  The  sky  is  nearly 
always  clear,  of  a  most  beautiful  blue,  and  the  air  of  remarkable  purity,  which  is  of  great  benefit  to  invalids, 
especially  consumptives. 

As  we  desire  to  visit  the  surroundings  of  St.  Helena,  we  will  now  engage  a  private  conveyance.  There 
being  three  very  complete  livery-stables  we  shall  have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  excellent  horses  and  a 
careful  driver.  First  of  all,  however,  we  must  return  to  our  hotel,  the  St.  Charles,  to  take  breakfast  and 
provide  ourselves  with  sundry  little  "necessaries"  which  travelers  usually  carry  in  bottles,  the  "  local 
option  "  mania  not  yet  having  reached  this  community.  Breakfast  over,  and  our  team  is  in  waiting  to  con- 
vey us  to  the  "White  Sulphur  Springs. "  Following  a  very  wide  and  well  built  road,  in  a  south-westerly  di- 
rection we  soon  reach  a  deep  canyon  leading  to  the  springs,  and  arrive  at  the  hotel,  kept  by  Mr.  Alstrom, 
in  just  fifteen  minutes  after  leaving  town,  distance,  about  two  miles.  Magnificent  roads  and  good  horses, 
dear  reader,  contribute  greatly  to  shorten  distance. 

Here  we  are,  in  the  most  delightful  spot  of  Napa  County,  and  a  short  description  will  not  be  amiss  :  The 
White  Sulphur  Springs  are  situated  in  a  very  romantic  mountain  gorge.  The  hills  on  both  sides  are  cov- 
ered with  timber  and  underbrush,  presenting  a  very  wild  appearance.  The  place  first  became  noted  in  1855, 
at  which  time  a  hotel  was  erected  there.  The  beauties  of  the  surroundings  are  principally  natural,  though 
many  artificial  improvements  have  been  made. 

For  the  accommodation  of  tourists  and  invalids,  there  is  one  hotel,  with  a  number  of  cottages  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  belonging  thereto,  and  the  whole  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Alstrom,  who  has 
won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the  traveling  public  through  his  uniform  politeness  and  untiring  energy  to 
satisfy  his  visitors.  The  water  of  the  Springs  is  of  that  kind  commonly  termed  Sulphur  water.  No  chemist 
being  on  hand,  we  cannot  give  our  readers  a  correct  chemical  analysis  of  it.  The  bathing  establishment  is 
very  complete  and  commodious.  The  scenery  is  really  grand,  we  should  say  sublime,  with  just  enough  of 
artificial  work  to  show  how  inferior  are  the  works  of  man  to  those  of  nature. 

For  pleasure  seekers,  the  surroundings  are  unsurpassed.  There  are  trout  in  the  stream  near  by,  plenty  of 
game  in  the  neighboring  hills;  and  those  hunters  desirous  of  facing  a  bear  can  also  be  accommodated  within 
easy  distance,  so  we  are  told,  but  desire  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  saw  no  bears,  except  those  seen  on 
California  street  on  "  Blue  Mondays." 

While  we  are  enjoying  the  beauties  of  this  favored  spot  and  forgetting  all  sublunary  affairs,  we  are  sud- 
denly reminded  that  time  waits  for  no  one;  our  driver  very  politely  informs  us  that,  to  reach  the  train,  we  must 
now  depart.  Hastily  seating  ourselves  in  the  conveyance,  we  depart  and  reach  the  hotel  in  St.  Helena  just 
in  time  to  pack  up  and  catch  the  train  for  Calistoga.  Again  we  are  drawn  by  the  "  iron  horse,"  the  great 
civilizer  of  modern  days,  and  in  thirty  minutes  we  arrive  at  the  end  of  Napa  Valley,  the  terminus  of  the 
railroad — Calistoga,  nine  miles  from  St.  Helena  and  twenty-seven  from  Napa. 

Calistoga  has  become  famous  for  its  mineral  springs  and  picturesque  location.  The  former,  although 
known  by  the  Indians  and  Mexicans  before  the  acquisition  of  California  by  the  United  States,  attracted  no 
attention  until  1859,  when  Samuel  Brannan  purchased  the  land  upon  which  they  are  situated. 

The  water  of  these  springs  holds  in  solution  sulphur,  various  salts  of  lime,  soda,  and  magnesia,  and 
they  vary  in  heat  from  75  deg.  to  200  deg.  Fahrenheit. 

In  the  middle  of  Calistoga  Valley  is  a  small  mountain,  called  Mount  Lincoln,  from  the  summit  of 
which  a  very  fine  and  extensive  view  may  be  had.  On  the  western  side  of  the  hill  is  the  hotel,  surrounded 
by  pleasure  grounds. 

At  the  bathing  establishment,  which  is  very  large  and  complete  in  all  its  appointments,  visitors  can 
obtain  different  kinds  of  baths,  viz  :  cold — in  water  pumped  from  the  Napa  Kiver  ;  warm — in  the  water 
running  from  the  sulphur  springs;  and  steam  baths  prepared  by  Nature,  a  bath-house  being  erected  imme- 
diately over  a  spring  which  provides  sufficient  steam  to  satisfy  all  demands. 

The  hotel  is  very  spacious  and  well  kept  ;  for  visitors  who  desire  to  live  alone  and  undisturbed  by 
the  noise  of  pleasure-seeking  society,  about  twenty-five  neat  cottages  have  been  provided. 

The  town  of  Calistoga  has  a  resident  population  of  258 — 151  males  and  107  females — all  seem  to  live 
happily  in  this  truly  beautiful  spot. 

There  is  one  school  with  two  teachers,  several  churches,  three  hotels,  a  number  of  business  houses, 
blacksmith  shops,  livery  stable,  etc.;  the  medical  profession  is  ably  represented. 

One  of  the  greatest  natural  curiosities  near  Calistoga  is  the  petrified  forest,  about  five  miles  distant, 
first  discovered  by  C.  H.  Denison  in  1870. 

The  road  from  Calistoga  to  the  forest  is  very  romantic,  passing  near  deep  ravines  and  among  hills  cov- 
ered with  various  kinds  of  trees,  such  as  oaks,  madronas,  manzanitas,  laurels,  pines,  etc. 

The  trunks  of  the  petrified  trees  vary  in  length;  there  are  some  of  100  feet  long — others  shorter.  Should 
the  reader  desire  to  know  how  they  became  petrified  or  whence  they  came,  we  can  only  refer  him  to  some 
professor  ;  our  only  answer  is  "  quien  sabe." 
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We  will  now  retrace  our  steps  toward  Calistoga,  and  make  an  ascension  of  Mount  St.  Helena,  about 
three  miles  distant  to  the  base  and  nearly  seven  miles  to  the  summit.  It  being  already  late  in  the  day  and 
we  a  little  fatigued — perhaps  a  little  petrified,  from  being  in  so  close  proximity  with  the  trees — we  con- 
clude to  postpone  our  trip  until  morning.  At  four  a.  m.  we  are  informed  that  our  horses,  and  an  extra 
mule,  packed  with  all  the  necessary  provisions  and  "  extras,"  are  in  waiting,  for  we  belong  to  a  hungry 
family  and  cannot  get  along  without  regular  rations.  On  leaving  Calistoga,  the  road  winds  through  a  very 
narrow  valley  ;  on  all  sides  the  scenery  is  beautiful,  and,  as  we  approach  the  base,  the  forest  becomes 
thicker.  We  finally  reach  the  trail,  and  after  a  rather  difficult  though  interesting  ride,  attain  the  summit, 
4,343  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Pacific.  The  view  from  here  is  magnificent.  With  the  naked  eye  we  see 
Clear  Lake,  Lakeport,  Upper  Lake,  Borax  Lake,  a  great  portion  of  Lake  County,  Cobb  and  Uncle  Sam 
Mountains;  beyond  the  Coast  Range,  the  broad  expanse  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  with  numerous  sails  in  the  far 
distance  ;  on  the  other  side,  the  great  Sacramento  Valley,  with  its  towns  and  villages  ;  further  on,  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains,  and  close  around  us  numerous  smaller  mountains,  some  of  which  are  wooded,  while 
others  are  without  vegetation. 

The  hour  of  11  having  arrived,  we  spread  our  cloth  to  partake  of  some  refreshments  ;  will  then  begin 
our  descent  and  try  our  hands  at  shooting,  as  quails  and  other  birds  are  plenty.  On  one  side  we  notice  a  ridge 
of  very  steep  mountains,  in  which  of  late  large  deposits  of  quicksilver  have  been  discovered.  Mention  was 
first  made  of  this  locality  in  1859,  but  was  at  that  time  not  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  commence 
operations.  Lately,  however,  quicksilver  has  attained  such  high  prices  that  search  has  been  made  in  this 
and  other  localities  in  the  neighborhood  with  success. 

As  we  continue  our  descent  we  catch  sight  of  numerous  deep  defiles,  high  precipices  and  beautiful  views 
on  different  sides,  not  noticed  when  going  up,  and  often  stop  our  horses  to  admire,  for  a  moment,  the  magni- 
ficent panorama  spread  out  before  us.  During  our  course  into  the  valley  we  shot  quite  a  number  of  quail, 
doves,  hares  and  rabbits;  we  also  shot  at  a  deer,  but  being  rather  inexperienced,  missed  him.  The  height  of 
our  ambition,  however,  was  to  kill  a  bear.  All  travelers  when  visiting  distant  and  partly  unexplored  regions, 
have  a  desire  to  meet  with  some  adventure  which  can  be  related  at  the  fireside  ;  we  also  possessed  that  feeling. 
Our  wishes,  as  the  continuation  of  this  narrative  will  show,  were  gratified,  not  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
with  the  bear,  but  the  more  so  with  a  "  pretty  "  little  animal  which  inhabits  the  valley. 

It  was  about  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  day  was  very  warm.  We  had  staked  our  horses  to  allow 
them  to  rest,  and  had  stretched  ourselves  out  in  the  shade  of  an  oak.  Everything  was  quiet  around  us ;  nature 
seemed  to  be  taking  a  "  siesta."  The  silence  was  occasionally  broken  by  the  cry  of  the  quail,  the  song  of 
the  California  nightingale  or  the  hammering  of  the  woodpecker. 

We  were  recalling  to  view  the  beautiful  scenery  of  the  morning,  and  saying  :  u  how  interesting  it 
would  be,  if  we  could  only  see  a  bear."  This  thought  continually  haunted  us  and  floated  uppermost  in  our 
minds.  The  old  saying  of  "  never  paint  the  devil  on  the  wall,  lest  he  should  unexpectedly  appear,"  was 
here  verified — for,  we  suddenly  heard  a  rustle  among  the  bushes  and  emerging  from  the  underbush,  not  fifty 
yards  from  us,  we  saw  a  black  bear.  Immediately  seizing  our  guns,  for  we  had  no  rifles,  we  prepared  for  the 
attack  the  bear,  however,  whether  from  a  feeling  of  contempt  for  us,  or  with  warlike  intentions,  came 
toward  us.  We  both  fired  at  once  ;  the  bear  stopped,  but  did  "not"  fall.  Whether  our  aim  was  bad,  or 
whether  we  had  omitted  to  put  shot  into  our  guns,  is  yet  a  mystery;  we  incline  to  the  latter,  however. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  we  were  dumfounded  and  were  only  awakened  from  our  lt  trance  of  terror,"  when 
the  bear  was  close  to  us,  certainly  with  no  amicable  intentions.  At  this  critical  juncture,  our  minds 
had  but  a  single  thought,  and  that  was;  guess,  dear  reader,  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  to  run!  Yes,  we  did 
run,  leaving  horses,  mule  and  all  our  equipments! 

Every  one  running  from  danger,  whether  imaginary  or  real,  frequently  looks  behind;  so  did  we,  when, 
to  our  great  pleasure,  we  saw  the  bear  making  tracks  in  another  direction. 

We  halted  to  take  breath,  and  gradually  becoming  reassured  we  retraced  our  steps  to  our  horses. 
Hastily  gathering  our  things,  we  left  this  enchanting  spot,  with  the  tfirm  resolve  never  to  forget  the 
"shot"  in  future.  We  finally  reached  the  valley,  and,  in  consequence  of  being  unacquainted  with  the 
neighborhood,  missed  the  right  road,  finding  ourselves  on  one  of  the  many  trails  leading  in  all  directions. 
Thinking  to  bag  some  more  small  game — not  bears — we  reloaded  our  guns,  hoping  to  strike  the  right  road 
by  letting  our  horses  follow  their  own  inclination,  or  meeting  with  some  wood-cutters  of  whom  to  inquire. 
While  looking  about  for  something  to  shoot  at,  we  saw,  quite  near  us,  a  small  animal,  of  black  color,  with 
white  stripes  upon  its  back.  We  approached  very  quietly,  and,  when  within  easy  range,  one  of  us  fired. 
The  animal  was  not  killed,  but  appeared  to  be  wounded,  as  it  did  not  run  away.  Thinking  to  have 
shot  some  California  curiosity,  worthy  of  being  presented  to  a  museum  of  natural  history,  we  hastily  ran  to 
the  spot  to  catch  our  prey.  When  about  to  lay  hands  upon  it  we  were  rewarded  with  a  very  strong 
perfume — not  "  Cologne."     Imagine,  dear  reader,  what  it  was.     We  had  shot  a  "skunk  !" 

This  was  by  far  the  most  disagreeable  adventure;  our  shameful  flight  from  the  bear  might  never  be  kno.wn, 
but  our  ignorance  in  regard  to  the  latter  named  quadruped  would  speak  for  itself— -"  odor  will  tell,"     At 
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this  juncture  we  saw  a  vaquero  coming  toward  us,  of  whom  we  made  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  nearest  road 
to  Calistoga.  He  pointed  out  the  direction,  then  turning  his  horse  from  us,  smilingly  exclaimed:  "  Dios 
que  olor ! ' ' 

"We  immediately  departed,  and  reached  Calistoga  in  time  to  take  the  train  for  St.  Helena,  where  we 
arrived  in  the  evening. 

Our  first  occupation  was  the  "burial  of  our  clothing,  so  that  we  might,  without  offending  the  olfactory 
nerves  of  the  other  guests,  take  our  seats  at  the  supper  table.  Here  we  will  remain  over  night  and  to-mor- 
row resume  our  journey  homeward,  through  some  of  the  most  productive  valleys  of  California.  Horses 
being  cheap,  we  will  purchase  a  couple  to  continue  our  trip,  as  we  have  a  number  of  places  to  visit  before 
reaching  Napa.  Following  the  road,  which  runs  in  a  south-easterly  direction,  on  the  edge  of  Napa  Valley, 
we  reach  Conn  Creek,  seven  miles  from  St.  Helena.  Here  we  cross  the  stream  and  proceed  up  a  deep  canyon 
until  we  reach  Conn  Valley,  named  after  C.  Conn,  who  was  the  first  settler  in  the  neighborhood  and  still 
resides  there. 

Conn  Valley,  covering  an  area  of  about  1,200  acres,  is  well  watered  by  Conn  Creek.  The  land  is  very 
productive,  and  yields  large  quantities  of  wheat  of  excellent  quality.  Now  we  proceed  through  Chiles 
Canyon  to  Chiles  Valley.  The  scenery  is  beautiful  beyond  description,  and  the  atmosphere  very  refresh- 
ing, as  the  sun  never  penetrates  the  thick  foliage  and  the  heat  is  seldom  oppressive. 

This  valley  was  named  after  J.  B.  Chiles,  the  first  settler,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  6,500  acres  of 
excellent  land. 

The  principal  produce  of  this  locality  is  wheat,  although  barley  is  also  raised  to  a  considerable  extent. 

From  here  we  proceed  in  a  northerly  direction  and  enter  Pope  Valley,  which  covers  an  area  of  about 
20,000  acres,  as  near  as  we  can  estimate.  Wheat  is  the  principal  product,  although  fruit,  vegetables,  etc., 
are  raised  for  local  consumption.  There  are  two  general  stores,  one  blacksmith  shop,  a  saloon,  and  a  sort 
of  a  "way-house."  A  good  hotel  is  much  needed  and  loudly  called  for  by  all  travelers,  we  among  the 
number. 

In  the  north-western  end  of  this  Valley  are  located  the  famous  "  Phcenix"  and  u  Valley"  Quicksil- 
ver Mines,  with  a  population  of  90.  We  spent  several  hours  in  these  mines,  and  on  our  return  to  Napa, 
will  give  our  readers  a  full  description  of  what  we  saw  there. 

Again  the  shades  of  night  are  falling,  and  we  will  seek  repose,  as  the  exercise  of  the  day  has  somewhat 
fatigued  us.     At  4  a.  m.  we  are  in  the  saddle  and  ready  to  continue  our  journey. 

Following  a  mountain  road  in  a  north-easterly  direction,  we  soon  reach  Schnell  Valley,  covering  an 
area  of  several  hundred  acres,  owned  entirely  by  C.  Booker.  There  is  nothing  of  great  importance  to  note 
here,  and  we  will  continue  by  a  mountain  road,  crossing  Putah  Creek,  the  second  largest  stream  in  the 
County,  and  reach  Mysterious  Valley  at  9  a.m.,  having  traveled  slowly  so  as  not  to  fatigue  our  afnimals — 
we  mean  ourselves. 

Mysterious  Valley  has,  in  reality,  nothing  very  mysterious  about  it,  at  least  so  far  as  we  could  discover. 
The  reason  why  it  was  so  called  is  unknown  to  us.  It  covers  an  area  of  about  500  acres  of  good,  arable 
land. 

Continuing  on  our  course  in  the  same  direction,  through  sage-brush  and  over  mountains,  we  next  reach 
the  li  Manhattan  Quicksilver  Mines,"  (population  of  this  camp,  75),  and  a  mile  further,  the  "  Knoxville 
Quicksilver  Mines,"  with  276  inhabitants — a  description  of  both  of  which  will  be  given  with  those  form- 
erly mentioned. 

Being  desirous  of  reaching  the  Berryessa  Valley  as  soon  as  possible,  we  must  hasten  our  horses.  The 
road  from  Knoxville  runs  in  a  southerly  direction,  along  the  bank  of  Ericuera  Creek,  toward  Monticello, 
which  town  we  reached  at  10  p.  m. 

Nothing  of  any  note  occurred  to  us  to-day,  so  we  have  no  adventure  to  narrate — suffice  it  to  say,  that 
we  found  excellent  accommodations  in  the  hotel  at  Monticello,  and  were  highly  satisfied  with  the  gentle- 
manly and  polite  treatment  received  at  the  hands  of  the  proprietor,  E.  A.  Peacock.  Monticello  is  a  thriv- 
ing village,  situated  in  the  beautiful  and  productive  Berryessa  Valley.  It  is  24  miles  north  of  Napa  and 
has  a  population  of  99 — 55  lords  of  creation  and  44  daughters  of  Eve.  Monticello  is  entirely  supported  by 
the  farming  community;  has  two  general  stores,  two  blacksmith  shops,  one  saddlery  store,  one  hotel,  and 
one  saloon.  We  were  much  astonished  to  hear  that,  to  retain  a  physician  in  the  Berryessa  Valley,  the 
residents  are  obliged  to  pay  a  fixed  salary,  for  cases  of  sickness  are  so  very  rare  that  the  income  from  his 
practice  would  not  suffice  to  support  the  doctor. 

In  this  connection  a  tale  is  recalled  to  our  memory.  One  of  the  kings  of  Persia  sent  a  very  eminent 
physician  to  Mohammed,  who,  remaining  a  long  time  in  Arabia  without  practice,  grew  weary,  and  present- 
ing himself  before  the  Prophet,  thus  addressed  him  :  "  By  my  superiors  I  was  sent  here  to  practice  medi- 
cine ;  but,  since  I  came,  I  have  had  no  opportunity  of  showing  my  skill,  as  no  one  seems  to  be  ill." 
Mohammed  replied :  "  It  is  the  custom  of  this  country  never  to  eat  without  being  hungry,  and  never  to  eat 
too  much."  Such  appears  to  be  the  case  with  the  people  in  Berryessa  Valley,  for,  as  before  said,  sick- 
ness is  almost  unknown,  and  a  doctor  can  scarcely  earn  his  salt. 
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The  Berryessa  Valley  lies  at  an  elevation  of  360  feet  above  the  sea,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  36,000 
acres,  mostly  excellent  farming  lands.  The  product  consists  chiefly  of  wheat,  which  is  grown  in  enormous 
quantities  ;  we  are  told  that  the  shipment  of  this  cereal  amounts  to  over  300,000  bushels  per  year. 

The  shape  of  the  valley  is  oblong,  surrounded  by  mountains,  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  covered 
with  timber. 

The  scenery  is  very  romantic,  and  among  the  finest  we  have  yet  seen. 

There  are  four  school  districts  in  the  Valley  and  two  churches,  but  as  we  have  still  a  long  road  to  travel , 
and  not  being  religiously  inclined — although  this  is  Sunday — we  did  not  visit  the  latter. 

The  sun  is  already  high  in  the  heavens,  it  is  past  11,  and,  if  we  desire  to  reach  Napa  to-day,  it  is  time  to 
start.  In  leaving  Berryessa  Valley  we  see  two  roads,  the  one  leading  through  Putah  Canyon  at  a  grade  of 
fourteen  feet  per  mile;  the  other,  a  mountain  road,  rather  more  difficult  to  travel,  but  offering  finer  scenery 
to  the  tourist.  "We  shall  take  the  latter.  After  a  ride  of  about  an  hour,  we  reach  Cherry  Valley,  a  pretty 
spot,  nearly  three  miles  long,  by  about  one-half  mile  in  breadth. 

The  principal  product  of  this  locality  is  wheat,  though  other  grain  is  also  grown.  Sheep-raising  is  also  a 
feature  of  this  neighborhood. 

There  are  two  small  vineyards  in  this  valley,  but  not  of  sufficient  importance  for  us  to  stop.  "We  now 
cross  a  range  of  hills  and  enter  Capel  Valley,  which  has  an  area  of  about  7,000  acres  of  well  watered  and 
very  productive  land.  Capel  Creek  runs  through  the  entire  valley,  is  never  dry,  and  offers  good  sport  for 
the  angler.  There  is  also  plenty  of  game,  but  we  have  had  sufficient  experience  in  hunting,  for  the  present, 
at  least,  and  we  shall  not  indulge  in  that  kind  of  amusement. 

E.  H.  Bragg  is  the  largest  land-owner  in  this  valley,  and  is  by  far  the  most  enterprising  resident  of  the 
whole  neighborhood.  He  has  a  beautiful  farm,  yielding  large  crops  of  hay,  wheat,  etc.,  although  his  prin- 
cipal pursuit  is  stock-raising.  Quicksilver  has  been  discovered  in  the  range  of  hills  dividing  Capel  Valley 
from  Foss  Valley,  but  no  important  developments  have  as  yet  been  made. 

Foss  Valley,  the  next  on  our  road,  covers  an  area  of  about  2,500  acres,  and  lies  at  an  elevation  of  over 
1,200  feet  above  the  sea  level.  This  is  a  sheep-raising  community,  the  farming  interest  being  second  in  im- 
portance. William  Clarke  is  the  principal  land-owner  and  stock-raiser  of  the  locality.  We  had  the  inten- 
tion of  reaching  Napa  to-day,  but  having  spent  much  time  in  visiting  ;the  different  places  of  interest,  we 
gladly  accept  the  kind  invitation,  politely  extended  by  Mr.  Clarke,  to  stop  over  night. 

The  evening  was  passed  in  social  enjoyment ;  several  young  ladies  favored  us  with  vocal  music,  and  we 
concluded  that  we  had  really  found  an  oasis  in  a  social  desert.  We  rose  early  in  the  morning,  and,  after 
having  partaken  of  an  excellent  breakfast,  we  will  bid  adieu  to  our  amiable  host  and  continue  on  our  jour- 
ney. We  now  follow  a  trail  leading  over  a  ridge  of  hills  and  descend  into  Wooden  Valley,  which  derives 
its  name  from  John  Wooden,  whose  acquaintance  we  had  the  pleasure  of  making,  and  found  him  by  no 
means  wooden  John,  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  very  active  man. 

The  Valley  is  circular  in  form,  is  well  watered,[and  contains  about  2,000  acres  of  good  farming  and 
grazing  lands.  There  is  also  plenty  of  timber,  consisting  principally  of  oaks.  We  now  cross  a  ridge  of 
hills  in  an  easterly  direction  and  reach  Gordon  Valley,  named  after,  and  chiefly  owned  by  Nan  Gordon,  the 
oldest  settler  of  the  locality.  We  will  now  continue  our  travels  in  a  south-easterly  direction,  passing  through 
numerous  small  valleys  and  over  the  Bald  Mountain  range,  and  reach  Napa  City  at  2  p.  m.  Since  leaving 
Gordon  Valley  nothing  of  note  has  occurred,  and  to  describe  the  scenery  would  only  be  to  repeat  what  we 
have  said  before — it  is  beautiful. 

On  reaching  Napa  we  are  heartily  welcomed  by  our  host,  John  S.  Hogan,  of  the  Napa  Hotel,  and  we 
will  now  rest  until  to-morrow,  and  then  make  a  little  excursion  in  another  direction. 

We  arise  very  early  and  intend  to  visit  the  Napa  Soda  Springs,  distant  about  5  miles  from  Napa  City. 
The  road  leads  in  a  northerly  direction  through  Napa  Valley,  then  up  the  mountain  side  to  an  elevation  of 
about  700  feet  above  the  level  of  the  Valley.  The  scenery  is  very  picturesque  and  the  general  surroundings 
are  romantic.  x 

These  Springs  were  first  discovered  in  1853,  but  not  much  was  known  of  them  until  1856,  when  the  ex- 
periment of  bottling  the  water  for  shipment  to  San  Francisco  and  other  places  was  made,  and  proved  very 
successful.     The  water  holds  in  solution 

Bicarbonate  of  soda, 
Carbonate  of  magnesia, 
Carbonate  of  lime, 
Chloride  of  sodium, 
Sub-carbonate  of  iron, 
Sulphate  of  soda, 
Silicious  acid,  and 
Alumnia. 

There  is  a  hotel  at  the  Springs,  and  numerous  visitors  and  invalids  go  there  in  search  of  health  and 
pleasure. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  the  proprietor,  we  understand,  to  erect  a  very  large  hotel  on  the  premises,  to  enable 
him  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of  visitors. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  we  return  to  Napa,  and  will  to-morrow  leave  the  County  by  the  way  of  Soscol 
Valley. 

Leaving  Napa,  we  take  an  easterly  direction  over  a  good  but  steep  mountain  road,  and  cross  a  portion  of 
the  Bald  Mountain  ridge  to  descend  into  Wild-Horse  Valley.  From  its  name  we  were  led  to  believe  that  wild 
horses  might  be  seen  in  this  valley,  and  for  the  purpose  of  gratifying  our  curiosity  we  left  the  road  leading 
direct  to  Soscol.  When  we  reached  the  valley,  however,  we  saw  nothing  wild,  except  the  scenery,  and  con- 
tented ourselves  with  that.  We  now  strike  a  south-westerly  direction,  and  after  crossing  a  high  hill,  reach 
the  Soscol  road  and  continue  upon  it,  passing  by  the  "Insane  Asylum  "  in  course  of  construction,  and  we 
arrive  in  Soscol  Valley  at  noon. 

Soscol  is  a  station  for  farmers  and  teamsters,  and  has  a  very  good  and  well  kept  hotel. 

We  continue  in  a  south-westerly  direction,  and  come  to  the  famous  fruit  orchard  of  Simpson  Thompson. 
This  orchard  is  very  extensive,  and  produces  an  enormous  amount  of  fruits  of  all  kinds. 

Mr.  Thompson's  place  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  Napa  County,  having  a  beautiful  residence  with 
all  appurtenances  for  ease  and  comfort.  He  first  introduced  the  system  of  raising  fruit  without  irrigation ; 
the  general  management  of  the  establishment  is  now  under  the  supervision  of  his  son,  James  M.  Thompson. 

Adjoining  Mr.  Thompson's  place  is  that  of  W.  Gouverneur  Morris  ;  this,  also,  is  a  beautiful  farm,  hav- 
ing a  very  extensive  fruit  orchard.  Mr.  Morris'  country  seat  is  called  "  Morrisiana,"  after  the  home  of  his 
parents  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

Soscol  Valley  is  the  second  in  size  of  Napa  County,  and  covers  a  large  area  of  excellent  farming  land. 
It  contains  a  great  number  of  fruit  orchards  ;  the  two  above  alluded  to,  however,  are  the  largest  and  most 
important.     Large  quantities  of  wheat  are  raised  in  this  neighborhood,  besides  other  cereals,  vegetables,  etc. 

It  compares  favorably  with  Napa  Valley,  though  the  scenery  of  the  latter  is  more  romantic,  and 
offers  more  attractions  to  the  tourist  and  invalid. 

We  now  proceed  to  Napa  Junction,  the  connecting  point  of  the  Napa  Valley  and  California  Pacific 
Kailroads. 

Fortunately  we  have  been  enabled  to  dispose  of  our  horses  at  fair  prices,  and  will,  for  the  present,  bid 
farewell  to  our  readers  who  have  followed  us  on  our  trip.  We  hope  that  they  may  have  enjoyed  the  tour  in 
imagination  as  much  as  we  have  in  reality. 

Our  next  excursion  will  be  through  Lake  County,  where  the  scenery  is  of  a  different  nature,  and  the 
attractions  are  of  a  different  kind.     Au  revoir.

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In  the  course  of  our  narrative  we  promised  our  readers  to  give  them  an  account  of  what  we  saw  while 
visiting  the  mines.     The  most  important  among  these  is  the 

KEDINGTON  QUICKSILYEK  MINE, 

Situated  at  Knoxville,  50  miles  north  of  Napa,  and  25  miles  north-east  of  Calistoga,  on  the  road  from 
Napa  through  Berryessa  Valley.  We  understand  that  the  company  is  now  constructing  a  road  to  Calistoga. 
The  reduction  works  of  this  mine  are  said  to  be  the  most  complete  of  any  in  the  State,  and  it  is  also  claimed 
that  the  general  management  is  the  most  perfect.  250  men  are  constantly  employed,  who  together  with 
their  families  form  a  large  community.  There  are  a  number  of  cottages,  a  hotel,  a  large  store,  a  meeting 
hall,  and  a  school,  all  maintained  by  the  company  for  their  employes.  The  present  product  of  the  mine  is 
about  800  flasks  of  67^  pounds  each  of  quicksilver  per  month.  This  mine  was  formerly  called  the 
X.  L.  C.  K.,  and  was  incorporated  in  1861;  in  1862  it  was  leased  to  Knox  and  Osborn  for  one  year;  at  this 
time  the  stock  came  into  the  hands  of  its  present  owners,  who  named  it  the  Kedington,  after  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Kedington,  Hostetter  &  Co.,  of  San  Francisco. 

The  reduction  works  consists  of  two  furnaces  of  hewn-stone  with  a  capacity  of  100  tons  each  per 
week,  and  two  Knox  and  Osborn' s  patent  continuous  furnaces,  with  a  capacity  of  25  tons  each  per  day. 
The  hoisting  works  and  pumps  are  very  powerful,  and  are  arranged  so  as  to  be  serviceable  even  at  a  depth 
of  1,000  feet.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  mine  has  produced  3,605,863  pounds  of  quicksilver,  of  the  value 
of  $2,195,206.79,  and  this  without  ever  having  levied  an  assessment. 

THE  PHCENIX  QUICKSILVER  MINE 

Is  located  in  Pope  Valley,  on  the  side  of  a  steep  mountain,  and  was  incorporated  in  1868.  It  was  first  dis- 
covered by  John  Newman.     This  is  also  very  valuable  property. 

We  will  further  mention  the  Pope  Valley,  Washington  Valley  and  Oakville  mines,  but  it  is  not 
necessary  to  give  any  description  of  them. 


Some  forty  years  ago  the  Indians  were  very  numerous  in  Napa  County.  Even  as  late  as  1831,  when 
Mr.  Tount  arrived  in  Napa  Valley,  there  were  several  tribes,  numbering  together  over  2,500  ;  to-day  there 
are  but  very  few.  They  have  been  superseded  by  the  race  of  progress,  like  the  bow  and  arrow  by  the  rifle, 
the  parchment  by  the  printing  press,  the  ox-cart  by  the  locomotive,  and  as  we,  the  proud  race  of  to-day, 
shall  probably  disappear  before  our  superiors  in  physical  and  mental  powers.  Our  decay  will  certainly  be 
less  rapid,  but  decay  we  shall,  and  the  time  will  come  when  our  most  extraordinary  inventions  will  be 
looked  upon  by  our  successors  as  we  look  upon  the  signal  telegraph  of  our  forefathers.  The  age  of  steam 
is  soon  to  be  followed  by  the  age  of  electricity  ;  the  present  generation  may  not  witness  it,  but  what  is  a 
generation  in  the  life  of   man — a  century  in  the  time  book  of  the  world  ? 

As  we  have  before  stated,  the  population  of  Napa  County  numbers  at  the  present  time  about  11,000, 
exclusive  of  Chinamen. 

The  amount  of  taxable  property  for  the  year  1873  was  $7, 580, 264,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's  books. 

The  production  of  wine,  cereals,  fruits  and  metal  is  steadily  increasing  ;  the  quicksilver  shipped  from 
St.  Helena  during  the  first  five  months  of  this  year  amounted  to  31,329  pounds.  The  crops  not  being  yet 
harvested,  we  cannot  give  their  extent,  but  can  safely  say  that  they  are  very  large. 

The  time  is  not  distant  when  the  population  will  be  trebled.  The  beautiful  climate,  the  great  product- 
iveness of  the  soil,  and  the  very  favorable  geographical  position  of  the  country,  will  attract  thousands  of 
emigrants  from  the  Eastern  States  and  Europe.  California  is  destined  to  be  a  great  country.  From  here 
civilization  will  be  extended  toward  the  west ;  we  shall  carry  enlightenment  on  its  circuit  around  the  world 
and  become  the  tutors  of  that  oldest  of  empires — China.  The  French  proverb  will  be  verified,  il  Les  ex- 
tremes se  touchent."

A  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OP 


LAKE   COUNTY 


Incidents  of  Travel,  Adventures,  Etc. 


Lake  County,  so  called  from  its  numerous  lakes,  is  bounded  as  follows  :  On  the  north  by  Mendocino 
and  Colusa;  on  the  south  by  Sonoma  and  Napa;  on  the  east  by  Colusa  and  Yolo,  and  on  the  west  by  Mendo- 
cino and  Sonoma.  It  covers  an  area  of  about  1,200  square  miles,  being  20  miles  wide  and  60  miles  long, 
and  lies  between  two  ranges  of  mountains;  on  the  west  are  the  Mayacamas;  on  the  east  the  Bear  Moun- 
tains. The  first  white  settlers  were  two  cattle-raisers,  Kelsey  and  Stone,  who  arrived  there  in  1847,  and 
were  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1849,  near  the  spot  now  called  Kelseyville.  The  cause  of  the  trouble  between 
the  Indians  and  Kelsey  and  Stone  is  not  known,  as  they  were  always  on  a  friendly  footing  previous  to  the 
time  of  the  murder.  In  1851  some  United  States  troops  were  sent  to  Clear  Lake.  They  fought  the  Indians 
successfully  and  afterwards  made  a  treaty  with  them  which  yet  exists.  There  are  still  a  number  of  Indians 
in  the  County  though  friendly  toward  the  whites.  Lake  County  was  organized  in  1861  up  to  that  time 
it  formed  a  portion  of  Napa  County  and  in  1868  contained  a  population  of  about  4,000,  including  children. 
To-day  the  resident  population  numbers  7,180 — 3,791  males  and  3,389  females.  The  assessed  value  of  tax- 
ble  property  in  1873  amounted  to  $1,670,723. 

The  important  sources  of  wealth  of  the  County  are  stock-raising,  farming  and  mining.  The  principal 
minerals  are  quicksilver,  sulphur  and  borax,  of  which  more  will  be  said  hereafter.  Viniculture  and  fruit 
growing  are  as  yet  unimportant,  but  are  expected  to  become  extensive  when  the  means  of  communication 
with  the  large  commercial  centers  will  be  more  rapid  and  less  expensive.  There  are  some  large  dairies  in 
the  district  which  produce  great  quantities  of  butter  and  cheese. 

Mineral  springs  are  very  numerous  and  of  different  curative  properties;  we  shall  have  occasion  to 
allude  to  them  separately.  The  principal  towns  of  Lake  County  are  Lakeport,  Kelseyville,  Lower  Lake, 
Middletown  and  Upper  Lake.  Their  full  description  will  be  given  in  these  pages.  The  climate  is  in  all 
respects  similar  to  that  of  Napa  County;  the  heat  during  summer  is  never  oppressive,  even  at  mid-day,  and 
the  mornings  and  evenings  are  always  cool.  Snow  falls  very  seldom  in  the  valleys,  but  the  mountains  are 
frequently  white-capped,  though  not  for  any  long  period.  We  will  now  make  a  tour  of  Lake  County  as 
we  did  of  Napa,  and  carry  our  reader  to  every  point  of  interest:  Leaving  San  Francisco  by  steamer  to 
Vallejo  at  7  a.  m.,  we  reach  Calistoga  at  about  noon.  It  is  unnecessary  to  describe  this  portion  of  our 
journey,  as  we  already  did  so  when  passing  through  Napa  County  on  our  first  trip.  At  Calistoga  we  must 
remain  over  night  if  we  wish  to  take  the  daily  stage  which  leaves  at  7  a.  m.,  but  prefering  a  private  con- 
veyance, as  it  affords  us  the  privilege  of  stopping  when  we  please,  a  buggy  and  a  pair  of  good  horses  will  be 
engaged.  We  will,  first  of  all,  take  dinner,  then  provide  ourselves  with  the  usual  little  delicacies,  and 
start  at  half  past  1p.m. 

The  first  portion  of  the  road  lies  in  a  north-easterly  direction  toward  Mount  St.  Helena,  which  we  cross, 
keeping  the  road,  however,  and  not  going  off  to  the  side,  as  we  did  on  a  previous  occasion.  After  a  drive  of 
about  two  hours  we  reach  the  shoulder  of  the  mountain,  and  now  begins  our  descent  into  the  valley  below — 
to  us  as  yet  unknown.  On  our  previous  excursion,  the  reader  will  recollect,  we  only  ascended  Mount  St. 
Helena,  but  did  not  continue  into  Lake  County  ;  this  time  we  shall  make  a  round  trip,  returning  by  this 
road  to  Calistoga. 

The  scenery  here  is  very  picturesque,  the  road  good,  the  air  very  pure,  and  we  can  keep  up  a  rapid  gait 
without  fatiguing  our  horses,  as  the  heat  is  not  oppressive.  The  first  settlement  we  come  to  is  the  camp  of  the 
"  Great  Western  Quicksilver  Mining  Company,"  having   a  population  of  about  320,  including  300  China- 
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men.  We  stopped  here  to  water  our  horses  and  inspect  the  mine,  a  more  complete  description  of  which  will 
be  given  on  our  return.  The  road  from  here  continues  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  we  reach  Middletown 
at  5  p.  m.;  distance  15  miles  from  Calistoga  and  35  miles  from  Lakeport,  the  county  seat  of  Lake  County. 
Middletown  is  a  thriving  town,  principally  supported  by  the  mining  camps  in  the  vicinity.  The  population 
numbers  207,  128  males  and  79  females.  It  is  pleasantly  situated  in  Loconoma  Valley,  of  which  more  will 
be  said.  The  business  portion  of  the  town  consists  of  three  stores,  three  blacksmith  shops,  several  saloons 
and  one  hotel.  The  latter  is  principally  patronized  by  the  travelers  to  and  from  the  Springs.  The  absence  of 
lawyers  and  doctors  speaks  volumes  for  the  good  health  and  equanimity  of  temper  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
locality. 

Loconoma  Valley  covers  an  area  of  about  10,000  acres  of  timber  and  farming  land.  The  principal 
products  are  wheat  and  hay.  The  wooded  portion  of  the  valley  covers  about  3,000  acres,  and  furnishes 
oak,  pine  and  laurel.  There  is  also  considerable  sheep-raising  in  this  locality,  and,  we  are  informed,  with 
lucrative  results. 

"We  now  continue  on  the  road  in  a  north-westerly  direction  and  reach  Harbin  Springs  at  9  p.  m.;  dis- 
tance 4  miles  from  Middletown,  16  miles  from  Calistoga,  and  32  miles  from  Lakeport. 

Being  a  little  fatigued,  we  will  here  pass  the  night  and  describe  this  beautiful  locality  at  our  leisure  in 
the  morning.  Harbin  Springs-  were  known  to  the  Indians  long  before  the  settlement  of  the  country  by  the 
Americans,  and  were  taken  possession  of  by  Messrs.  Eichie  and  Harbin  in  1852.  Since  then  the  property 
has  changed  hands  several  times  and  is  now  owned  by  Kichard  "Williams,  who  made  all  the  improvements 
on  the  premises. 

To  give  our  readers  an  idea  of  how  cheap  valuable  property  is  sometimes  disposed  of  when  its  real 
worth  is  unknown,  we  will  state  that  in  1866  this  property  was  sold  for  $3,000;  an  offer  of  $  100,000  to-day 
would  be  rejected. 

The  water  of  these  springs  holds  in  solution,  sulphur,  iron,  magnesia,  and  arsenic  ;  has  a  temperature 
of  from  120  degs.  to  150  degs.  Fahrenheit,  and  is  highly  recommended  for  the  cure  of  rheumatism  and  dis- 
eases of  the  liver  and  kidneys. 

The  water  is  similar  to  that  of  the  famous  spring  in  the  south  of  France  called  La  Malou,  where  some 
of  the  most  remarkable  cures  have  been  effected,  especially  in  cases  of  disease  of  the  spine. 
;,       The  hotel  is  large  and  there  are  thirteen  modern  cottages  surrounding  it  for  the  use  of  families  who  may 
prefer  them  ;  in  all  about  175  persons  can  be  accomodated. 

The  grounds  are  well  laid  out  in  wide  walks  and  flower  beds  with  a  sufficient  number  of  shade  trees 
judiciously  distributed.  For  the  persons  who  come  with  their  conveyances  and  desire  to  camp  in  their  own 
tents,  a  fine  plat  of  ground  has  been  provided  and  is  kept  for  this  purpose.  The  bathing  facilities  are  very 
complete  and  convenient,  there  being  also  a  very  spacious  plunge  bath.  The  establishment  is  kept  in  per- 
fect order. 

The  rooms  of  the  hotel  and  cottages  are  spacious  and  well  furnished,  the  dining  room  is  very  large  and 
well  ventilated,  and  the  wine  room,  which  contains  a  billiard  table,  is  all  that  can  be  desired  and  fully  sus- 
tains the  other  appointments  of  the  premises. 

The  principal  newspapers  are  received,  and  the  mail  from  Calistoga  arrives  daily.  This  is  a  great  con- 
venience for  tourists.  Everything  is  done  to  make  visitors  feel  at  home";  the  fare  is  excellent,  the  servants 
are  polite  and  accommodating,  and  the  visitor  immediately  feels  that  he  has  found  a  first-class  watering 
place,  under  the  management  of  a  gentleman  who  thoroughly  understands  the  wants  of  the  traveling  public. 
Attached  to  the  establishment  is  a  very  complete  stable,  where  horses  receive  excellent  care  ;  the  hostlers  are 
competent  and  polite.  Harbin  Springs  are  situated  in  a  nook,  1,700  feet  above  the  sea  level,  almost  entirely 
surrounded  by  mountains,  some  of  which  are  1,000  feet  high.  The  view  from  the  hotel  is  not  of  a  very  wide 
range,  but  from  the  top  of  one  of  the  neighboring  hills  it  is  grand  and  picturesque.  There  are  about  150 
visitors  here  at  present,  some  in  search  of  pleasure,  others  for  sanitary  reasons  ;  all  seem  to  en  joy  themselves. 
"We  will  now  leave  Harbin,  the  Saratoga  of  the  Pacific,  and  return  to  Middletown,  whence  we  will  make  an 
excursion  in  another  direction.  We  spent  the  day  in  the  midst  of  very  agreeable  society,  and  are  highly 
pleased  with  our  visit.  A  very  brilliant  future  awaits  Lake  County  in  general,  and  Harbin  Springs  in  par- 
ticular. When  once  the  beautiful  climate  and  sublime  scenery,  and  the  excellence  of  the  waters  become 
known  in  the  Eastern  States  and  Europe,  tourists  will  flock  hither  in  large  numbers. 

We  leave  Middletown  at  5  a.  m.,  taking  the  road  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  and  reach  Cobb  Valley 
at  7  A.  M.,  distance  12  miles.  Cobb  Valley  lies  at  an  elevation  of  2,500  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and 
is  one  of  the  most  prominent  pleasure  resorts  of  the  Pacific  Slope. 

For  those  seeking  pleasure  or  desiring  to  withdraw  for  a  time  from  the  noise  of  the  city  and  the  care 
of  business,  no  place  offers  greater  advantages.  It  is  easy  of  access  by  good  roads  of  light  grade,  and  the 
scenery,  ever  changing  in  its  nature,  makes  the  trip  interesting.  The  hotel  and  the  cottages  near  it  are 
owned  by  Messrs.  Broadwell  and  Basset.  The  accommodations  for  visitors  are  perfect  in  every  respect, 
everything  being  arranged  with  a  view  to  comfort.     The  site  upon  which  the  establishment  stands  was 
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chosen  with  judgment  and  taste.  On  the  north,  a  rugged  mountain  range  frowns  down  upon  the  buildings, 
while  on  the  south,  Mount  Cobb  towers  to  the  height  of  from  4,000  to  5,000  feet.  Close  to  the  hotel,  through  a 
rocky  gorge,  rushes  a  beautiful  stream,  furnishing  an  abundance  of  clear,  cool,  sparkling  water,  which  is 
distributed  through  pipes  to  all  the  buildings,  for  bathing  purposes,  and  in  the  grounds  supplying  constantly- 
playing  fountains.  To  the  followers  of  Isaac  Walton,  this  stream  offers  rare  inducements,  trout  of  good 
size  and  excellent  flavor  being  quite  plenty.  Hunters,  also,  can  find  an  abundance  of  all  kinds  of  game 
within  easy  distance  from  the  hotel.  The  stables  attached  to  the  house  are  commodious  and  convenient, 
well  managed  and  under  the  supervision  of  able  men,  who  not  only  understand  their  duties  toward  the  horse, 
but  have  sufficient  time  to  spare  to  be  polite  to  visitors.  In  this  connection  we  would  state  that  the  propri- 
etors of  the  hotel  also  own  a  six-horse  stage  coach  which  makes  tri-weekly  trip?  to  Calistoga.  After  having 
partaken  of  an  excellent  repast  we  will  take  our  departure  to  continue  our  journey  toward  Kelseyville. 
Leaving  Cobb  Valley  at  3  p.  m.,  we  follow  a  northerly  direction  over  a  splendid  road,  and  reach  Kelsey- 
ville at  5  A.  M. — distance  about  13  miles.  Kelseyville  is  the  oldest  town  of  Lake  County  and  is 
the  second  in  importance.  It  has  a  population  of  226 — 122  males  and  104  females.  There  is  a 
graded  public  school,  two  churches — Methodist  and  Catholic — and  lodges  of  different  benevolent  associations. 
The  business  portion  of  the  locality  is  represented  by  two  general  stores,  one  drug  store,  one  blacksmith, 
one  wagon-maker  and  a  general  repairing  shop  and  planing  mill.  The  medical  profession  has  one  rep- 
resesentative.  The  hotel,  called  the  "  Uncle  Sam,"  is  a  very  good  house  and  offers  excellent  accommoda- 
tions. The  town  is  chiefly  supported  by  the  farmers  living  in  Big  Valley,  of  which  Kelseyville  is  the 
center. 

After  supper  onr  landlord  proposed  a  walk  ;  the  evening  being  very  pleasant  we  readily  accepted.  On 
leaving  the  hotel,  we  noticed  that  our  host  provided  himself  with  matches.  "We  thought  that  he  was 
about  to  exhibit  some  curiosity  hidden  in  the  recesses  of  the  spacious  barn,  so  we  made  no  inquiry.  This 
was  not  the  case,  however,  for  on  proceeding  only  a  few  rods  from  the  hotel,  in  an  open  field,  we  approached 
something  protruding  from  the  ground,  which,  upon  examination,  proved  to  be  a  piece  of  iron  pip  \  It  being 
dark  we  could  not  see  the  exact  nature  of  the  soil,  but  it  appeared  to  be  very  elastic  to  the  step,  similar  to  walk- 
ing upon  a  spring  mattress.  Our  landlord  now  began  to  tell  us  about  "  Moses  and  the  burning  bush,"  of 
which  we  had  some  faint  recollection  ourselves,  but  could  not  understand  the  relation  between  the  bush  of 
the  Bible  and  the  pipe  of  Kelseyville.  Presently  our  guide  struck  a  match  and  applied  it  to  the  mouth  of 
the  pipe.  The  gas  issuing  therefrom  ignited,  and  here  we  were,  in  the  middle  of  a  barren  field,  looking  at  each 
other  by  gaslight.  At  first  we  were  inclined  to  run,  for  we  thought  that  something  supernatural  was  about 
to  occur,  or  that  the  interior  fires  of  the  earth  would  burst  upon  us,  but  on  second  thought  we  decided  to  in- 
vestigate this  strange  phenomenon.  "We  were  informed  that  the  earth  in  this  neighborhood  is  impregnated 
with  sulphureted-hydrogen  gas,  and  that  by  making  a  small  hole  almost  anywhere  and  applying  a  match 
thereto,  the  gas  is  immediately  lighted,  and  will  burn  with  a  blue  flame,  though  for  a  few  moments  only. 

"We  now  retraced  our  steps  to  the  hotel  and  retired.  At  5  a.  m.  we  are  again  ready  to  continue  our 
trip  in  another  direction.  "We  follow  the  road  leading  in  a  westerly  course  toward  Caldwell  Springs, 
distance  five  miles,  and  reach  that  place  at  6  J  a.  m.  The  pure  mountain  air  gave  us  a  good  appetite  and 
we  relished  our  breakfast. 

Caldwell  Springs,  now  known  as  Highland  Springs,  are  situated  among  the  foothills  on  the  extreme 
edge  of  Big  Valley.  The  waters  of  these  springs  is  charged  with  different  minerals  to  an  extraordinary 
degree.  They  contain  sulphur,  magnesia  and  iron.  The  location  is  very  picturesque ;  on  the  one 
side  the  road  leads  out  of  the  valley  by  easy  slopes,  while  on  the  other  there  are  mountains,  some  of  which 
are  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  level.  Among  the  surrounding  hills  prospectors  have  lately  been  searching  for 
cinnibar  deposits.  Some  indications  have  been  found,  which,  it  is  said,  promise  very  lucrative  results  ;  up 
to  the  present,  however,  no  mine  has  been  developed. 

The  surroundings  here,  as  in  the  localities  already  described,  are  very  romantic,  offering  abundant 
amusement  for  the  angler  and  hunter,  as  well  as  attractions  for  the  artist.  In  a  few  years  hence,  when  the 
iron  horse  will  have  entered  this  locality,  this  country  will  be  thickly  populated  and  visited  by  multitudes 
of  people  in  search  of  amusement  and  recreation. 

"We  now  proceed  in  a  northerly  direction  over  an  easy  road  and  reach  Lakeport,  the  County  seat  of 
Lake  County,  in  the  afternoon — distance  seven  miles  from  Highland  Springs.  Lakeport  is  situated  in  the 
north-eastern  part  of  Big  Valley,  on  the  western  shore  of  Clear  Lake,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sheets  of 
water  in  the  world,  of  which  more  will  be  said.  Lakeport  is  about  10  miles  distant  from  the  northern 
limits  of  the  County,  100  miles  north  of  San  Francisco,  30  miles  from  Ukiah,  in  Mendocino  County,  30 
miles  from  Cloverdale,  in  Sonoma  County,  and  48  miles  from  Calistoga.  It  has  a  population  of  350 — 187  males 
and  163  females.  The  town  is  well  built,  contains  a  number  of  business  houses,  such  as  general  merchan- 
dise stores,  one  bank,  one  hotel,  one  restaurant,  two  blacksmith-shops,  a  gun-shop,  barber-shop,  tin-shop, 
etc.  etc.,  in  fact,  all  branches  of  business  and  trade  are  creditably  represented.  There  are  churches,  schools, 
and  a  number  of  benevolent  societies.     Among  the  private  residences  we  noticed  two  very  beautiful  ones 
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facing  Main  Street.  The  town  has  at  present  but  one  hotel.  There  is  a  new  one  in  course  of  construction 
which  will  be  more  adapted  to  the  wants  of  increasing  travel.  "We  are  told  that  it  will  be  opened  during 
the  present  Summer. 

Big  Valley  is  the  largest  valley  of  Lake  County,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  thirty-five  square  miles. 
The  soil  is  composed  of  rich  bottom  land  and  produces  all  kinds  of  cereals  and  hay.  Timber  exists  in  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  Valley,  it  is  pretty  thickly  settled  and  its  inhabitants  appear  to  be  prosperous.  There 
are  several  schools  for  the  benefit  of  the  population  living  at  a  distance    from  Kelseyville  and  Lakeport. 

Clear  Lake,  so  called  from  the  extraordinary  clearness  of  its  waters,  lies  at  an  elevation  of  1,500  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  Pacific.  It  is  about  25  miles  long,  and  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  romantic 
lakes  we  have  ever  beheld.  From  the  northern  shore,  for  a  distance  of  nearly  17  miles,  its  average  width 
is  about  eight  miles.  At  this  point  Uncle  Sam  Mountain  (2,500  feet  high)  projects  into  and  rises  almost 
perpendicularly  from  the  lake,  reducing  its  width  to  about  two  miles  ;  below  this  it  again  expands  into  an 
irregular  shape.  The  first  portion  described  is  called  "  Upper  Lake,"  the  narrow  portion,  "  The  Narrows," 
and  the  last-described  "  Lower  Lake."  The  water  varies  in  depth  from  20  to  115  feet,  is  as  clear  as  crys- 
tal and  of  remarkable  purity.  The  lake  is  entirely  surrounded  by  mountains,  except  at  its  outlet,  "  Cache 
Creek,"  a  wide  stream,  which  flows  in  an  easterly  direction  and  empties  into  the  Sacramento  Eiver.  In 
the  narrows,  above  alluded  to,  are  several  islands,  which  are,  at  some  seasons  of  the  year,  inhabited 
by  Indians,  who  live  from  hunting  and  fishing.  They  are  friendly  to  the  whites,  very  good  natured,  and 
love  their  wives  more  than  the  majority  of  "  pale  faces  "  do,  as  the  following  narrative,  the  truth  of  which 
is  vouched  for  by  reliable  residents,  will  prove  :  Early  this  Spring,  a-party  of  Indians,  consisting  of  seven 
persons,  six  men  and  one  woman,  were  out  in  a  lightcanoe.  A  squall  suddenly  came  up  and  upset  the  frail 
bark,  precipiting  the  whole  company  into  the  lake.  The  men,  being  expert  swimmers,  promptly  righted 
the  canoe  and  placed  the  woman  in  it,  they  holding  on  to  the  sides  to  keep  it  steady.  They  knew  that  if 
they  all  returned  into  the  boat  the  life  of  the  woman  would  be  again  in  danger,  so  they  decided  to  remain 
in  the  water  and  be  rescued  by  a  boat  or  swim  to  the  shore.  The  lake  was  very  rough,  the  water  ex- 
ceedingly cold.  No  help  came  from  the  shore,  and  they  were  left  to  their  fate.  One  after  another  became 
chilled,  and  one  after  another  relinquished  his  hold  upon  the  boat  and  passed  to  the  "  Happy  Hunting 
Grounds,"  but  not  one  of  them  attempted  to  save  himself  at  the  peril  of  his  female  companion.  The 
canoe,  with  its  only  occupant,  the  woman,  was  driven  ashore  by  the  wind,  and  she  alone  was  left  to  relate 
the  sad  tale.     If  this  is  not  heroism,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  where  can  it  be  found  ? 

Clear  Lake  abounds  with  pike,  trout  and  black  fish,  and  offers  excellent  sport  for  the  angler.  In  the 
spawning  season  the  little  creeks  running  into  the  lake  are  crowded  with  fish  to  such  an  extent  that  they  can 
be  shoveled  out  or  caught  by  the  hand,  while  thousands  swimming  near  the  banks  are  pushed  ashore  by  the 
immense  numbers  occupying  the  middle  of  the  stream.  This  phenomenon  must  be  seen  to  be  believed, 
but  we  assure  our  readers  that  we  saw  one  creek  so  full  of  fish  that  it  looked  as  if  it  had  been  packed,  and 
the  banks  were  lined  with  hundreds  which  had  been  crowded  out  of  the  water.  We  picked  up  quite  a 
number,  which  were  still  alive,  and  returned  them  to  the  water.  This  was  lost  work,  however,  for  every 
twenty  fishes  that  we  removed,  were  immediately  replaced  by  at  least  double  the  number  pressed  out  of  the 
stream.  There  is  a  small  steamer  plying  on  the  Lake,  making  trips  from  Lakeport  to  Lower  Lake  and 
return.  We,  having  our  team,  prefer  to  make  a  circle  of  the  lake  and  obtain  views  from  the  different  sides. 
Before  leaving,  however,  we  will  go  on  a  fishing  excursion. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  proceeded  to  the  wharf  at  Lakeport  and  hired  a  row-boat  containing  spears, 
fish-rods,  lines  and  bait.  We  were  soon  a  mile  off  shore,  and  concluded  to  partake  of  a  light  breakfast 
with  which  we  were  provided.  Our  little  skiff  floated  quietly  upon  the  placid  bosom  of  the  lake.  The 
sun  had  just  risen  and  the  reflection  of  his  rays  in  the  water  was  not  disturbed  by  a  single  ripple.  The 
scenery  on  all  sides  was  beautiful,  the  surrounding  mountains  towering  high  above  the  level  of  the  lake, 
guarding  it,  as  it  were,  from  the  view  of  the  outside  world.  To  the  north  we  see  Mount  Eipley,  to  the 
east  the  Bear  Mountains,  and  toward  the  narrows  "  Uncle  Sam  "  stands  like  a  sentinel.  After  admiring 
the  beauties  of  nature  for  some  time  and  appeasing  our  appetite,  we  cast  our  lines  into  the  lake  and  soon 
began  to  take  fish  in  large  numbers.  Pike,  trout,  suckers  and  blackfish  were  caught  in  rapid  succession, 
and  in  about  four  hours  the  bottom  of  the  boat  was  covered  with  numerous  representatives  of  the  finny  tribe. 

We  now  thought  of  returning  to  port,  and  while  hauling  around  we  saw,  about  a  mile  from  us,  a  boat 
containing  two  men  moving  in  our  direction.  We  at  first  paid  no  special  attention  to  the  boat,  thinking 
that  it  contained  a  couple  of  tourists,  out  on  a  fishing  excursion  like  ourselves.  This  was  the  case,  but  in- 
stead of  fishing,  these  gentlemen  appeared  to  be  drinking  to  each  other's  health,  for  they  were  both  standing 
in  the  boat,  and,  what  we  had  not  discerned  before,  a  man,  seated  in  the  middle,  was  rowing.  As  they 
came  nearer  to  us  we  could  plainly  see  their  figures.  The  one  was  tall,  well  built,  of  light  complexion, 
with  light  hair,  an  excuse  for  a  moustache  and  an  "  imperial."  He  was  very  fleshy,  and,  in  our  opinion, 
must  weigh  250  pounds.  The  other,  of  nearly  the  same  build,  was  of  dark  complexion,  but  heavier  than  the 
former,  by  at  least  30  pounds.     Neither  appeared  to  be  above   thirty,  and   both  were  what  is  commonly 
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Name.

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A  GENEBAL  DESCRIPTION  OP 


LAKE   COUNTY 


Incidents  of  Travel,  Adventures,  Etc. 


Lake  County,  so  called  from  its  numerous  lakes,  is  bounded  as  follows  :  On  the  north  by  Mendocino 
and  Colusa;  on  the  south  by  Sonoma  and  Napa;  on  the  east  by  Colusa  and  Yolo,  and  on  the  west  by  Mendo- 
cino and  Sonoma.  It  covers  an  area  of  about  1,200  square  miles,  being  20  miles  wide  and  60  miles  long, 
and  lies  between  two  ranges  of  mountains;  on  the  west  are  the  Mayacamas;  on  the  east  the  Bear  Moun- 
tains. The  first  white  settlers  were  two  cattle-raisers,  Kelsey  and  Stone,  who  arrived  there  in  1847,  and 
were  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1849,  near  the  spot  now  called  Kelseyville.  The  cause  of  the  trouble  between 
the  Indians  and  Kelsey  and  Stone  is  not  known,  as  they  were  always  on  a  friendly  footing  previous  to  the 
time  of  the  murder.  In  1851  some  United  States  troops  were  sent  to  Clear  Lake.  They  fought  the  Indians 
successfully  and  afterwards  made  a  treaty  with  them  which  yet  exists.  There  are  still  a  number  of  Indians 
in  the  County  though  friendly  toward  the  whites.  Lake  County  was  organized  in  1861  up  to  that  time 
it  formed  a  portion  of  Napa  County  and  in  1868  contained  a  population  of  about  4,000,  including  children. 
To-day  the  resident  population  numbers  7,180 — 3,791  males  and  3,389  females.  The  assessed  value  of  tax- 
ble  property  in  1873  amounted  to  $1, 670, 723. 

The  important  sources  of  wealth  of  the  County  are  stock-raising,  farming  and  mining.  The  principal 
minerals  are  quicksilver,  sulphur  and  borax,  of  which  more  will  be  said  hereafter.  Viniculture  and  fruit 
growing  are  as  yet  unimportant,  but  are  expected  to  become  extensive  when  the  means  of  communication 
with  the  large  commercial  centers  will  be  more  rapid  and  less  expensive.  There  are  some  large  dairies  in 
the  district  which  produce  great  quantities  of  butter  and  cheese. 

Mineral  springs  are  very  numerous  and  of  different  curative  properties;  we  shall  have  occasion  to 
allude  to  them  separately.  The  principal  towns  of  Lake  County  are  Lakeport,  Kelseyville,  Lower  Lake, 
Middletown  and  Upper  Lake.  Their  full  description  will  be  given  in  these  pages.  The  climate  is  in  all 
respects  similar  to  that  of  Napa  County;  the  heat  during  summer  is  never  oppressive,  even  at  mid-day,  and 
the  mornings  and  evenings  are  always  cool.  Snow  falls  very  seldom  in  the  valleys,  but  the  mountains  are 
frequently  white-capped,  though  not  for  any  long  period.  We  will  now  make  a  tour  of  Lake  County  as 
we  did  of  Napa,  and  carry  our  reader  to  every  point  of  interest:  Leaving  San  Francisco  by  steamer  to 
Vallejo  at  7  a.  m.,  we  reach  Calistoga  at  about  noon.  It  is  unnecessary  to  describe  this  portion  of  our 
journey,  as  we  already  did  so  when  passing  through  Napa  County  on  our  first  trip.  At  Calistoga  we  must 
remain  over  night  if  we  wish  to  take  the  daily  stage  which  leaves  at  7  a.  m.,  but  prefering  a  private  con- 
veyance, as  it  affords  us  the  privilege  of  stopping  when  we  please,  a  buggy  and  a  pair  of  good  horses  will  be 
engaged.  "We  will,  first  of  all,  take  dinner,  then  provide  ourselves  with  the  usual  little  delicacies,  and 
start  at  half  past  1  P.  m. 

The  first  portion  of  the  road  lies  in  a  north-easterly  direction  toward  Mount  St.  Helena,  which  we  cross, 
keeping  the  road,  however,  and  not  going  off  to  the  side,  as  we  did  on  a  previous  occasion.  After  a  drive  of 
about  two  hours  we  reach  the  shoulder  of  the  mountain ,  and  now  begins  our  descent  into  the  valley  below — 
to  us  as  yet  unknown.  On  our  previous  excursion,  the  reader  will  recollect,  we  only  ascended  Mount  St. 
Helena,  but  did  not  continue  into  Lake  County  ;  this  time  we  shall  make  a  round  trip,  returning  by  this 
road  to  Calistoga. 

The  scenery  here  is  very  picturesque,  the  road  good,  the  air  very  pure,  and  we  can  keep  up  a  rapid  gait 
without  fatiguing  our  horses,  as  the  heat  is  not  oppressive.  The  first  settlement  we  come  to  is  the  camp  of  the 
"  Great  Western  Quicksilver  Mining  Company,"  having   a  population  of  about  320,  including  300  China- 
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men.  "We  stopped  here  to  water  our  horses  and  inspect  the  mine,  a  more  complete  description  of  which  will 
be  given  on  our  return.  The  road  from  here  continues  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  we  reach  Middletown 
at  5  p.m.;  distance  15  miles  from  Calistoga  and  35  miles  from  Lakeport,  the  county  seat  of  Lake  County. 
Middletown  is  a  thriving  town,  principally  supported  by  the  mining  camps  in  the  vicinity.  The  population 
numbers  207,  128  males  and  79  females.  It  is  pleasantly  situated  in  Loconoma  Valley,  of  which  more  will 
be  said.  The  business  portion  of  the  town  consists  of  three  stores,  three  blacksmith  shops,  several  salpons 
and  one  hotel.  The  latter  is  principally  patronized  by  the  travelers  to  and  from  the  Springs.  The  absence  of 
lawyers  and  doctors  speaks  volumes  for  the  good  health  and  equanimity  of  temper  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
locality. 

Loconoma  Valley  covers  an  area  of  about  10,000  acres  of  timber  and  farming  land.  The  principal 
products  are  wheat  and  hay.  The  wooded  portion  of  the  valley  covers  about  3,000  acres,  and  furnishes 
oak,  pine  and  laurel.  There  is  also  considerable  sheep-raising  in  this  locality,  and,  we  are  informed,  with 
lucrative  results. 

"We  now  continue  on  the  road  in  a  north-westerly  direction  and  reach  Harbin  Springs  at  9  p.  m.  ;  dis- 
tance 4  miles  from  Middletown,  16  miles  from  Calistoga,  and  32  miles  from  Lakeport. 

Being  a  little  fatigued,  we  will  here  pass  the  night  and  describe  this  beautiful  locality  at  our  leisure  in 
the  morning.  Harbin  Springs-  were  known  to  the  Indians  long  before  the  settlement  of  the  country  by  the 
Americans,  and  were  taken  possession  of  by  Messrs.  Richie  and  Harbin  in  1852.  Since  then  the  property 
has  changed  hands  several  times  and  is  now  owned  by  Richard  Williams,  who  made  all  the  improvements 
on  the  premises. 

To  give  our  readers  an  idea  of  how  cheap  valuable  property  is  sometimes  disposed  of  when  its  real 
worth  is  unknown,  we  will  state  that  in  1866  this  property  was  sold  for  $3,000;  an  offer  of  $100,000  to-day 
would  be  rejected. 

The  water  of  these  springs  holds  in  solution,  sulphur,  iron,  magnesia,  and  arsenic  ;  has  a  temperature 
of  from  120  degs.  to  150  degs.  Fahrenheit,  and  is  highly  recommended  for  the  cure  of  rheumatism  and  dis- 
eases of  the  liver  and  kidneys. 

The  water  is  similar  to  that  of  the  famous  spring  in  the  south  of  France  called  La  Malou,  where  some 
of  the  most  remarkable  cures  have  been  effected,  especially  in  cases  of  disease  of  the  spine. 

The  hotel  is  large  and  there  are  thirteen  modern  cottages  surrounding  it  for  the  use  of  families  who  may 
prefer  them  ;  in  all  about  175  persons  can  be  accomodated. 

The  grounds  are  well  laid  out  in  wide  walks  and  flower  beds  with  a  sufficient  number  of  shade  trees 
judiciously  distributed.  For  the  persons  who  come  with  their  conveyances  and  desire  to  camp  in  their  own 
tents,  a  fine  plat  of  ground  has  been  provided  and  is  kept  for  this  purpose.  The  bathing  facilities  are  very 
complete  and  convenient,  there  being  also  a  very  spacious  plunge  bath.  The  establishment  is  kept  in  per- 
fect order. 

The  rooms  of  the  hotel  and  cottages  are  spacious  and  well  furnished,  the  dining  room  is  very  large  and 
well  ventilated,  and  the  wine  room,  which  contains  a  billiard  table,  is  all  that  can  be  desired  and  fully  sus- 
tains the  other  appointments  of  the  premises. 

The  principal  newspapers  are  received,  and  the  mail  from  Calistoga  arrives  daily.  This  is  a  great  con- 
venience for  tourists.  Everything  is  done  to  make  visitors  feel  at  home';  the  fare  is  excellent,  the  servants 
are  polite  and  accommodating,  and  the  visitor  immediately  .feels  that  he  has  found  a  first-class  watering 
place,  under  the  management  of  a  gentleman  who  thoroughly  understands  the  wants  of  the  traveling  public. 
Attached  to  the  establishment  is  a  very  complete  stable,  where  horses  receive  excellent  care  ;  the  hostlers  are 
competent  and  polite.  Harbin  Springs  are  situated  in  a  nook,  1,700  feet  above  the  sea  level,  almost  entirely 
surrounded  by  mountains,  some  of  which  are  1,000  feet  high.  The  view  from  the  hotel  is  not  of  a  very  wide 
range,  but  from  the  top  of  one  of  the  neighboring  hills  it  is  grand  and  picturesque.  There  are  about  150 
visitors  here  at  present,  some  in  search  of  pleasure,  others  for  sanitary  reasons  ;  all  seem  to  enjoy  themselves. 
"We  will  now  leave  Harbin,  the  Saratoga  of  the  Pacific,  and  return  to  Middletown,  whence  we  will  make  an 
excursion  in  another  direction.  "We  spent  the  day  in  the  midst  of  very  agreeable  society,  and  are  highly 
pleased  with  our  visit.  A  very  brilliant  future  awaits  Lake  County  in  general,  and  Harbin  Springs  in  par- 
ticular. "When  once  the  beautiful  climate  and  sublime  scenery,  and  the  excellence  of  the  waters  become 
known  in  the  Eastern  States  and  Europe,  tourists  will  flock  hither  in  large  numbers. 

"We  leave  Middletown  at  5  a.  m.,  taking  the  road  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  and  reach  Cobb  Valley 
at  7  A.  M.,  distance  12  miles.  Cobb  Valley  lies  at  an  elevation  of  2,500  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and 
is  one  of  the  most  prominent  pleasure  resorts  of  the  Pacific  Slope. 

For  those  seeking  pleasure  or  desiring  to  withdraw  for  a  time  from  the  noise  of  the  city  and  the  care 
of  business,  no  place  offers  greater  advantages.  It  is  easy  of  access  by  good  roads  of  light  grade,  and  the 
scenery,  ever  changing  in  its  nature,  makes  the  trip  interesting.  The  hotel  and  the  cottages  near  it  are 
owned  by  Messrs.  Broadwell  and  Basset.  The  accommodations  for  visitors  are  perfect  in  every  respect, 
everything  being  arranged  with  a  view  to  comfort.     The  site  upon  which  the  establishment  stands  was 
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chosen  with  judgment  and  taste.  On  the  north,  a  rugged  mountain  range  frowns  down  upon  the  buildings, 
while  on  the  south,  Mount  Cobb  towers  to  the  height  of  from  4,000  to  5,000  feet.  Close  to  the  hotel,  through  a 
rocky  gorge,  rushes  a  beautiful  stream,  furnishing  an  abundance  of  clear,  cool,  sparkling  water,  which  is 
distributed  through  pipes  to  all  the  buildings,  for  bathing  purposes,  and  in  the  grounds  supplying  constantly 
playing  fountains.  To  the  followers  of  Isaac  "Walton,  this  stream  offers  rare  inducements,  trout  of  good 
size  and  excellent  flavor  being  quite  plenty.  Hunters,  also,  can  find  an  abundance  of  all  kinds  of  game 
within  easy  distance  from  the  hotel.  The  stables  attached  to  the  house  are  commodious  and  convenient, 
well  managed  and  under  the  supervision  of  able  men,  who  not  only  understand  their  duties  toward  the  horse, 
but  have  sufficient  time  to  spare  to  be  polite  to  visitors.  In  this  connection  we  would  state  that  the  propri- 
etors of  the  hotel  also  own  a  six-horse  stage  coach  which  makes  tri-weekly  trips  to  Calistoga.  After  having 
partaken  of  an  excellent  repast  we  will  take  our  departure  to  continue  our  journey  toward  Kelseyville. 
Leaving  Cobb  Valley  at  3  p.  m.,  we  follow  a  northerly  direction  over  a  splendid  road,  and  reach  Kelsey- 
ville at  5  a.  m. — distance  about  13  miles.  Kelseyville  is  the  oldest  town  of  Lake  County  and  is 
the  second  in  importance.  It  has  a  population  of  226 — 122  males  and  104  females.  There  is  a 
graded  public  school,  two  churches — Methodist  and  Catholic — and  lodges  of  different  benevolent  associations. 
The  business  portion  of  the  locality  is  represented  by  two  general  stores,  one  drug  store,  one  blacksmith, 
one  wagon-maker  and  a  general  repairing  shop  and  planing  mill.  The  medical  profession  has  one  rep- 
resesentative.  The  hotel,  called  the  "  Uncle  Sam,"  is  a  very  good  house  and  offers  excellent  accommoda- 
tions. The  town  is  chiefly  supported  by  the  farmers  living  in  Big  Valley,  of  which  Kelseyville  is  the 
center. 

After  supper  onr  landlord  proposed  a  walk  ;  the  evening  being  very  pleasant  we  readily  accepted.  On 
leaving  the  hotel,  we  noticed  that  our  host  provided  himself  with  matches.  We  thought  that  he  was 
about  to  exhibit  some  curiosity  hidden  in  the  recesses  of  the  spacious  barn,  so  we  made  no  inquiry.  This 
was  not  the  case,  however,  for  on  proceeding  only  a  few  rods  from  the  hotel,  in  an  open  field,  we  approached 
something  protruding  from  the  ground,  which,  upon  examination,  proved  to  be  a  piece  of  iron  pip  \  It  being 
dark  we  could  not  see  the  exact  nature  of  the  soil,  but  it  appeared  to  be  very  elastic  to  the  step,  similar  to  walk- 
ing upon  a  spring  mattress.  Our  landlord  now  began  to  tell  us  about  "  Moses  and  the  burning  bush,"  of 
which  we  had  some  faint  recollection  ourselves,  but  could  not  understand  the  relation  between  the  bush  of 
the  Bible  and  the  pipe  of  Kelseyville.  Presently  our  guide  struck  a  match  and  applied  it  to  the  mouth  of 
the  pipe.  The  gas  issuing  therefrom  ignited,  and  here  we  were,  in  the  middle  of  a  barren  field,  looking  at  each 
other  by  gaslight.  At  first  we  were  inclined  to  run,  for  we  thought  that  something  supernatural  was  about 
to  occur,  or  that  the  interior  fires  of  the  earth  would  burst  upon  us,  but  on  second  thought  we  decided  to  in- 
vestigate this  strange  phenomenon.  "We  were  informed  that  the  earth  in  this  neighborhood  is  impregnated 
with  sulphureted-hydrogen  gas,  and  that  by  making  a  small  hole  almost  anywhere  and  applying  a  match 
thereto,  the  gas  is  immediately  lighted,  and  will  burn  with  a  blue  flame,  though  for  a  few  moments  only. 

"We  now  retraced  our  steps  to  the  hotel  and  retired.  At  5  a.  m.  we  are  again  ready  to  continue  our 
trip  in  another  direction.  We  follow  the  road  leading  in  a  westerly  course  toward  Caldwell  Springs, 
distance  five  miles,  and  reach  that  place  at  6£  a.  m.  The  pure  mountain  air  gave  us  a  good  appetite  and 
we  relished  our  breakfast. 

Caldwell  Springs,  now  known  as  Highland  Springs,  are  situated  among  the  foothills  on  the  extreme 
edge  of  Big  Valley.  The  waters  of  these  springs  is  charged  with  different  minerals  to  an  extraordinary 
degree.  They  contain  sulphur,  magnesia  and  iron.  The  location  is  very  picturesque ;  on  the  one 
side  the  road  leads  out  of  the  valley  by  easy  slopes,  while  on  the  other  there  are  mountains,  some  of  which 
are  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  level.  Among  the  surrounding  hills  prospectors  have  lately  been  searching  for 
cinnibar  deposits.  Some  indications  have  been  found,  which,  it  is  said,  promise  very  lucrative  results  ;  up 
to  the  present,  however,  no  mine  has  been  developed. 

The  surroundings  here,  as  in  the  localities  already  described,  are  very  romantic,  offering  abundant 
amusement  for  the  angler  and  hunter,  as  well  as  attractions  for  the  artist.  In  a  few  years  hence,  when  the 
iron  horse  will  have  entered  this  locality,  this  country  will  be  thickly  populated  and  visited  by  multitudes 
of  people  in  search  of  amusement  and  recreation. 

We  now  proceed,  in  a  northerly  direction  over  an  easy  road  and  reach  Lakeport,  the  County  seat  of 
Lake  County,  in  the  afternoon — distance  seven  miles  from  Highland  Springs.  Lakeport  is  situated  in  the 
north-eastern  part  of  Big  Valley,  on  the  western  shore  of  Clear  Lake,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sheets  of 
water  in  the  world,  of  which  more  will  be  said.  Lakeport  is  about  10  miles  distant  from  the  northern 
limits  of  the  County,  100  miles  north  of  San  Francisco,  30  miles  from  Ukiah,  in  Mendocino  County,  30 
miles  from  Cloverdale,  in  Sonoma  County,  and  48  miles  from  Calistoga.  It  has  a  population  of  350 — 187  males 
and  163  females.  The  town  is  well  built,  contains  a  number  of  business  houses,  such  as  general  merchan- 
dise stores,  one  bank,  one  hotel,  one  restaurant,  two  blacksmith-shops,  a  gun-shop,  barber-shop,  tin-shop, 
etc.  etc.,  in  fact,  all  branches  of  business  and  trade  are  creditably  represented.  There  are  churches,  schools, 
and  a  number  of  benevolent  societies.     Among  the  private  residences  we  noticed  two  very  beautiful  ones 
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facing  Main  Street.  The  town  has  at  present  but  one  hotel.  There  is  a  new  one  in  course  of  construction 
which  will  be  more  adapted  to  the  wants  of  increasing  travel.  "We  are  told  that  it  will  be  opened  during 
the  present  Summer. 

Big  Valley  is  the  largest  valley  of  Lake  County,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  thirty-five  square  miles. 
The  soil  is  composed  of  rich  bottom  land  and  produces  all  kinds  of  cereals  and  hay.  Timber  exists  in  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  Valley,  it  is  pretty  thickly  settled  and  its  inhabitants  appear  to  be  prosperous.  There 
are  several  schools  for  the  benefit  of  the  population  living  at  a  distance    from  Kelseyville  and  Lakeport. 

Clear  Lake,  so  called  from  the  extraordinary  clearness  of  its  waters,  lies  at  an  elevation  of  1,500  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  Pacific.  It  is  about  25  miles  long,  and  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  romantic 
lakes  we  have  ever  beheld.  From  the  northern  shore,  for  a  distance  of  nearly  17  miles,  its  average  width 
is  about  eight  miles.  At  this  point  Uncle  Sam  Mountain  (2,500  feet  high)  projects  into  and  rises  almost 
perpendicularly  from  the  lake,  reducing  its  width  to  about  two  miles  ;  below  this  it  again  expands  into  an 
irregular  shape.  The  first  portion  described  iscalled  "  Upper  Lake,"  the  narrow  portion,  "  The  Narrows," 
and  the  last-described  "  Lower  Lake."  The  water  varies  in  depth  from  20  to  115  feet,  is  as  clear  as  crys- 
tal and  of  remarkable  purity.  The  lake  is  entirely  surrounded  by  mountains,  except  at  its  outlet,  "  Cache 
Creek,"  a  wide  stream,  which  flows  in  an  easterly  direction  and  empties  into  the  Sacramento  River.  In 
the  narrows,  above  alluded  to,  are  several  islands,  which  are,  at  some  seasons  of  the  year,  inhabited 
by  Indians,  who  live  from  hunting  and  fishing.  They  are  friendly  to  the  whites,  very  good  natured,  and 
love  their  wives  more  than  the  majority  of  "  pale  faces  "  do,  as  the  following  narrative,  the  truth  of  which 
is  vouched  for  by  reliable  residents,  will  prove  :  Early  this  Spring,  a-party  of  Indians,  consisting  of  seven 
persons,  six  men  and  one  woman,  were  out  in  a  lightcanoe.  A  squall  suddenly  came  up  and  upset  the  frail 
bark,  precipiting  the  whole  company  into  the  lake.  The  men,  being  expert  swimmers,  promptly  righted 
the  canoe  and  placed  the  woman  in  it,  they  holding  on  to  the  sides  to  keep  it  steady.  They  knew  that  if 
they  all  returned  into  the  boat  the  life  of  the  woman  would  be  again  in  danger,  so  they  decided  to  remain 
in  the  water  and  be  rescued  by  a  boat  or  swim  to  the  shore.  The  lake  was  very  rough,  the  water  ex- 
ceedingly cold.  No  help  came  from  the  shore,  and  they  were  left  to  their  fate.  One  after  another  became 
chilled,  and  one  after  another  relinquished  his  hold  upon  the  boat  and  passed  to  the  il  Happy  Hunting 
Grounds,"  but  not  one  of  them  attempted  to  save  himself  at  the  peril  of  his  female  companion.  The 
canoe,  with  its  only  occupant,  the  woman,  was  driven  ashore  by  the  wind,  and  she  alone  was  left  to  relate 
the  sad  tale.     If  this  is  not  heroism,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  where  can  it  be  found  ? 

Clear  Lake  abounds  with  pike,  trout  and  black  fish,  and  offers  excellent  sport  for  the  angler.  In  the 
spawning  season  the  little  creeks  running  into  the  lake  are  crowded  with  fish  to  such  an  extent  that  they  can 
be  shoveled  out  or  caught  by  the  hand,  while  thousands  swimming  near  the  banks  are  pushed  ashore  by  the 
immense  numbers  occupying  the  middle  of  the  stream.  This  phenomenon  must  be  seen  to  be  believed, 
but  we  assure  our  readers  that  we  saw  one  creek  so  full  of  fish  that  it  looked  as  if  it  had  been  packed,  and 
the  banks  were  lined  with  hundreds  which  had  been  crowded  out  of  the  water.  "We  picked  up  quite  a 
number,  which  were  still  alive,  and  returned  them  to  the  water.  This  was  lost  work,  however,  for  every 
twenty  fishes  that  we  removed,  were  immediately  replaced  by  at  least  double  the  number  pressed  out  of  the 
stream.  There  is  a  small  steamer  plying  on  the  Lake,  making  trips  from  Lakeport  to  Lower  Lake  and 
return.  We,  having  our  team,  prefer  to  make  a  circle  of  the  lake  and  obtain  views  from  the  different  sides. 
Before  leaving,  however,  we  will  go  on  a  fishing  excursion. 

Early  in  the  morning  we  proceeded  to  the  wharf  at  Lakeport  and  hired  a  row-boat  containing  spears, 
fish-rods,  lines  and  bait.  We  were  soon  a  mile  off  shore,  and  concluded  to  partake  of  a  light  breakfast 
with  which  we  were  provided.  Our  little  skiff  floated  quietly  upon  the  placid  bosom  of  the  lake.  The 
sun  had  just  risen  and  the  reflection  of  his  rays  in  the  water  was  not  disturbed  by  a  single  ripple.  The 
scenery  on  all  sides  was  beautiful,  the  surrounding  mountains  towering  high  above  the  level  of  the  lake, 
guarding  it,  as  it  were,  from  the  view  of  the  outside  world.  To  the  north  we  see  Mount  Ripley,  to  the 
east  the  Bear  Mountains,  and  toward  the  narrows  "Uncle  Sam"  stands  like  a  sentinel.  After  admiring 
the  beauties  of  nature  for  some  time  and  appeasing  our  appetite,  we  cast  our  lines  into  the  lake  and  soon 
began  to  take  fish  in  large  numbers.  Pike,  trout,  suckers  and  blackfish  were  caught  in  rapid  succession, 
and  in  about  four  hours  the  bottom  of  the  boat  was  covered  with  numerous  representatives  of  the  finny  tribe. 

We  now  thought  of  returning  to  port,  and  while  hauling  around  we  saw,  about  a  mile  from  us,  a  boat 
containing  two  men  moving  in  our  direction.  We  at  first  paid  no  special  attention  to  the  boat,  thinking 
that  it  contained  a  couple  of  tourists,  out  on  a  fishing  excursion  like  ourselves.  This  was  the  case,  but  in- 
stead of  fishing,  these  gentlemen  appeared  to  be  drinking  to  each  other's  health,  for  they  were  both  standing 
in  the  boat,  and,  what  we  had  not  discerned  before,  a  man,  seated  in  the  middle,  was  rowing.  As  they 
came  nearer  to  us  we  could  plainly  see  their  figures.  The  one  was  tall,  well  built,  of  light  complexion, 
with  light  hair,  an  excuse  for  a  moustache  and  an  u  imperial."  He  was  very  fleshy,  and,  in  our  opinion, 
must  weigh  250  pounds.  The  other,  of  nearly  the  same  build,  was  of  dark  complexion,  but  heavier  than  the 
former,  by  at  least  30  pounds.     Neither  appeared  to   be  above  thirty,  and   both  were  what  is  commonly 
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called  good  looking.  As  their  boat  came  close  to  ours,  we  exchanged  the  usual  salutations  of  strangers  in 
a  strange  land,  conversed  a  while  about  the  beauty  of  the  surroundings,  and  we  accepted  their  polite  invita- 
tion to  take  a  glass  of  wine,  with  which  they  were  well  supplied.  One  of  the  gentlemen  was  a  German  ;  his 
accent  in  pronouncing  the  English  betrayed  him.  The  other  was  a  son  of  the  Empire  State.  We  found 
them  very  agreeable  company,  and,  being  desirous  of  cultivating  their  acquaintance,  proposed  to  approach 
the  shore,  beach  our  boats  and  pass  the  day  together.  They  promptly  accepted  ;  both  boats  were  headed 
toward  the  land,  and  in  a  half  hour  we  found  ourselves  cosily  ensconced  in  one  of  the  numerous  shady  nooks 
which  abound  in  this  locality. 

In  the  distance,  near  the  shore  of  the  lake,  was  a  small  house.  Thither  we  sent  the  man  who  had  charge 
of  the  other  boat,  to  borrow,  if  possible,  the  necessary  utensils  for  preparing  a  meal.  He  succeeded  remarkably 
well,  for  in  a  short  time  he  returned  laden  down,  not  only  with  dishes  and  pans,  but  with  a  full  supply  of 
everything  that  might  be  wanted  ;  bread,  butter,  ham,  and  a  multitude  of  other  eatables,  not  even  forget- 
ting the  usually  required  condiments,  pepper  and  salt.  The  boatman,  whom  we  had  remunerated  for  his 
trouble,  now  took  charge  of  the  culinary  department,  made  a  fire,  placed  pans  and  kettles  in  position,  and  in 
less  than  fifty  minutes  a  very  complete  meal  was  prepared. 

It  is  almost  superfluous  to  add  that  justice  was  done  to  both  the  solid  and  liquid  portions  of  our  repast; 
wine  flowed  freely  and  we  felt  happy. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  a  very  agreeable  manner.  Singing  was  indulged  in  and  our  German  friend 
sang  "  The  Watch  on  the  Rhine,"  all  joining  in  the  chorus.  The  locality  we  had  chosen  for  our  impro- 
vised picnic  was  romantic  beyond  description.  On  the  one  side  a  turbulent  stream,  emptying  into  the  lake, 
on  the  other  a  high  mountain,  rising  thousands  of  feet  above  our  heads  ;  behind  us  a  dense  forest,  yet  un- 
touched by  the  axe  of  the  settler,  and  in  front  the  broad  expanse  of  the  lake. 

We  were  entirely  locked  out  from  the  civilized  portion  of  the  world,  and  for  the  time  being  forgot  all 
our  cares. 

Time  flew  rapidly,  and  before  we  were  aware  of  it  the  sun  had  set,  and  the  greyish  mist  which  is 
peculiar  to  semi-tropical  climes,  previous  to  sunrise  and  just  after  sunset,  made  its  appearance.  One  after 
another  the  stars  became  visible  in  the  firmament,  a  light  breeze  stole  gently  over  the  lake,  slightly  agitating 
its  surface;  the  moon  appeared  over  the  top  of  the  mountains,  throwing  her  silvery  rays  upon  the  waters, 
which  reflected  a  thousand  times  in  the  undulating  surface  of  the  now  rippled  bosom  of  this  magic  mirror. 
It  was  time  to  depart,  and  as  we  had  agreed  to  pass  the  remainder  of  the  evening  together  in  Lakeport,  we 
launched  our  boats  and  proceeded  homeward.  When  about  one-half  of  the  journey  had  been  accomplished, 
the  boats  being  close  together,  our  German  friend  proposed  the  toast  "  our  friendship.''  We  could  not 
refuse,  and  brought  our  boat  along-side  of  the  other.  The  toast  duly  honored,  the  boats  separated.  Our  friend, 
leaning  over  the  side  too  far,  lost  his  balance — a  splash — his  companion  tried  to  catch  him  by  the  arm — 
another  splash,  and  both  were  in  the  water,  swimming  vigorously  for  life.  We  immediately  exerted  our- 
selves to  rescue  them,  and  after  considerable  work  finally  succeeded  in  saving  and  helping  them  into  the 
boat.  It  was  work,  hard  work,  to  draw  280  pounds  from  the  water.  When  everybody  was  safe  we  pro- 
ceeded on  our  way  and  reached  the  hotel  in  Lakeport  about  10  p.  m.  Our  friends,  who  were  not  any  worse 
for  their  involuntary  bath,  invited  us  to  their  room  and  as  we  had  first  responded  to  "our  friendship," 
they  now  drank  to  "  our  rescue." 

The  occurrence  on  the  lake  naturally  led  to  a  closer  acquaintance,[and,  as  is  usual  in  cases  of  sudden 
emotion,  our  friends  desired  to  give  us  a  sketch  of  their  lives  and  the  reason  why  they  came  to  California. 
The  German  spoke  as  follows  :  M  I  was  born  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine,  of  wealthy  parents,  and  passed  the 
years  of  my  childhood  in  the  country,  distant  from  the  turmoil  and  bustle  of  city  life.  At  the  age  of  eight 
I  was  sent  to  the  neighboring  village  school,  and  pursued  my  studies  until  my  fifteenth  year,  when,  accord- 
ing to  custom,  I  was  transferred  to  the  college,  where  I  remained  till  I  attained  my  eighteenth  birthday. 
My  father  wished  me  to  study  law  ;  I  preferred  medicine,  and  for  this  purpose  entered  the  University  of 
Heidelberg.  I  followed  my  studies  closely,  and  in  due  course  of  time  received  my  diploma  of  M.  D.  Dur- 
ing my  university  life  I  frequently  visited  my  parents,  generally  passing  the  winter  holidays  under  the  pa- 
ternal roof.  On  the  Christmas  day  previous  to  my  finally  leaving  the  university  I  was  at  home  as  usual, 
and  received  an  invitation  to  a  ball,  to  be  given  that  evening.  Being  fond  of  amusement  I  was  among  the 
first  in  the  ball-room  and  one  of  the  most  active  dancers. 

"  Among  the  numerous  young  ladies  at  the  soire'e,  was  one  who  particularly  attracted  my  attention — 

a  daughter  of  sunny  Spain,  Isabella ,  who  had  been  sent  to  Germany  to  finish  her  education.     She 

had  a  beautiful  form,  her  raven  hair  falling  in  long  tresses  over  a  Venus-like  bust,  and  eyes  that  penetrated  j 
to  the  deepest  recesses  of  my  soul.    She  was  amiable,  graceful,  and  intelligent.     She  came,  she  saw,  she  j 
conquered.     I  was  her  willing  slave  ;  my  feelings  were  reciprocated  and  we  were  engaged  to  be  married. 
The  consent  of  her  parents  was  solicited  and  obtained  ;  my  father  was  eager  to  contribute  to  the  happiness 
of  his  only  child  and  agreed  to  settle  upon  me  a  portion  of  his  estates.     I  returned  to  the  University,  passed 
the  examinations  with  credit  and  obtained  my  diploma.     Preparations  for  our  nuptials  were  being  made  at 
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home.  The  wedding  day  was  fixed,  but  we  were  destined  to  disappointment.  Never  were  we  to  realize  that 
perfect  bliss  beginning  at  the  hymenial  altar,  ending  at  the  grave, 

"A  war  cloud  arose  in  the  political  horizon  of  Europe.  The  cry  '  to  arms  !'  resounded  from  the  Bal- 
tic to  the  Mediterranean.  Prance  and  Germany  were  about  to  decide  at  the  point  of  the  sword  what  diplo- 
macy failed  to  adjust.  The  beautiful  fields  of  France,  the  garden  of  the  Old  World,  were  to  be  drenched 
in  blood,  her  villages  destroyed :and  her  fortresses  invested.  I  was  called  to  defend  the  honor  of  my  coun- 
try, to  fight  for  German  unity.  I  took  leave  of  my  father,  my  mother,,  and  of  her  whom  in-  a  few  weeks 
more  I  should  have  called  my  wife.  You  know  of  the  horrible  battles  that  were  fought.  I  passed  un- 
scathed through  all  until  we  reached  the  vicinity  of  Sedan. 

"  On  the  memorable  day  of  the  battle  of  Sedan  I  was  severely  wounded  andUeft  for  dead  upon  the  field. 
By  mere  accident  I  was  found  and  taken  to  a  house  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  but  my  name  had  been, 
added  to  the  list  of  those  who  '  fell  in  defence  of  the  flag,7  and,  by  some  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
in  charge,  this  error  was  not  corrected. 

"For  three  long  months  I  lay  between  life  and  death,  then  gradually  improved,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
thirty  days  more  I  was  strong  enough  to  be  sent  home.  I  reached  my  native  village,  and  entered  the  door  of 
the  family  mansion.  Father  and  mother  could  hardly  trust  their  eyes.  I  had  been  reported  dead — killed 
at  the  battle  of  Sedan.  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 
I  asked  for  Isabella.  My  mother's  face  assumed  a  pitiful  look.  My  father  remained  silent.  She  was  no 
more.     The  news  of  my  death  had  been  broken  to  her  too  suddenly.     Brain  fever  carried  her  to  the  grave,' ' 

Mr. was  overcome   with  grief ;  the  tears  rolled  down  his  manly  cheeks  and  he  remarked, 

"  Gentlemen,  now  you  have  the  reason  why  I  visit  a  distant  clime.  Forget,  it  is  impossible — but  the  ever- 
changing  surroundings  of  travel  may,  in  time,  alleviate  my  suffering  and  bring  some  relief  to  my  aching, 
heart." 

Our  American  friend,  who  was,  like  ourselves,  moved  to  tears  by  the  foregoing  recital,  now  began  his 
narrative : 

"  I  was  born  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  metropolis  of  the  great  American  Union,  of  wealthy 
parents,  living  in  all  the  luxury  and  surrounded  by  the  comforts  so  easily  attainable  in  our  country,  by  the 
universally  worshipped,  omnipotent  dollar.  I  had  a  twin  brother.  We  were  the  only  children  and  were 
really  idolized  by  our  parents.  My  brother  and  myself  were  sent  to  school  at  the  age  of  seven,  and  when 
we  had  finished  the  primary  course,  were  transferred  to  an  institute  on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson.  As  mere 
boys,  we  frequently  talked  about  what  we  should  like  to  become.  I*  wished  to  be  a  sea  Captain — my  brother 
a  General.  Meanwhile  we  diligently  pursued  our  studies,  and  at  the  age  of  18  left  the  school  and  returned 
to  New  York.  Our  father  said  that  it  was  necessary  to  put  us  to  some  occupation,  while  mother  insisted 
that  we  were  too  young  and  not  sufficiently  experienced  to  brave  the  temptations  of  this  wicked  world. 
Several  years  rolled  on.  Our  dear  father,  who  had  been  ailing  for  some  time,  died,  casting  gloom  and  grief 
into  the  family  circle.  One  year  more,  and  our  kind  mother  was  carried  to  the  grave.  We  were  left  alone — 
with  no  one  to  love  and  no  one  to  love  us,  and  the  ties  of  brotherly  affection,  which  had  always  been  strong, 
were  now  redoubled.  We  thought  of  visiting  Europe,  the  Holy  land,,  etc.,  but  decided  to  delay  our  depar- 
ture in  consequence  of  some  unsettled  affairs.  The  internal  dissensions  between  North  and  South  had  been 
brewing  for  a  long  time  and  were  about  to  burst  forth  in  all  the*  fury  of  rebellion..  Wejoined  the  army  to 
uphold  the  integrity  of  the  Union  and  stand  by  our  flag,  the  starry  banner.  By  mere  chance  we  were 
placed  in  the  same  company  and  fought  many  a  battle  side  by  side.  In  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness  a  ball 
from  the  enemy  pierced  my  brother's  breast — he  fell  almost  lifeless  at  my  feet.  All  he  could  say  wasr 
'  God  bless  you! '  Heart-sick  and  disconsolate  I  resigned  and  bore  the  body  of  my  beloved  brother  home, 
to  place  him  beneath  that  sod  which  sheltered  the  forms  of  those  who,  during  life,  were  so  dear  to  him. 
*  *  *  *-  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  shaded  by  willows,  may  be  seen  a  plain  marble  shaft — the  inscrip- 
tion, lmort  sur  le  champ  de  bataille.' 

"  Alone  in  the  wide  world,  I  have  roamed  from  place  to  place.     On  the  Overland  train  I  met  and  became 

acquainted  with  Mr. .  We  have  agreed  to  travel  together,  in  search  of  what  probably  we  shall  never 

find  on  this  side  of  the  tomb — contentment.'11 

To  eradicate,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  gloomy  impression  left  upon  our  mind's  by  these  affectin  g  recitals,, 
we  proposed  the  toast  "  California,"  which  was  very  heartily  responded  to  by  our  friends.  Time  had  flown 
more  rapidly  than  we  imagined;  the  eastern  horizon  already  showed  signs  of  approaching  day  when  we- 
took  leave  of  these  amiable  gentlemen,  who  expressed  a  desire  to  accompany  us  on  a  trip  through  Sonoma 
and  Mendocino  Counties.     For  the  present  we  bid  them  farewell  and  will  continue  our  journey. 

\  We  leave  Lakeport  at  9  a.  m.  Our  horses  having  enjoyed  a  long  rest  are  impatient  to-travel  rapidly,  and 
following  the  road  in  a  northerly  direction,  we  reach  Blue  Lakes  at  10£  a.  m. -distance  12  miles.  At  this 
point  there  are  two  hotels  for  the  accommodation  of  tourists.  There  are  two  lakes,  the  upper  and  lower, 
covering  an  area  of  about  four  square  miles.  The  water  is  of  great  depth  and  has  a  blue  color,  similar  to  the 
ocean.     They  are  surrounded  by  rugged  mountains  covered  with  pines.     On  the  western  side  there  are 
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some  beautiful  glens  with  numerous  pretty  country  residences,  almost  hidden  by  the  dense  foliage  of  the 
forest.  On  the  eastern  side  the  lakes  are  sheltered  by  high  mountains,  which  rise  abruptly  from  the  water's 
edge. 

Two  miles  easterly  from  here  are  the  celebrated  Pearson  Springs.  At  this  point  there  are  several 
cottages  for  families,  and  a  fine  large  hotel  is  in  course  of  construction,  which  will  be  finished  this  fall.  The 
locality  is  beautiful  and  the  climate  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  State.  The  waters  of  these  springs  are  highly 
recommended  for  the  cure  of  dyspepsia,  neuralgia  and  scrofulous  diseases.  The  accommodations  are  very 
good  and  the  fare  beyond  reproach. 

We  now  proceed  in  a  south-easterly  direction  and  reach  Upper  Lake  at  1  p.  M. — distance  about  8  miles. 
On  the  left  hand  of  the  road  we  noticed  Witter  Springs,  but  could  not  stop  there,  one  of  our  horses  having 
lost  a  shoe;  we  were  obliged  to  hasten  to  a  blacksmith  shop. 

While  our  horses  are  being  attended  to,  we  will  take  a  stroll  through  the  town.  Upper  Lake  is  situated 
on  the  northern  edge  of  Clear  Lake,  in  Upper  Lake  Valley,  and  has  a  population  of  176 — 102  males  and 
74  females.  The  town  is  chiefly  supported  by  the  farmers  and  stock-raisers  of  the  vicinity,  but  also  visited 
by  numerous  tourists  in  the  summer  season.  There  is  a  school,  a  church,  two  merchandise  stores,  one  drug- 
store,  two  blacksmith  shops  and  two  hotels.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the  Graham  &  McCray's  stage  line  from 
Cloverdale,  in  Sonoma  County,  who  have  a  very  good  livery  stable  in  the  town. 

Upper  Lake  Valley  covers  an  area  of  about  12  square  miles.  It  contains  a  great  deal  of  timber,  the 
land  is  very  rich  and  the  principal  products  are  wheat  and  hay;  some  barley  and  oats  are  also  raised. 

After  dinner,  we  continue  our  journey  in  a  south-easterly  course  on  the  way  to  Bartlett  Springs.  The 
road  winds  up  the  side  of  the  Bear  Mountain  range,  and  we  slowly  reach  an  altitude  of  3,500  feet  above  the 
sea  level.  The  scenery  is  wild — the  road  very  dangerous  for  inexperinced  drivers,  there  being  precipices  and 
deep  gorges  on  both  sides.  Without  accident  we  reach  Bartlett  Springs,  one  of  the  most  prominent  water- 
ing places  of  California,  jtt  7  p.  m. — distance  14  miles  from  Upper  Lake.  Here  we  are  again  at  the  source 
of  health-giving  springs.  Happily,  however,  we  require  no  mineral  water  to  give  us  an  appetite,  the  moun- 
tain air  being  sufficient  for.  that — we  always  feel(half-starved  one  hour  after  meals.  Bartlett  Springs  are  pleas- 
antly situated  in  Chiquita  (in  English,  small)  Valley. 

They  were  discovered  in  1868  by  Mr.  Bartlett,  who  still  owns  them.  The  buildings  of  the  locality 
comprise  a  general  merchandise  store,  a  butcher-shop,  a  saloon,  and  a  barber-shop.  The  hotel,  which  is  of 
good  size,  has  55  cabins  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  an  unusually  fine,  well-appointed  stable. 

The  Valley  is,  as  its  name  denotes,  somewhat  contracted  in  space,  presenting  a  level  about  one-quarter 
mile  square.  Its  position  and  surroundings  are  picturesque  and  well  repay  a  visit.  The  medicinal  spring 
which  has  alleviated  the  sufferings  of  many  hundreds  of  invalids,  bubbles  up  into  a  stone  basin,  about  three 
feet  long  by  two  feet  wide  and  a  little  over  two  feet  deep;  the  water  is  very  clear  and  pure.  Around  this 
spot  may  daily  be  counted  hundreds  of  invalids,  who  come  there  to  drink,  while  the  people  of  the  sur- 
roundings come  provided  with  demijohns  to  carry|a  supply  to  their  homes.  The  water  is  known  to  contain 
sulphur,  carbon,  magnesia,  manganese,  potassium  and  calcium;  has  a  very  pleasant  but  decided  taste,  dif- 
ficult to  describe,  and  is  remarkable  both  in  effect  and  flavor. 

About  a  half  mile  from  this  Spring  is  one  the  waters  of  which  are  agitated  as  if  subjected  to  intense 
heat.  We  approach  very  cautiously,  extend  our  hands  with  fear  of  being  scalded,  the  tips  of  our  fingers 
come  in  contact  with  the  water — it  is  icy  cold.  The  agitation  is  produced  by  the  exhalation  of  carbonic 
acid  gas,  which  is  set  free  in  sufficient  quantities  from  this  Spring  to  destroy  animal  life  in  from  five  to 
seven  minutes.     This  wTater  is  highly  recommended  for  the  cure  of  hemorrhoids  and  corns. 

One  mile  and  a  half  to  the  westward  is  the  Soap  Spring,  enclosed  in  a  natural  wall  of  stone.  Its  water 
holds  in  solution,  borax,  soda,  salt  and  sulphur.  It  is  lukewarm,  and  offers  excellent  facilities  for  bathing, 
the  cavity  into  which  it  runs  being  about  20  feet  long  by  12  feet  wide,  with  sufficient  depth  to  admit  of 
swimming.  The  accommodations  at  Bartlett  Springs  are  excellent;  the  hotel  is  well  managed  and  every- 
thing is  done  to  satisfy  the  most  fastidious.  The  climate,  as  in  all  portions  of  Lake  County,  is  very  healthy, 
the  atmosphere  of  remarkable  purity  and  the  facilities  for  outdoor  amusement  are  numerous.  Mr.  G.  Bartlett, 
the  proprietor  of  Bartlett  Springs,  occupies  a  cottage  on  the  premises.  He  spends  most  of  his  time  in  hunting  in 
j  the  neighboring  mountains,  but  is  ever  on  hand  when  his  presence  is  required.  We  have  spent  a  very 
agreeable  day  in  this  locality  and  have  visited  so  many  places  of  interest  that  we  fear  to  have  forgotten  some 
of  them  in  our  description.     We  will  now  retire  and  leave  early  in  the  morning. 

Before  the  first  rays  of  the  sun  have  tinged  the  tops  of  the  high  pines  on  the  eastern  mountains,  we  are 
on  the  road  leading  in  a  southerly  direction  and  pass  through  "  Tail  Holt  "  Valley,  a  most  beautiful  place, 
heavily  timbered  and  crossed  in  all  directions  by  murmuring  creeks  and  rivulets — we  can  really  not  account 
for  the  origin  of  the  name.  The  station,  if  it  so  may  be  called,  consists  of  one  general  merchandise  store 
and  postoffice.  We  continue  in  the  same  direction  and  arrive  in  Long  Valley,  covering  an  area  of  about 
six  square  miles  of  farming,  and  timber  land.  There  are  several  large  dairy-farms  in  this  Valley,  which 
supply  Bartlett  Springs,  Lakeport  and  Lower  Lake  with  butter.     We  follow  the  same  direction,  crossing 
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Cache  Creek,  the  outlet  of  Clear  Lake,  and  reach  Lower  Lake  about  5  p.  m. — distance  25  miles  from  Bart- 
lett  Springs.  The  road  from  Bartlett  Springs  to  here  being  very  mountainous  and  rather  dangerous,  we  were 
obliged  to  drive  slowly;  for  this  reason  a  whole  day  was  used.  The  scenery  along  the  whole  route  is  beauti- 
ful and  ever  changing  from  the  picturesque  landscape  to  the  awe-inspiring  precipice. 

Lower  Lake,  situated  about  five  miles  from  the  southern  shore  of  Clear  Lake  and  32  miles  from 
Calistoga,  is  the  third  town  of  importance  in  the  County.  It  has  a  population  of  201 — 109  males  and  92 
females.  There  are  two  general  merchandise  stores,  one  hotel,  one  livery-stable,  two  blacksmith  shops,  one 
gristmill,  one  drug-store  and  several  saloons.  There  is  also  a  graded  school,  several  churches,  and  the  dif- 
ferent benevolent  associations  are  well  represented.  The  town  is  supported  by  the  farming  community  of 
Lower  Lake  Valley,  is  very  prosperous  at  the  present  time,  and  bids  fair  to  become  a  place  of  importance. 
Lower  Lake  Valley  covers  a  large  area  of  good  land.  Stock-raising  and  farming  are  carried  on.  "While 
at  this  point,  we  receive  news  that  business  of  importance  demands  us  at  San  Francisco.  "We  now  cross  the 
foothills  in  a  southerly  direction,  pass  through  Coyote  Valley  and  reach  the  town  of  Guenoc.  Coj^ote  Val- 
ley is  a  small  but  very  productive  one.  The  farmers  raise  immense  crops  of  cereals.  Guenoc  is  a  pretty  little 
village,  having  one  hotel,  postoffice,  a  store  and  several  houses.  It  has  a  population  of  57 — 36  males  and  21 
females. 

We  leave  Guenoc  and  following  the  road  which  passes  through  Middletown  and  close  to  the  Great 
"Western  Quicksilver  mines,  we  reach  Calistoga  in  time  for  the  train — distance  20  miles.  It  is  useless  to 
describe  our  trip  from  here  to  the  bay,  we  having  already  alluded  to  that  before  and  our  readers  know 
the  full  particulars.

Owing  to  our  sudden  departure  from  Lake  County  we  could  not  describe  all  the  different  points  of  im- 
portance and  sources  of  wealth.     Among  the  latter  we  will  first  mention 

BORAX  LAKE, 


A  shallow  body  of  water,  situated  near  Clear  Lake,  on  a  slip  of  land  extending  into  the  latter.  This  lake  was 
discovered  in  1859  and  became  the  property  of  the  California  Borax  Company,  who  extracted  large  quanti- 
ties of  borax  some  years  ago,  but  have  for  some  reason  discontinued  operations.  All  the  necessary  ma- 
chinery is  on  the  ground,  and  we  are  told  that  borax  exists  in  immense  quantities  in  the  mud  at  the  bottom 
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of  this  lake.  Two  miles  northward  are  a  unmber  of  boiling  springs,  the  water  of  which  contains  chlorine, 
soda  and  boracic  acid.  Near  these  hot  springs  some  large  deposits  of  sulphur  have  been  found  and  have  been 
worked  to  some  extent. 

Traces  of  petroleum  were  discovered  in  different  parts  of  the  neighborhood,  though  no  borings  have 
been  made.  In  due  course  of  time  no  doubt  capitalists  will  undertake  the  working  of  these  different 
interests  and  reap  lucrative  results.     We  now  come  to  the 

GEE  AT    WESTERN    QUICKSILVER    MINES, 

Already  alluded  to  on  the  first  page  of  our  description.  The  Great  Western  Quicksilver  Mining  Company 
was  incorporated  August  8,  1872,  and  is  now  actively  engaged  in  extracting  quicksilver  from  their  mine 
with  great  success. 

At  first  a  ten  ton  furnace  for  the  reduction  of  the  ore  was  erected.  This,  however,  proved  insufficient, 
and  one  having  a  capacity  of  thirty  tons  was  built.  The  latter  is  known  as  the  Green  Furnace,  and  is  on 
the  most  improved  principles. 

The  two  furnaces  are  capable  of  reducing  forty  tons  of  ore  per  day.  All  the  other  buildings  on  the 
premises  are  new  and  complete  in  all  their  appointments.  The  mine  is  located  in  a  dense  growth  of  pine, 
fir,  oak  and  other  timber  that  promises  an  abundance  of  timber  for  the  mine,  and  fuel  for  the  furnaces,  for 
many  years  to  come.  Altogether  we  counted  eight  tunnels,  in  different  localities,  in  all  of  which  we  saw 
rich  deposits  of  cinnabar  in  large  bodies.  Shafts  have  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  200  feet  at  the  extremities  of 
tunnels  Nos.  3and  8,  which  are  1,500  feet  apart.  Specimensof  ore  were  shown  us,  taken  at  this  depth,  which 
would  assay  from  60  to  70  per  centum.  We  were  politely  shown  all  over  the  premises  and  had  the  pleasure 
of.  seeing  the  whole  process  of  producing  quicksilver — the  taking  of  the  ore  from  the  tunnels  and  placing  it 
in  the  furnaces,  the  mode  of  condensing  the  fumes  by  means  of  iron  condensers,  and,  finally,  the  pure  metal 
run  into  the  flasks.  We  passed  several  hours  at  the  mine,  and  from  what  we  saw  conclude  that  the  company 
is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition. 

In  this  neighborhood  is  also  the  claim  of  the  Columbia  Quicksilver  Mining  Company,  said  to  be  very 
rich  ;  we  had  not  sufficient  time  to  spare  and  could  not  visit  it. 

We  also  omitted  to  speak  of  Soda  Bay,  which  is  situated  at  the  base  of  Uncle  Sam  Mountain.  Here  are 
a  number  of  soda  springs.  The  locality  is  a  beautiful  one  ;  the  surroundings  very  picturesque  and  romantic. 
Tourists  and  artists  in  search  of  magnificent  natural  scenery  can  here  gratify  their  imaginations. 

In  the  southern  portion  of  Cobb  Valley  are  Adams  Springs,  named  after  Mr.  Adams,  the  discoverer, 
and  now  the  property  of  Whitton  Brothers.  The  accommodations  are  of  a  rather  primitive  nature,  and  as 
yet  the  place  is  not  extensively  patronized.     The  waters  are  said  to  possess  great  curative  qualities. 

In  this  connection  we  will  also  allude  to  Sigler  Spring,  situated  six  miles  west  of  Lower  Lake.  The 
surroundings  of  the  locality  are  charming  and  attract  numerous  visitors.  The  accommodations  are  good 
and  the  waters  are  highly  recommended  for  their  medicinal  properties.  Among  the  small  valleys  of  which 
nothing  is  said  in  our  narrative  are  the  following:  Scott,  Paradise,  Bachelor,  Morgan,  Copsey,  Bogg, 
Gravelly,  Hunting,  Deer,  Dunivan  and  Little  Squaw.  They  are  very  small,  but  a  number  of  them  are  very 
pretty;  all  are  very  productive  and  yield  large  crops  of  hay  and  cereals. 

When  Kelsey  and  Stone  first  settled  in  Lake  County,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  cattle,  little  did  they 
dream  that  in  less  than  twenty-five  short  years  the  locality  in  which  they  were  would  be  the  point  of  ren- 
dezvous for  lovers  and  admirers  of  natural  beauty  from  all  parts  of  the  Eastern  States  and  California. 
They  were  only  on  the  borders  of  what  is  now  justly  termed  the  "  Sanitarium"  of  the  Pacific,  combining 
the  mountain  scenery  of  Switzerland  with  the  climate  of  Italy,  and  containing  more  mineral  springs  than  the 
whole  of  Europe.  Lake  County  is  even  now  but  thinly  populated.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this  : 
First,  because  the  advantages  of  its  climate  and  the  richness  of  its  soil  are  not  generally  known  abroad  ; 
Second,  the  means  of  communication  between  it  and  the  adjoining  counties  is  by  mountain  roads  and  axle. 
It  is  proposed  to  extend  the  Napa  Valley  Eailroad  from  Calistoga  into  Lake  County.  It  may  require 
difficult  engineering  and  a  great  outlay  of  capital,  to  pass  the  mountains,  but  what  is  this  compared  to  the 
tunnel  under  Mount  Cenis,  or  the  Hoosac  tunnel,  lately  completed  ?  We  have  in  California  men  of  talent, 
wealth  and  enterprise,  who  will  overcome  this  difficulty.  The  day  is  near  at  hand  when  the  shrill  whistle 
of  the  locomotive  will  be  heard  on  the  shores  of  Clear  Lake.  Then  a  great  future  will  dawn  for  Lake 
County  ;  her  valleys  will  be  dotted  with  numerous  villages,  her  towns  become  beautiful  cities,  and  her 
mines  bring  forth  the  hidden  treasures  of  the  earth.  The  Mineral  Springs  will  be  the  renowned  Spas  of 
the  western  world,  visited  by  thousands  of  invalids  from  all  climes,  and  the  waters  will  be  exported  to  the 
four  quarters  of  the  globe,  to  be  used  by  those  who  cannot  come  to  the  source.  Pleasure-seekers  who 
usually  spend  the  winter  in  Italy  and  the  summer  in  the  Pyrenees,  will  come  here  to  admire  the  beauties 
of  a  country  but  yesterday  a  wilderness,  to-day  inhabited  by  a  thrifty,  orderly  and  intelligent  community.

SONOMA  COUNTY 

Incidents  of  Travel,  Adventures,  Etc. 


Sonoma,  we  are  told,  is  a  word  of  Indian  origin,  and  means  the  "  Valley  of  the  Moon."  Whether 
this  is  so  or  not  we  are  unable  to  determine,  not  having  an  Indian-English  Dictionary  at  our  disposal,  but 
we  will  accept  the  word,  and  let  others  quarrel  about  its  meaning.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  County  bear- 
ing this  name  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  State,  and,  as  our  description  will  show,  is  one  of  the 
favored  spots  of  the  new  world. 

Sonoma  County  was  organized  in  1850,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Lake  and  Mendocino,  on  the 
east  by  Napa  and  Lake,  on  the  south  by  Marin  and  San  Pablo  Bay,  and  on  the  west  by  Marin  and  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  It  covers  an  area  of  about  1,500  square  miles,  being  60  miles  long  by  25  miles  wide,  on  an 
average,  and  contains  a  population  of  20,733;  11,109  males,  9,674  females,  approximately.  The  assessed  value 
of  taxable  property  in  1873,  was  $16,571,476,  which  shows  it  to  be  by  far  the  richest  of  the  Counties  we 
have  described.  The  climate  is  similar  to  that  of  Napa  County;  perhaps  a  little  warmer  in  the  interior 
valleys.  On  the  coast,  however,  the  sea  breeze  keeps  the  atmosphere  cool  during  the  summer  and  the  heavy 
fogs  of  the  Pacific  furnish  abundance  of  moisture  to  the  growing  crops.  The  principal  valleys  are  the 
Sonoma,  Russian  River,  Santa  Rosa  and  Petaluma  Valleys,  of  which  more  will  be  said  in  this  description m 
"Wheat,  barley,  oats,  Indian  corn,  hay,  potatoes,  wine,  wool;  semi-tropical  fruits,  such  as  almonds, 
walnuts;   also  apples,  peaches  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables  are  among  the  principal  products. 

There  are  some  quicksilver  and  coal  ledges  in  the  County;  also  several  saw-mills,  which  will  be  alluded 
to  in  their  turn. 

The  educational  facilities  of  Sonoma  County  are  very  good.  There  are  87  school  districts,  having  102 
schools :  18  of  the  First,  48  of  the  Second,  and  36  of  the  Third  grade;  attended  in  1873  by  4,484  children 
— 4,468  white,  16  negro  and  Indian.  Besides  the  public  schools  there  are  a  number  of  private  institutes  in 
different  portions  of  the  County,  of  which  we  will  speak  hereafter. 

As  we  shall  make  a  round  trip  of  the  County,  to  visit  every  place  of  note,  we  will  now  start  on  our 
journey. 

Leaving  San  Francisco  at  2:  30  p.  m.  by  steamer,  we  proceed  in  a  northerly  direction  toward  San  Pablo 
Bay,  and  reach  Donahue,  the  terminus  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad,  at  5:  30 — distance  34  miles.  Donahue 
is  nothing  more  than  a  railroad  town,  having  a  small  resident  population.  It  is  named  after  Colonel 
Peter  Donahue,  the  projector  and  builder  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad.  All  the  workshops  of  the 
Railroad  Company  are  located  here,  giving  employment  to  a  number  of  men.  The  works  were  de- 
stroyed by  fire  about  a  year  since,  but  have  been  entirelv  rebuilt,  and  precautionary  measures  have  been 
taken  to  avoid  a  second  conflagration.  Donahue  is  situated  on  Petaluma  Creek,  an  arm  of  San  Pablo  Bay, 
on  the  edge  of  Petaluma  Valley,  a  very  rich  farming  district.  . 

We  now  proceed  to  Lakeville,  the  steamer  landing  and  railroad  station,  and  here  take  stage  for  Sono- 
ma, which  we  reach  at  7  p.  m.,  distance  eight  miles.  The  road  from  Lakeville  passes  over  rolling  ground, 
with  very  few  trees,  through  a  rich  dairying  district.  In  this  neighborhood  is  a  large  tract  of  tule  or  swamp 
land,  miles  in  extent,  now  being  reclaimed. 

In  the  year  1820  the  Monks  of  the  Order  of  St.  Francis  founded  the  Mission  of  "San  Francisco  de 
Solano  de  Sonoma,"  a  short  distance  from  the  site  of  the  present  town.  In  1835  General  Vallejo  was  in- 
structed by  the  Government  of  Mexico  to  find  a  suitable  place  to  build  a  town  north  of  San  Francisco  Bay. 
Influenced  by  the  beauty  of  the  locality  and  the  mildness  of  the  olimate,  he  selected  this  spot  and  founded 
the  Pueblo  of  Sonoma,  which  then  became  the  headquarters  of  the  Northern  Military  Department  of  Mexico. 
After  the  acquisition  of  the  country  by  the  Americans,  Sonoma  for  some  time  remained  a  military  post.  It 
was  the  County  Seat  from  1850  to  1855,  when  Santa  Rosa  was  selected  by  the  people. 
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Mr.  Nicholas  Carriger  built  the  first  redwood  house,  about  one-half  mile  from  the  town;  he  was  the  first 
American  who  planted  a  vineyard,  and  still  resides  there.  Sonoma  is  situated  in  Sonoma  Valley,  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  valleys  of  the  world,  which  we  shall  fully  describe.  The  town  has,  in  its  center,  a  large 
square,  around  which  the  business  portion  of  it  is  built.  There  are  two  hotels,  a  number  of  stores,  several 
saloons  and  a  number  of  shops.  The  trades  and  professions  are  well  represented.  The  population  numbers 
367;  209  males  and  158  females.  Sonoma  has  two  churches,  one  school,  societies  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Masons,  Grangers  and  different  other  denominations.  The  streets  are  wide  and  kept  in  good  repair.  Water 
works  are  now  in  course  of  construction,  but  the  town  is  not  sufficiently  large  to  support  gas  works.  The 
houses,  especially  the  residences,  are  built  far  apart,  so  that  the  town  proper  covers  a  very  large  space,  and 
from  a  distant  view,  would  lead  one  to  suppose  that  it  contains  a  much  greater  population  than  what  it 
really  has.  We  paid  a  visit  to  the  old  barracks,  now  transformed  into  wine  cellars,  the  old  mission  now 
used  as  a  church;  and  also  saw  the  ruins  of  numerous,  adobe  buildings  which  were  built  years  ago  and  served 
as  dwellings  for  the  first  inhabitants  of  the  locality. 

Pour  miles  south  of  Sonoma,  on  Sonoma  Creek,  is  the  embarcadero  or  shipping  point,  called  St.  Louis. 
The  creek  is  of  sufficient  depth  for  small  schooners,  and  from  here  the  products  of  Sonoma  Valley  are 
shipped  to  San  Francisco.  At  St.  Louis  there  are  about  fifteen  buildings,  comprising  a  storehouse,  one  way- 
house,  and  a  number  of  dwellings.  The  land  between  Sonoma  and  St.  Louis  is  partly  covered  with  small 
vineyards,  the  last  end  of  the  road  leads  through  tules,  or  swamp-lands,  not  yet  reclaimed.  About  one 
and  a  half  miles  south-east  of  Sonoma  are  the  vineyards  of  The  Buena  Vista  Vinicultural  Association, 
Major  Snyder  and  Henry  Winkle,  which  are  among  the  largest  wineries  in  the  State.  We  have  not  suffi- 
cient time  to  give  these  localities  more  than  a  passing  notice,  as  we  are  desirous  of  going  on  our  tour  up  the 
valley,  toward  Santa  Kosa. 

We  also  paid  a  short  visit  to  the  Polpula  Rancho,  the  property  of  Mr.  Julius  Poppe,  situated  about  six 
miles  south  of  Sonoma.  Here  we  were  shown  several  fish  ponds,  containing  carps  imported  by  Mr.  Poppe 
from  Germany.  The  carp  is  not  found  in  American  waters  ;  in  Europe  it  is  considered  the  finest  fresh 
water  fish,  and  to  Mr.  Poppe  belongs  the  credit  of  being  the  first  to  supply  California  with  this  delicacy. 
Mr.  Poppe  went  to  Germany  expressly  for  the  purpose,  and  procured  83  carps,  he  placed  them  in  a  tin 
tank  and  sailed  from  Hamburg  by  steamer  for  New  York.  He  lost  all  but  eight  of  them  prior  to  reaching 
New  York,  and  arrived  at  Sonoma  with  five  fish  alive,  but  in  a  very  precarious  condition.  Immediately 
upon  arrival  he  placed  them  in  one  of  the  ponds,  and  he  has  now  several  hundred.  This  fact  shows  that 
the  water  and  climate  of  California  are  well  suited  to  the  propagation  of  the  carp,  and  we  hope  that  in  a 
few  years  this  excellent  fish  will  be  seen  in  the  markets  of  San  Francisco. 

At  the  hotel  in  Sonoma  we  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  gentleman  living  in  the  neighborhood  of*  Santa 
Rosa,  who  politely  invited  us  to  take  seats  in  his  buggy  and  accompany  him.  We  gladly  accepted  his  offer, 
the  more  so  as  the  communication  between  Sonoma  and  Santa  Rosa  is  by  stage,  and  we  not  having  provided 
ourselves  with  a  team  as  yet. 

Leaving  Sonoma  at  7  a.m.  we  follow  the  road  in  a  north-westerly  direction  and  are  soon  in  the  beautiful 
valley.  On  all  sides  are  elegant  residences,  surrounded  by  shade  trees,  fruit  trees,  vines  and  flower  gardens. 
The  road  runs  on  the  east  side  of  Sonoma  Creek,  a  stream  which  rises  in  the  mountains  of  the  upper  end  of 
the  County  and  empties  into  San  Pablo  Bay  at  St.  Louis.  Among  the  many  attractive  dwellings,  we  notice 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Creek  those  of  Col.  Rogers,  Solomon  Carriger,  Caleb  C.  Carriger,  Nicholas  Car- 
riger, A.  Lamotte  and  William  McP.  Hill.  They  all  have  large  vineyards,  fruit  orchards  and  flower  gar- 
dens ;  their  places  are  kept  in  excellent  order,  and  are  among  the  most  beautiful  we  have  seen  in  our  travels. 
Here  we  see  growing  side  by  side  in  the  open  air,  oranges,  apples,  almonds,  plums,  figs,  cherries,  and  other 
tropical  and  semi-tropical  fruits,  as  well  as  those  raised  in  northern  latitudes.  The  vineyards  contain  al- 
most every  quality  of  grapes,  from  the  finest  imported  to  the  more  common  Mission  variety.  We  were  in- 
vited to  visit  the  property  of  Mr.  Nicholas  Carriger,  and  shown  all  over  the  premises.  We  inspected  his 
four  extensive  wine  cellars,  also  the  winery  and  distillery,  and  found  his  wines  and  brandy  to  be  of  excellent 
quality.  His  residence,  which  is  the  first  frame  house  built  in  the  valley,  is  still  in  excellent  repair,  and 
contains  a  number  of  fine  rooms  very  comfortably  arranged.  On  the  east  side  of  the  Creek  are  also  a  num- 
ber of  handsome-looking  cottages  and  houses,  all  nestled  among  trees  and  shrubbery,  and  surrounded  by 
vineyards  and  fruit  orchards. 

We  now  continue  along  the  creek  for  about  seven  miles;  then  crossing  it,  reach  the  Half-way  House, 
eight  miles  from  Sonoma.  We  could  not  understand  why  this  is  called  the  "Half-way  House,"  it  being 
only  eight  miles  from  Sonoma  and  fourteen  miles  from  Santa  Rosa.  The  proprietor  of  the  establishment 
could  give  us  no  satisfactory  reason  and  we  are  still  in  ignorance.  From  here  we  continue  in  the  same 
direction  and  pass  Glenellen,  a  two  house  town,  where  the  postoffice  and  the  necessary  saloon  are  under  the 
same  roof  with  a  shoemaker  shop  (doing  a  good  business  ?)  next  door ;  a  little  further  on  we  pass  more 
vineyards,  more  vineyards,  and  vineyards  again,  having  seen  but  very  few  grain  fields  since  leaving 
Sonoma,  and  come  to  the  farm  of  William  Hood,  called  the  Los  Guilicos  Rancho,  about  five  miles  from 
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Santa  Rosa.  Here  the  scenery  changes,  we  have  nearly  reached  the  end  of  Sonoma  Valley,  and  have  to 
cross  a  ridge  of  low  hills.  On  the  right  we  see  Rincon  Valley — of  which  we  shall  speak  again — and  pass 
over  a  shaded  road  by  the  side  of  a  creek,  reaching  SantaRosa  at  4  p.  m.  Our  friend  had  the  kindness  to 
leave  us  at  the  door  of  the  hotel,  where  we  will  for  the  present  remain  and  partake  of  some  refreshments. 

Sonoma  Valley,  through  which  we  have  just  passed,  covers  an  area  of  something  like  90  square  miles, 
is  highly  cultivated  and  very  productive.  It  never  suffers  from  drought,  hence  the  crops  never  fail.  The 
wine  made  here  is  of  excellent  quality,  especially  the  foreign  varieties.  We  sampled  some  "  Chambertin," 
(made  from  grapes  of  imported  cuttings),  which  could  not  be  distinguished  from  that  made  in  La  Bour- 
gogne,  France.  We  also  tasted  some  "  Chablis,"  which  was  very  fine,  and  equal,  if  not  really  superior, 
to  the  imported  article.  The  more  common  varieties  are  also  of  good  quality,  though  rather  more  "  decapi- 
tating" than  foreign  wines  of  the  same  kind. 

After  a  refreshing  sleep  we  arose  early  in  the  morning  to  walk  through  Santa  Rosa,  the  County  Seat 
and  principal  town  of  Sonoma  County,  on  the  line  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad,  situated  on  Santa  Rosa 
Creek,  a  tributary  to  the  Russian  River,  and  is  one  of  the  prettiest  inland  towns  of  the  Pacific  Slope.  It  is 
16  miles  from  Petaluma,  22  miles  from  Sonoma,  16  miles  from  Healdsburg,  and  26  miles  from  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  and  was  first  laid  out  in  1853.  The  population  numbers  2,760;  1,463  males,  1,297  females,  and  is  rapidly 
increasing.  The  streets  are  wide,  well  kept,  and  run  at  right  angles,  and  the  buildings  are  supplied  with  gas 
and  water.  In  the  centre  of  the  town  is  a  square  or  plaza,  lined  with  beautiful  shade  trees,  and  kept  in  ex- 
cellent order.  Here,  on  summer  evenings,  a  good  brass  band  discourses  sweet  music  to  the  people 
assembled,  and  many  are  the  pretty  girls  who  come  to  promenade,  enjoy  the  concert  and  indulge  in  innocent 
amusement  with  the  young  gentlemen  of  the  locality.  In  speaking  of  good-looking  girls,  we  will  say  that 
they  are  very  numerous  in  Santa  Rosa;  in  fact  more  so  than  in  any  other  town  of  its  size  we  have  as  yet 
visited. 

But,  the  speaking  of  the  pretty  girls  must  not  cause  our  readers  to  believe  that  we  made  no  other  obser- 
vations. Santa  Rosa  is  a  lively  trading  centre — all  kinds  of  business,  the  different  trades  and  the  professions 
are  well  represented.  There  are  several  large  business  houses,  also  two  banks — the  Santa  Rosa  Bank  and 
the  Santa  Rosa  Savings  Bank — both  doing  a  very  good  business.  The  officers  of  these  last-named  institu- 
tions are  very  polite  and  obliging,  and  are  an  ornament  to  their  positions.  In  fact,  we  found  more  polite- 
ness among  the  business  people  of  this  locality  than  in  many  other  places,  and  suppose  that  the  beautiful 
climate,  equable  temperature  and  agreeable  surroundings,  tend  to  render  the  inhabitants  amiable  and  sociable. 
Altogether  Santa  Rosa  is,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  a  thriving  town,  which  in  a  few  years  more  will  be- 
come one  of  the  principal  business  centres  of  the  Coast. 

It  is  a  pretty  place;  its  climate  and  surroundings  recall  to  our  memory  travels  in  Southern  Europe. 
On  the  outskirts  of  the  town  are  some  very  handsome  private  residences,  and  a  number  of  the  most  beautiful 
gardens  we  have  ever  seen.  Early  this  morning  we  took  a  walk,  and  finding  an  open  gate,  leading  into  what 
appeared  to  be  a  fruit  orchard,  we  entered.  It  was  just  after  sunrise.  The  dew  drops  yet  hung  on  the 
flowers  and  glistened  like  so  many  diamonds  in  the  rays  of  the  sun;  nature  was  fresh  and  fragrant. 
Swarms  of  butterflies,  bees  and  birds  of  radiant  plumage,  fluttered  in  all  directions  among  the  numerous 
flower-bed?  of  the  garden.  We  sat  down  in  the  shade  of  an  aged  oak,  by  the  side  of  a  riotous  little  creek, 
hurrying  on  its  course  down  the  valley  with  the  waywardness  of  a  noisy  child.  Tufts  of  stately  trees  were 
scattered  in  different  portions  of  this  princely  estate.  We  afterwards  walked  through  the  numerous  paths 
of  the  garden,  hoping  to  find  some  one  to  tell  us  the  name  of  the  proprietor  of  this  delightful  spot,  which 
we  had  so  unceremoniously  invaded,  but  for  several  hours  after  our  first  entering  the  premises  we  saw  no 
one,  and  after  having  taken  the  liberty  to  make  a  bouquet,  we  wended  our  steps  toward  the  hotel.  There 
are  several  very  good  schools  and  educational  institutes  at  Santa  Rosa.  Among  the  most  prominent  is 
the  Pacific  Methodist  College,  which  was  transferred  from  Vacaville  to  this  place.  The  building  is  com- 
modious, well  arranged,  and  in  point  of  architectural  beauty  is  the  most  remarkable  structure  in  the  town. 
The  Christian  College  is  also  located  here.  The  building,  which  was  completed  in  1872,  presents  a  very  fine 
appearance,  while  the  College  enjoys  an  enviable  reputation  as  an  institution  of  learning.  Its  Board  of 
Directors  are  representative  men,  some  among  the  number  being  eminently  fitted  for  such  a  position,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  culture  and  attainments  they  possess.  Both  of  the  institutions  have  able  faculties.  A  change 
has  recently  taken  place  in  the  conduct  of  the  Pacific  Methodist  College,  through  the  resignation  of  the  Pres- 
ident and  the  appointment  of  a  brother  of  the  late  incumbent  to  the  position  thus  rendered  vacant.  This 
gentleman,  Rev.  A.  S.  Fitzgerald,  is  well  known  in  educational  circles  throughout  the  Coast,  having  filled 
with  credit  the  position  of  State  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Encomium  is  consequently  unnecessary.  We 
simply  prophesy  for  this  institution,  which  has  so  flourished  in  the  past,  a  condition  of  enhanced  prosperity 
and  greatness  in  the  future. 

While  in  Santa  Rosa  we  paid  a  visit,  through  the  courtesy  of  one  of  the  members,  to  one  of  those  organiza- 
tions which  are  the  special  hatred  of  the  ladies,  viz  :  "  A  Social  Club."  We  were  enjoyably  entertained, 
conversationally  and  otherwise,  and  spent  an  evening  we  shall  long  remember  with  pleasure.     Their  rooms 
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are  pleasantly  located,  large  and  well  furnished.  The  resources  of  their  side-board  are  inexhaustable, 
and  the  superior  nature  of  their  refreshments  unimpeachable.  They  have  the  nucleus  of  a  fine  library,  and 
a  profusion  of  periodicals.  In  fact  they  want  nothing  to  make  their  "  club  life"  happy.  Santa  Eosa  is 
the  first  place  of  the  size  we  have  found  possessed  of  a  club,  and  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  an  organiza- 
tion, having  for  its  object  rational  and  profitable  amusement,  argues  for  the  community  the  possession  of 
citizens  of  intelligence,  literary  attainment,  and  intrinsic  worth. 

"We  omitted  to  speak  of  the  noteworthy  buildings  of  Santa  Rosa,  among  which  are  the  Court  House, 
the  Hall  of  Records,  Ridgeway  Block,  and  one  recently  built  by  a  wealthy  widow,  and  the  Grand  Hotel. 
Other  buildings,  we  were  told,  are  projected — the  increasing  trade  demanding  more  facilities.  The  people 
of  Santa  Rosa  are  very  enterprising  and  energetic,  and  if  these  qualifications  insure  success,  theirs  will  be 
ample.  They  have  our  most  sincere  wishes  for  a  bright  future.  The  land  upon  which  Santa  Rosa  stands 
was  formerly  owned  by  the  Carrillo  family;  it  has  all  passed  into  other  hands  and  the  former  owners  are 
still  residents  of  the  locality. 

Just  previous  to  leaving  Santa  Rosa,  we  one  day  availed  ourselves  of  Mr.  Smith's  kind  invitation  to 
visit  his  Spring.  This  is  a  favorite  resort  for  picnic  parties,  and  is  in  good  repute  for  the  medical  virtue  of 
its  water.  In  accordance  with  a  previous  arrangement,  he  early  one  morning  reined  up  his  spirited  steeds 
before  our  hotel,  and  signified  his  readiness  to  proceed  at  the  earliest  moment  convenient  to  us.  Accom- 
panied by  two  friends,  we  seated  ourselves  in  his  well  appointed  conveyance,  and  rolled  sluggishly  out  of 
town.  Our  way  lead  out  by  the  Petaluma  road,  about  two  miles;  thence  through  a  lane  to  the  left  about  a 
half  mile  further. 

The  ride  was  far  from  exhilirating.  It  was  absolutely  painful  to  witness  the  efforts  of  our  charioteer  to 
keep  his  animals  even  upon  a  walk.  One  of  them  seemed  possessed  of  a  well-defined  fear  that  the  wagon 
was  trying  to  run  over  him,  and  consequently  kept  himself  braced  back  against  it,  in  order  to  avoid  such 
a  calamity.  Our  host  amused  himself  by  recounting  to  me  the  prowess  of  this  animal  in  other  days,  before 
he  got  "chawed  up  "  and  had  his  ribs  smashed  in  a  "  hoss  fight."  His  being  dipped  into  such  a  styx,  had 
left  him  like  Achilles,  but  one  vulnerable  point,  and  his  owner,  in  the  course  of  time,  had  become  possessed  of 
the  knowledge  of  this  one  weak  spot.  Often  on  this  journey  did  he  appeal  to  it ;  alas,  with  but  momentary 
result.  Leaning  over  the  dashboard,  he  would  stretch  forth  his  whip-hand  and  tap  the  noble  animal  smartly 
upon  the  neck.  One  tap  was  nothing.  No.  two  and  three  were  likewise  signal  failures.  Pour  and  five 
succeeded  in  eliciting  signs  of  consciousness.  Six  and  seven  assisted  him  to  rouse  his  heretofore  slumber- 
ing energies.  Eight  and  nine  produced  a  shuffling  of  his  hind  feet,  resembling  the  early  efforts  of  a  clog 
dancer,  and  a  shaking  of  the  head,  as  though  to  say,  u  Its  of  no  use."  Ten  and  eleven  did  not  prevent  his 
lapsing  into  his  former  somnambulistic  gait  and  manner;  and  so  we  slid,  shuffled  and  crawled  over  the  road, 
our  coachman  always  aiming  at  that  one  spot  in  his  horse's  anatomy,  meanwhile  talking  incessantly,  our 
vehicle  clattering,  creaking  and  groaning  at  every  joint  of  its  rheumatic  old  body. 

But  if  our  mode  of  reaching  the  White  Sulphur  Springs  was  somewhat  ridiculous,  our  reception  and 
treatment  while  there  was  sufficiently  compensatory.  We  visited  the  Springs,  tasted  the  waters,  and  ex- 
amined the  baths,  which  are  conveniently  and  perfectly  arranged.  Under  a  fine  grove  of  trees  we  sat  down 
to  a  meal,  hastily  prepared,  but  satisfying  even  to  an  epicurian  palate.  Bordeaux  claret  and  the  best  brands 
of  California  wines  proved  ample  liquid  accompaniments,  and  a  cup  of  magnificent  coffee  appropriately 
closed  this"  Alledian  "  repast.  Several  people  were  here,  being  treated  for  disease,  who  spoke  confidently 
of  the  benefit  they  were  deriving  from  the  use  of  the  water.  Many  remarkable  cures  have  been  effected  here, 
and  we  promise  to  all  visiting  the  Spring  a  recollection  which  will  linger  long  with  them,  as  an  episode  too 
pleasant  to  be  forgotten.  Mr.  Smith,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Taylor,  the  owner  of  the  property,  talks  of 
utilizing  the  water  of  a  neigboring  lake,  lying  among  the  hills,  for  the  purpose  of  adding  a  fish  pond  to  the 
present  attractions  of  his  place.     This  will  render  the  passing  of  a  few  days  there  doubly  enjoyable. 

One  of  the  principal  attractions  of  Santa  Rosa  is  a  rose  bush,  the  main  stem  of  which  measures  eight 
inches  in  diameter;  it  is  twenty-seven  feet  high,  and  its  branches  cover  a  space  of  twenty-two  feet  on  the 
side  of  a  house.  It  was  planted  in  1858  by  James  Williamson  and  has  grown  with  remarkable  rapidity. 
When  in  full  bloom  it  frequently  has  several  thousand  roses  at  one  time,  and  presents  a  beautiful 
appearance. 

We  will  now  prepare  to  continue  our  journey,  and  after  engaging  a  good  team,  leave  Santa  Rosa  at 
8  a.  M.,  and  proceed  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Mark  West — distance  six  miles — a  small  village  in  Santa 
Rosa  Valley.     At  this  point  there  is  a  hotel,  a  school  house,  and  several  dwellings. 

Santa  Rosa  Valley  covers  an  area  of  about  100  square  miles,  and  contains  some  very  rich  farming  land. 
The  principal  products  are  hay,  grain,  Indian  corn,  fruit  and  wine — very  little  of  the  latter,  however. 

From  Mark  West  we  continue  in  a  north-westerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  about  two  miles  and  come 
to  Pulton  Station,  on  the  line  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad.  This  is  an  important  shipping  point  for  tim- 
ber, grain,  charcoal,  firewood,  tanner's  bark,  etc.  Fulton  Brothers,  after  whom  the  station  was  named,  have 
a  large  warehouse  at  this  point  capable  of  holding  at  least  1,000  tons  of  grain.     The  station  was  established 
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in  1873,  and  bids  fair  to  become  a  shipping  point  of  great  importance.  There  is  a  post  office  and  express 
office,  a  good  hotel,  a  feed  store,  several  blacksmith  shops  and  a  saloon,  and  also  a  church.  The  surround- 
ings are  quite  pretty,  and  the  land,  which  is  principally  owned  by  Messrs.  Fulton,  is  very  productive. 

We  now  follow  the  line  of  the  railroad  for  about  a  mile  and  pass  Mark  "West  station,  having  a  general 
merchandise  store,  and  then,  turning  a  little  to  the  right  through  a  rich  farming  district,  reach  Windsor  (four 
miles  from  Mark  West),  a  small  village,  with  a  population  of  137;  59  males  and  78  females.  Windsor 
was  formerly  called  "Poor  Man's  Flat,"  which  name,  being  rather  personal — nobody,  however  poor, 
wishes  to  be  so  called — was  discarded.  Windsor  boasts  of  a  good  hotel;  there  are  also  several  stores,  a 
blacksmith  shop  and  several  saloons. 

From  here  we  proceed  in  a  southerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  about  three  miles  over  low  hills  and 
through  a  deep  canyon  until  we  reach  an  altitude  of  400  feet  above  Santa  Rosa  Valley,  and  arrive  at  Mark 
West  Springs.  The  water  of  one  spring  is  warm  and  highly  charged  with  sulphur;  that  of  the  other  is  cold 
and  holds  only  iron  in  solution,  making  it  very  valuable  for  recuperating  weak  constitutions.  The  hotel 
here  is  large  and  very  well  kept;  the  accommodations  are  complete  and  all  that  one  can  wish  for.  There  is 
a  commodious  bath  house  and  also  two  rows  of  cottages  belonging  to  the  hotel.  From  the  front  of  the  build- 
ing the  scenery  is  romantic;  toward  the  West  is  a  mountain  ridge,  thickly  timbered;  on  the  other  sides  the 
mountains  are  not  so  high,  but  are  all  covered  with  forests. 

Game  is  very  abundant  in  the  neighborhood,  and  the- hunter  can  within  a  very  short  distance  find  deer, 
hare,  rabbit,  quail  and  bear.  The  angler  can  be  equally  well  supplied,  for  the  creek  close  by  abounds  with 
trout. 

Mark  West  Springs  are  well  patronized.     We  were  highly  pleased  with  our  visit. 

We  will  now  proceed  in  an  easterly  direction,  over  a  good  road,  along  Mark  West  Creek,  through  a 
thickly  wooded  district,  toward  the  petrified  forests,  one  of  the  greatest  curiosities  of  the  world.  Our  readers 
will  recollect  that  while  at  Calistoga  we  paid  this  locality  a  hasty  visit,  but  shall  now  give  a  full  description 
of  the  place. 

The  Petrified  Forest,  covering  an  area  of  about  twenty  acres,  is  located  on  the  North  fork  of  Mark 
West  creek,  four  miles  East  of  Mark  West  Springs,  and  five  miles  West  of  Calistoga,  on  the  stage  road 
from  Calistoga  to  Santa  Eosa. 

It  is  the  property  of  Charles  Evans,  who  has  a  house  on  the  premises,  where  beautiful  specimens  of 
petrified  wood  and  other  natural  curiosities  are  exhibited.  Some  of  these  specimens  are  very  valuable,  §500 
each  having  been  refused  for  several  among  the  collection. 

The  locality  is  daily  thronged  with  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  A  register  kept  for  the  purpose 
contains  the  names  of  many  distinguished  people. 

The  altitude  of  the  forest  is  655  feet  above  Calistoga.  It  contains  about  100  trees,  some  sixty  feet  long, 
others  shorter,  all  lying  on  the  ground  and  pointing  toward  the  north.  We  also  saw  five  logs  which  had  all 
the  appearance  of  charcoal;  on  inspection  we  found  that  they  had  first  been  charred  and  afterward  petrified. 
One  of  the  trunks,  but  lately  unearthed,  is  sixty-eight  feet  in  length,  having  a  diameter  at  the  roots  of  fifteen 
feet,  and  eight  and  a  half  feet  in  the  middle.  Near  the  roots  there  still  remains  some  bark  in  its  natural 
state,  petrification  not  yet  having  taken  place. 

It  is  supposed  that  these  former  giants  of  the  forest,  now  transformed  to  stone,  are  of  the  common  red- 
wood species.     How  they  became  petrified,  and  by  what  action,  is  a  mystery  for  science  to  solve. 

From  this  point  a  very  extended  view  of  the  surrounding  country  maybe  obtained.  To  the  east  stands 
Mount  St.  Helena;  to  the  north  Geyser  Peak,  Hog's  Back  and  Pine  Flat  Mountains;  to  the  west  we  seethe 
Coast  Eange  at  the  north  of  the  Russian  River.  The  surroundings  are  particularly  rugged;  chasms, 
precipices  and  defiles  with  deep  gorges  and  mountain  peaks  on  all  sides.  While  here  we  were  told  that  at 
a  very  short  distance  there  is  a  little  vallev  called  Franz  Valley,  which  can  only  be  reached  by  trail, 
so  we  will  allow  our  horses  a  little  longer  rest  and  make  the  excursion  on  foot.  Always  desirous  of 
seeing  all  we  can,  and  obtaining  valuable  information,  we  frequently  climb  over  dangerous  precipices, 
sometimes  to  the  detriment  of  our  clothing,  but  as  we  believe  always  for  the  benefit  of  our  health.  After 
considerable  climbing  and  a  long  walk,  we  reach  this  famous  Franz  Valley,  covering  an  area  of  about  20 
acres  and  inhabited  by  three  persons — two  women,  mother  and  daughter,  living  in  one  house  and  one  man 
who  lives  in  another  house  at  a  respectable  distance.  These  persons  very  seldom  leave  the  valley  and  have 
little  to  say  to  each  other  for  a  very  good  and  sufficient  reason.  The  women  are  deaf  and  the  man 
is  nearly  dumb.  We  understand  that  the  man,  some  years  ago,  desirous  of  rendering  his  home  more  com- 
fortable, made  proposals  to  the  younger  of  the  ladies,  but  was  indignantly  refused.  Since  that  time  he  is 
heart-broken  and  has  made  a  solemn  vow  never  to  speak  to  the  gentler  sex  again.  This  no  doubt  accounts 
for  the  difficulty  in  his  speech. 

Returning  to  the  Petrified  Forest,  we  proceed  in  an  easterly  direction  for  a  distance  of  four  miles  and 
reach  Knightsville,  (named  after  Thomas  Knight,  the  first  settler),  in  Knight  Valley,  where  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  stop  over  night. 
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Knightsville  is  a  small  village  having  a  good  hotel,  a  blacksmith  shop  and  several  other  buildings,  and 
is  supported  by  the  farming  community  of  the  vicinity.  "We  passed  a  very  agreeable  night  in  this  locality, 
and  fully  refreshed  from  the  fatigue  of  yesterday,  continue  our  journey  through  Knight  Valley. 

Knights  Valley  is  a  very  rich  farming  and  cattle-raising  district,  and  covers  an  area  of  about  30  square 
miles.  We  cross  it  in  a  northerly  direction  and  reach  Pine  Flat  at  10  a.  m.,  distance  ten  miles,  over  a  good 
road.  The  town  is  situated  near  the  county  line  and  is  in  the  centre  of  a  rich  mining  district  which  extends 
into  Napa  and  Lake  counties.  A  great  number  of  quicksilver  mines  have  been  opened  in  this  locality,  and 
to  judge  from  present  appearances,  it  is  destined  to  become  the  greatest  quicksilver-producing  district  in 
the  world.  In  the  town  there  is  one  hotel,  two  general  merchandise  stores,  five  saloons,  a  number  of  shops 
and  dwellings.  The  hotel  is  kept  by  Geo.  M.  Reeves,  and  contains  all  the  accommodations  a  good  host 
can  offer.  Pine  Plat  is  built  in  a  round  hollow  on  the  cone  of  a  mountain;  the  surroundings  are  very 
picturesque.  From  here  we  continue  in  a  northerly  dirction  and  reach  the  Geysers  at  5  p.  m.  The  road 
from  Pine  Flat  is  very  mountainous  and  the  scenery  on  all  sides  very  wild  and  Alpine-like.  The  Geysers 
are  a  collections  of  hot  springs,  situated  in  a  deep  canyon,  about  1,700  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and, 
next  to  Yosemite,  are  the  greatest  attraction  in  California.  In  this  canyon,  which  is  called  Pluton  Canyon, 
are  over  250  springs,  throwing  up  water  of  a  temperature  of  200°  to  210°  Fahrenheit.  The  waters  differ  in 
color,  chemical  properties  and  degree  of  heat.  There  are  white,  red  and  black  springs,  also  cold  springs, 
iron,  sulphur  and  alum  springs. 

The  Geysers  were  discovered  in  1847,  and  are  visited  by  a  great  number  of  tourists  from  all  parts  of  the 
world.  The  hotel  at  this  point  is  very  good  and  well  managed.  From  here  we  proceed  in  a  north-westerly 
direction  through  Sulphur  Canyon  along  the  banks  of  Sulphur  Creek,  toward  Cloverdale.  The  road  is 
very  well  graded,  in  good  repair,  and  is  one  of  the  best  mountain  roads  in  the  State. 

There  are  quicksilver  deposits  and  open  mines  on  both  sides  of  the  road  ;  the  scenery  is  grand  and  beau- 
tiful. About  fourteen  miles  from  the  Geysers  we  cross  the  Kussian  Kiver,  the  principal  stream  of  Sonoma 
County,  and  enter  Oat  Valley,  so-called  from  the  large  crops  of  wild  oats  which  the  locality  produces.  The 
valley  covers  an  area  of  about  3,000  acres  of  excellent  farming  land,  well  wooded  and  watered. 

One  of  the  principal  owners  of  this  valley  is  J.  G.  Heald,  who  also  keeps  a  hotel  at  the  Junction  of  the 
Ukiah  and  Lakeport  roads,  in  the  valley.  The  principal  products  of  the  neighborhood  are  hay,  oats  and 
other  grains.  We  continue  a  couple  of  miles  south-easterly  and  reach  Cloverdale,  one  of  the  principal 
towns  of  Sonoma  County,  the  present  terminus  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad  and  the  only  town  in  the 
County  where  Local  Option  was  defeated. 

Cloverdale  was  laid  out  in  1859  by  J.  B.  Woods,  has  since  then  grown  rapidly ,'and  is  now  the  fourth 
town  in  importance  of  the  County;  it  has  a  population  of  489 — 278  males  and  211  females.  There  are 
quite  a  number  of  business  houses,  two  very  good  hotels,  two  churches,  one  graded  school,  and  societies  of 
Odd  Fellows.  Masons  and  Good  Templars.  It  is  at  the  present  time  a  real  paradise  for  saloons,  (which  were 
always  very  numerous) ,  it  being  the  only  town  of  the  County  where  liquor  can  legally  be  sold  by  the  glass 
and  where  the  people  are  not  obliged  to  purchase  five-gallon  drinks.  There  are  also  two  well-appointed 
livery  stables,  blacksmith  shops,  etc.,  for  the  accommodation  of  travelers  and  visitors.  The  trade  of 
Cloverdale  consists  principally  of  agricultural  and  dairy  products,  and  is  an  important  shipping  point  for 
hay,  wool,  grain,  fire-wood  and  live  stock.  The  town  is  very  well  laid  out,  the  streets  are  wide  and  kept  in 
good  repair. 

The  surroundings  of  the  town  are  very  attractive  and  the  climate  is  very  mild,  so  that  all  kinds  of 
semi-tropical  fruits  are  raised  in  large  quantities.  After  having  spent  an  agreeable  evening  in  Cloverdale 
and  enjoyed  a  good  night's  rest,  we  leave  at  8  a.  m.  Our  road  lies  in  a  southerly  direction  over  rolling 
hills;  and  after  an  exhilirating  drive  of  nine  miles,  through  a  thickly  wooded  district,  we  reach  Geyserville 
at  9:30  a.m. 

Geyserville  is  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  North  Pacific  Railroad  and  has  a  population  of  110 — 47  males 
and  63  females.  There  is  one  general  store,  one  hotel,  a  blacksmith  shop  and  a  saloon.  Geyserville  is 
situated  in  one  of  the  most  productive  portions  of  Russian  River  Valley  and  is  supported  by  the  farmers  of 
the  locality.  Large  quantities  of  cereals,  fruit  and  hay  are  shipped  from  here  by  railroad.  While  here  we 
made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Von  Hasslocher,  formerly  Colonel  in  the  French  army.  Mr.  Von  Hass- 
locher  is  now  a  gentleman  of  leisure,  who  lives  on  his  income  and  sought  this  locality  with  a  view  to  mak- 
ing it  his  permanent  home.  We  now  proceed  in  a  westerly  direction,  over  foot-hills,  and  enter  Dry  Creek 
Valley.  This  is  also  a  very  productive  locality;  grain  averages  about  forty  bushels  to  the  acre  on  the  bot- 
tom lands.  In  some  places  the  growing  grain  is  so  high  as  to  hide  the  fences.  Dry  Creek  Valley  covers 
about  twelve  square  miles,  and  is  pretty  thickly  settled  by  farmers,  sheep-raisers,  etc.  Dry  Creek  is  so- 
called  because  of  its  being  dry  in  the  middle  of  summer;  it  rises  in  Mendocino  County  and  empties  into 
Russian  River. 

Gold  has  been  found  along  the  course  of  the  Creek,  but  not  in  sufficient  quantities  to  warrant  any  seri- 
ous attempts  at  mining  operations  on  a  large  scale.     There  are  also  indications  of  coal,  quicksilver  and 
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chrome-iron.     Several  quicksilver  mines  and  one  chrome-iron  mine  are  producing  in  the  neighborhood. 

There  are  also  numerous  mineral  springs  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  will,  no  doubt,  when  better 
known,  become  valuable  property.  At  the  western  end  of  Dry  Creek  Valley  are  Skaggs'  Springs  which  we 
reached  in  the  afternoon,  and  concluded  to  stop  for  the  night.  This  is  another  summer  resort  visited  by  in- 
valids and  tourists.  We  leave  Skaggs'  Springs  at  8  a.  m.  ;  proceed  in  a  southerly  direction  over  a  good  road 
and  reach  Healdsburg  at  10  a.  m. — distance  12  miles. 

Healdsburg  was  named  after  Harmon  Heald,  who,  in  1846,  settled  there.  It  is  situated  on  the  line  of 
the  North  Pacific  K.  K.,  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Eussian  Eiver,  16  miles  from  Santa  Eosa  and  80  miles 
from  San  Francisco,  and  was  laid  out  in  1855.  The  town  is  located  in  a  very  pretty  spot,  in  the  centre  of  one 
of  the  richest  farming  districts  of  the  State.  It  is  a  very  thriving  and  active  business  place,  being  the  point  of 
supply  for  the  Pine  Plat  Mines  and  other  mines  in  the  neighborhood.  There  are  a  great  number  of  ptores, 
hotels,  stables  and  shops.  All  branches  of  trade  and  professions  are  well  represented.  The  population  num- 
bers 1,396 — 751  males  and  645  females.  The  educational  facilities  are  very  good,  there  being  several  public 
and  private  schools.  The  manufacturing  interests  are  represented  by  two  glove  factories,  a  tannery,  a  brew- 
ery, a  distillery,  and  a  flour  mill  of  very  large  capacity.  There  are  several  large  nurseries  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  and  a  few  miles  from  town  several  extensive  lumber  mills.  The  trade  of  Healdsburg  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  farming,  mining  and  manufacturing  interests  will  soon  assume 
gigantic  proportions.  The  town  is  very  well  built,  is  divided  into  two  parts,  Healdsburg  and  North 
Healdsburg;  the  streets  are  wide,  and  the  buildings  are  in  harmony  with  the  growth  of  the  place.  For  cap- 
italists the  surroundings  offer  a  vast  field  for  investment;  new  discoveries  of  mines  are  made  almost  daily, 
and  the  favorable  position  will  draw  numerous  manufactories  hither.  On  leaving  Healdsburg  we  cross  a 
portion  of  the  Eussian  Eiver  Vallej^,  of  which  a  little  description  is  not  out  of  place.  The  Eussian  Eiver 
Valley  is  one  of  the  most  productive  valleys  of  California.  It  is  well  watered  by  the  Eussian  Eiver  running 
through  it,  and  comprises  a  large  extent  of  valuable  land.  It  is  the  famous  Indian  corn-growing  region  of 
California;  very  large  crops  of  this  article  are  produced  here.  Besides  Indian  corn,  hay,  wheat  and  other 
cereals  are  raised. 

The  mountains  on  both  sides  of  the  valley  are  well  timbered  and  in  some  places  produce  large  quantities 
of  wild  oats.  Stock-raising  is  also  a  branch  of  industry  in  this  locality,  a  great  portion  of  the  neighboring 
hills  being  used  for  this  purpose.  The  scenery  is  very  interesting  and  picturesque.  The  hunter  can  rely 
upon  abundance  of  game  of  all  kinds,  and  the  angler  find  sufficient  occupation.  There  are  some  very  beau- 
tiful spots,  where  the  panorama  of  landscape  is  similar  to  Italy,  and  offers  good  opportunties  for  the  aspir- 
ing artist  to  achieve  celebrity.  "We  have  seen  several  paintings,  called  scenes  in  the  "  Eussian  Eiver  Val- 
ley," but  must  say  that  the  artist  did  not  do  his  subject  justice;  nature  was  only  faintly  reproduced.  In  the 
vicinity  of  Healdsburg  is  a  fine  Seltzer  spring,  owned  by  Mr.  Lytton.  Large  quantities  of  the  water  are  being 
bottled  and  shipped  to  San  Francisco.  We  had  no  time  to  visit  the  locality,  but  make  mention  of  it  for  the 
information  of  the  general  reader.  The  water  is  said  to  equal  that  from  the  famous  Seltzer  Springs  of 
Germany,  renowned  over  the  whole  world  and  exported  to  all  parts.  At  a  distance  of  4|  miles  north  of 
Healdsburg  we  also  visited  an  extensive  nursery,  called  the  Heart's  Desire;  orchard  and  nursery  owned 
by  Mr.  Bouton.  We  saw  a  large  assortment  of  exotic  trees  and  plants  and  the  appointments  about  the 
establishment  appeared  to  be  very  complete. 

Following  the  road  in  a  south-westerly  direction  over  rolling  hills  and  through  a  forest  of  enormous  redwood 
trees,  we  reach  Guerneville,  22  miles  south-east  from  Healdsburg.  Some  of  the  trees  we  passed  were  of  enorm- 
ous size;  one  of  them,  we  were  told,  is  344  feet  high  and  16  feet  in  diameter  and  perfectly  straight.  Guerne- 
ville has  a  population  of  205 — 143  males  and  62  females.  It  is  situated  on  the  Eussian  Eiver,  twelve  miles 
above  its  mouth;  was  laid  out  in  1869  by  George  E.  Guerne,  who,  in  company  with  Mr.  Heald,  owns  an 
extensive  saw-mill  at  this  point.  The  town  is,  so  to  say,  surrounded  by  redwood  forests,  and  the  principal 
source  of  wealth  is  the  lumber.  The  town  is  quite  pretty.  There  is  a  good  hotel,  two  general  stores,  one 
saloon  and  several  lumber  mills  near  by.  The  climate  of  this  locality  is  very  healthy.  For  those  of  our 
readers  who  are  fond  of  wandering  through  forests  and  losing  themselves  in  reverie,  or  perchance  in  reality, 
this  is  a  suitable  locality.  Camping  facilities,  if  the  shadow  of  a  huge  redwood  tree  will  serve  as  a  tent  and 
the  moist  undergrowth  for  a  couch,  with  a  log  for  a  pillow,  are  excellent. 

We  were  particularly  charmed  with  the  locality  and  had  we  not  pressing  business  engagements,  would 
remain  for  a  week  to  bleach  our  sun-burnt  faces  in  the  cool  and  shady  forest.  We  must  depart,  however, 
and  continue  our  journey  in  a  south-easterly  direction  to  Forestville,  nine  miles  from  Guerneville  and 
eleven  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Eosa. 

Forrestville  is  beautifully  located,  and  is  supported  by  the  farming  community.  There  is  a  good 
school,  a  blacksmith's  shop,  a  general  store,  a  hotel  and  a  saloon  to  cheer  the  heart  of  the  weary  tra- 
veler. We  next  come  to  Sebastopol,  six  miles  from  Forrestville,  and  seven  miles  west  of  Santa  Eosa. 
This  town  contains  a  population  of  277 — 145  toilers,  and  132  happy,  intelligent,  moral,  and  amiable  rep- 
resentatives of  that  sex  which  is  the  especial  admiration  of  the  writer.      Sebastopol  is  a   modern  town,  and 
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boasts  of  one  of  the  best  race-tracks  in  the  country.  There  are  several  stores,  a  good  livery  stable,  and  dif- 
ferent other  shops  and  saloons.  There  are  a  number  of  orchards  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  fruit-raising 
is  one  of  the  principal  branches  of  pursuit.  "We  were  told  that  the  fruit  grown  here  is  of  superior  quality 
and  is  justly  famed.  "We  found  a  very  good  hotel  at  this  point,  called  the  Pioneer  House,  where  the  accom- 
modation is  very  good  and  the  table  first-class.  The  house  is  very  pleasantly  situated,  and  we  were  highly 
pleased  with  all  its  appointments.  The  climate  of  Sebastopol  is  yery  pleasant ;  although  the  days  in  sum- 
mer be  rather  warm,  the  nights  are  cool  and  agreeable.  The  private  residences  of  the  town  are  very  pretty; 
the  handsomest  one  is  owned  by  Mr.  Carrillo,  a  wealthy  land-owner — a  connection  of  the  family  residing 
at  Santa  Kosa. 

Sebastopol  is  situated  in  the  center  of  an  extensive  plain,  and  bids  fair  to  become  one  of  the  principal 
towns  of  the  County.  We  will  now  bid  adieu,  to  our  friends  at  Sebastopol,  and  proceed  south  through  a 
level  country — grain  fields  and  meadows — to  Petaluma  ;  distance  17  miles  from  Sebastopol.  Petaluma  is 
the  principal  town  of  Sonoma  County,  was  incorporated  in  1858,  and  has  a  population  of  2,847 — 1,507 
males,  and  1,340  females.  These  figures  are,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  correct,  although  they 
may  be  doubted  by  many,  but  we  can  safely  assert  that  the  population  has  always  been  overrated.  Some 
years  ago  a  publisher  estimated  the  population  to  be  5,000  ;  two  years  ago  an  enterprising  and  sanguine  sta- 
tistician counted  7,000,  but  the  seven  thousand  were  never  there,  and  we  claim  to  be  right.  The  town  is  sit- 
uated at  the  head  of  navigation  of  Petaluma  Creek,  which  empties  into  San  Pablo  Bay,  and  is  navigable 
for  schooners  at  high  water;  so  it  is  a  very  bad  place  for  a  seaport.  It  is  built  in  a  pretty  locality;  the 
streets  are  of  medium  width,  and  are  kept  in  fair  order.  There  are  some  very  fine  buildings  on  the  main 
street,  and,  to  the  stranger,  at  first  sight  the  town  presents  a  business-like  appearance.  Petaluma  is  the 
shipping  point  for  produce  from  Sonoma,  Marin,  Lake  and  Mendocino  Counties,  and  if  the  business  men 
of  the  locality  were  possessed  of  that  vital  quality  of  the  true  merchant — energy,  the  town  would  rapidly 
increase  in  importance.  There  are  a  number  of  capitalists,  who,  because  of  their  desire  to  live  but  not  to 
let  live,  are  rather  an  injury  than  a  benefit  to  the  place.  Of  course  there  is  a  great  deal  of  business  done 
at  Petaluma.  Stores  of  all  kinds  are  numerous,  and  all  branches  of  business  are  here  established.  The 
professions  and  trades  are  well  represented.  Among  the  manufactories  we  notice  foundries,  tanneries,  (the 
largest  one  owned  by  Mr.  J.  Wick,  who  is  now  greatly  increasing  his  works)  grist-mills,  wagon  shops, 
tin  shops,  one  glove  manufactory,  cooper  shops,  potteries,  a  blind  factory  and  planing-mill.  The  principal 
articles  shipped  to  San  Francisco  comprise:  lumber,  staves,  hay,  wheat,  potatoes,  eggs,  butter  and  cheese 
in  very  large  quantities,  hops,  poultry,  wine,  firewood,  fruit,  charcoal,  cattle,  etc.,  etc.  We  paid  a  visit  to 
a  very  complete  and  extensive  nursery  owned  by  Mr.  W.  A.  T.  Stratton,  who  displays  a  great  amount 
of  enterprise  in  the  conduct  of  his  business.  He  is  largely  engaged  in  the  importation  and  propagation  of 
Australian,  European,  and  other  foreign  plants,  such  as  the  Eucalyptus  and  other  evergreens.  He  showed 
us  a  variety  of  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers,  all  thriving  remarkably  well  in  the  genial  climate  of  the  locality. 

The  educational  facilities  are  said  to  be  excellent,  and  churches  are  very  numerous.  There  are  also  sev- 
eral societies  of  mutual  benefit,  charitable  and  secret  organizations.  In  fact,  so  far  as  the  private  portion 
of  the  community  is  concerned,  we  have  heard  it  very  highly  spoken  of,  but  the  business  portion,  so-called, 
is  not  possessed  of  much  activity.  The  reader  will  recollect  that  on  leaving  Lakeport  we  made  an  engag- 
ment  with  our  friends  of  the  lake  to  meet  them  somewhere  in  Sonoma  County.  It  appears  that  tbey  remained 
longer  than  at  first  intended  in  the  neighborhood  of  Clear  Lake,  and  came  by  way  of  San  Francisco  to 
Petaluma  to  meet  us  there.  They  waited  some  ten  days  for  us,  and  then  left  for  the  coast,  on  their  road 
to  Mendocino  County.     In  a  letter  left  for  us  at  Petaluma  they  promise  to  meet  us  at  Ukiah. 

The  following  is  the  letter: 

Petaluma, . 

Messrs. :  In  conformity  with  our  promise  made  you  on  the  shores  of  Clear  Lake,  we  has- 
tened to  meet  you  in  Sonoma  County.  You  must  excuse  our  tardiness;  we  were  detained  rather  longer  than 
we  anticipated  at  Harbin  Springs.  The  scenery  was  so  beautiful,  the  company  so  refined  and  agreeable,  that 
we  could  hardly  tear  ourselves  away.  Had  it  not  been  for  our  desire  to  hunt  the  bear  with  you  in  Mendo- 
cino, we  should  have  remained  until  August.     We  hope  soon  to  see  you  in  Ukiah. 

Your  ever  faithful,  grateful  and  sincere  friends, 

Avoirdupois  One  and  Two. 

Before  starting  on  our  journey  we  must  not  omit  to  state  that  we  inspected  the  extensive  Cheese  Manu- 
factory of  Payne  &  Killan,  about  one  mile  south  of  Petaluma.  This  is  the  only  place  in  California  where 
cheese  is  manufactured  on  the  eastern  principle.  The  building  is  very  spacious  and  the  manufactory  can 
consume  about  1,200  gallons  of  milk  per  day. 

Our  team  ready,  we  leave  Petaluma  and  take  a  north-westerly  direction  over  a  good  road  and  arrive  at 
Stony  Point,  distance  eight  miles  from  Petaluma;  eight  miles  south-west  of  Santa  Kosa.  This  is  a  small 
settlement,  having  a  hotel,  blacksmith  shop  and  other  buildings.  We  now  go  to  Bloomfield,  eight  miles 
north-west  from  Stony  Point,  sixteen  miles  south-west  of  Santa  Kosa.     Bloomfield  is  a  promising  village 
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with   a  population  of  243,  supported  by  the   farming  community  of  the   neighborhood.     There  is  a  hotel, 
several  stores,  shops,  saloons,  a  flour-mill  and  a  tannery. 

The  next  station  on  our  road  is  Valley  Ford,  established  as  a  business  place  in  1860,  by  Jas.  E.  Fowler, 
who  is  still  a  resident,  and  has  a  population  of  65 — 38  males  and  27  females.  It  is  situated  on  the  Estero 
Americano,  a  small  stream  on  the  line  of  the  North  Pacific  Eailroad,  distant  twenty  miles  south-west  of 
Santa  Rosa,  and  equi-distant  from  Tomales,  Bloomfield  and  Bodega.  There  is  a  good  hotel,  a  store  and 
several  shops.  We  next  come  to  Freestone,  so-called  from  the  Freestone  quarries,  in  the  vicinity,  laid  out 
in  1856,  having  a  population  of  thirty-four,  fourteen  miles  south-west  of  Santa  Kosa.  This  place  is  sup- 
ported by  the  farmers  and  lumbermen  of  the  neighborhood.  At  a  short  distance  from  the  town  are  several 
extensive  lumber-mills.  At  this  point  there  is  a  good  hotel,  a  general  merchandise  store,  and  a  blacksmith 
shop.  We  are  now  approaching  the  Ocean  and  already  begin  to  feel  the  change  of  temperature.  Since 
leaving  Bloomfield  we  have  been  passing  through  the  great  potato  region  of  Sonoma  County,  and  advise 
all  who  are  fond  of  potatoes  in  every  style  to  come  here  and  enjoy  this  luxury  to  their  heart's  content.  You 
can  obtain  boiled  spuds,  fried  spuds,  roast  spuds,  baked  spuds,  and  spud  salad,  served  in  every  style,  a  la 
Francaise,  German  style  or  Yankee  fashion.  The  next  nucleus  of  civilization  is  Bodega  Corners,  otherwise 
called  Smith's  Kancho,  seventeen  miles  south  of  Santa  Eosa,  four  miles  west  from  Freestone. 

Bodega  has  a  population  of  214 — 108  males  and  106  females — pretty  well  assorted  in  point  of  numbers. 
This  is  quite  an  important  trading  point  for  lumbermen,  farmers,  stock-raisers  and  dairymen,  and  is  con- 
nected with  the  interior  towns  by  stage  lines.  At  a  little  distance  from  here  is  Bodega  Port,  on  Bodega 
Bay,  where  the  produce  of  the  whole  vicinity  is  shipped  to  San  Francisco.  At  Bodega  there  are  two  hotels, 
three  stores,  several  shops  and  a  livery  stable. 

We  next  reach  Ocean  View,  on  the  ocean  side,  23  miles  west  of  Santa  Eosa.  We  have  nothing  par- 
ticular to  note  about  this  locality,  except  that  there  is  a  good  hotel  here,  and  that  the  sea  breeze  serves  to 
create  a  very  good  appetite. 

The  next  place  we  come  to  is  Duncan's  Mills,  29  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Kosa,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Russian  Kiver.  Here  is  an  extensive  lumber-mill,  a  hotel  and  one  store.  This  is  a  shipping  point  for  lum- 
ber and  produce. 

We  pass  Henry's  hotel,  42  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Kosa  ;  Plantation  House,  50  miles  north-west  of 
Santa  Rosa — the  former  a  way -house  on  the  road,  the  latter  a  way-house  prettily  situated  in  a  copse  of  tim- 
ber, and  take  a  side  road   toward  the  ocean,  and  arrive  at  Fort  Ross,  47  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Rosa. 

All  through  this  region  are  numerous  dairies,  producing  large  quantities  of  cheese.  The  Russians 
built  a  fort  some  40  miles  north  of  Bodega,  in  the  year  1820,  and  called  it  Fort  Slawianska — this  is  now 
called  Fort  Ross.  The  Russians  left  in  the  year  1841,  and  the  old  fort  still  exists.  There  is  nothing  very 
noteworthy  in  its  appearance.  It  is  now  owned  by  a  private  individual,  and  has  ceased  to  be  a  fort  except 
in  name.  We  now  proceed  to  Timber  Cove,  a  little  roadstead,  where  lumber  and  produce  are  shipped  by 
small  coasting  vessels  to  San  Francisco.     Timber  Cove  is  45  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Kosa. 

We  next  pass  Liebeg's  grocery,  47  miles  north-west  of  Santa  Kosa,  and  reach  Salt  Point,  on  the  ocean 
side,  50  miles  distant  from  Santa  Kosa. 

At  this  place  there  is  a  hotel  and  a  store — a  simple  supply  station  for  the  farmers  and  residents  in  the 
vicinity. 

We  stayed  here  over  night,  so  that  we  might  be  enabled  to  reach  the  limits  of  Sonoma  County  to-day. 
Starting  at  7  a.  m.,  we  continue  in  a  north-westerly  direction,  passing  Helmke's  Grocery,  50  miles  from 
Santa  Rosa,  and  reach  Fisk's  Mills,  55  miles  from  Santa  Rosa,  just  in  time  for  breakfast. 

Fisk's  Mills  is  a  small  settlement,  named  after  an  extensive  lumber  mill  which  is  located  here.  There  is 
a  hotel  and  a  store  and  several  dwellings. 

We  now  continue  in  the  same  direction  and  come  to  the  first  town  of  Mendocino  County,  Gualala,  70 
miles  south-west  of  Ukiah,  the  County-seat,  a  description  of  the  same  will  be  found  in  our  notes  on  Men- 
docino County. 

While  in  the  town  of  Sonoma  we  omitted  to  allude  to  a  large  fruit-drying  establishment  (on  the  Alden 
principle)  situated  on  the  Santa  Rosa  road,  one  mile  north  of  Sonoma.  This  establishment  has  been  built 
atan  expense  of  $15,000,  and  has  a  capacity  for  curing  about  one  ton  of  fruit  per  day.  Active  operations 
will  be  begun  at  once  and  thus  a  new  branch  of  industry  will  be  inaugurated.  Fruit  being  very  abundant  in 
this  neighborhood  and  the  cost  of  shipping  it  to  market  almost  too  expensive  to  leave  any  margin  for  the 
grower,  this  establishment,  if  successful,  will  contribute  largely  to  the  future  wealth  of  the  community, 

In  conclusion,  Sonoma  County  has  enormous  resources;  her  fertile  valleys  and  the  diversity  of  her 
products  are  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  world.  Means  of  communication  in  some  portions  of  the  County, 
as  in  Lake  and  Napa,  are  not  yet  sufficiently  rapid  and  numerous,  and  her  wealth  yet  lies  dormant. 

The  farming,  mining  and  manufacturing  interests  are  still  in  their  infancy,  and  await  capital  and  popu- 
lation to  develop  them  and  secure  for  Sonoma  the  foremost  position  among  the  wealthy  counties  of  Cali- 
fornia. A  little  time  will  be  required  to  bring  about  important  changes.  Railroads  must  be  built,  and 
what  is  yet  in  part  a  wilderness  and  forest  will  teem  with  prosperity.

The  Argus,  with  commendable  enterprise,  has  been  re- 
cently publishing  a  series  of  articles  on  Petaluma  manufac- 
tures. The  annexed,  from.alrecent  issue,  describes  the  ex- 
tensive wagon  and  carriage-making  establishment  of  Wm. 
Zartman  &  Co. 

The  most  extensive  wagon-making  establishment  in  So- 
noma County,  and  outside  of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento, 
perhaps  the  most  extensive  in  the  State,  is  of 

WM.    ZARTMAN  &   CO., 

Located  at  the  corner  of  English  and  Howard  streets.  The 
firm  consists  of  Wm.  Zartman  and  D.  W.  Putnam.  Mr. 
Zartman  is  a  pioneer  in  this  business  in  Petaluma,  having 
commenced  in  1852 — twenty-two  years  ago— on  the  present 
site  of  the  Fifty  Cent  Store,  on  Main  street,  and  carried  it 
on  continually  since.  He  is  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  and  ex- 
ercises supervision  over  that  department  of  the  establish- 
ment. Mr.  Putnam  is  a  carriage-maker,  and  learned  his 
trade  thoroughly  in  Western  New  York.  He  has  charge  of 
the  business  in  the  wood  shop.  The  buildings  occupied  by 
the  firm  fill  a  space  of  130x200  feet,  and  were  erected  in  1867. 
The  carriage  lumber,  and  other  wooden  material  used  by 
Zartman  &  Co.,  are  procured  a  year  or  so  before  being  used. 
After  being  dressed  and  shaped  for  use,  every  stick  which 
has  a  mortise  or  tenant  is  placed  in  the 

DRY  ROOM. 

This  is  a  brick,  fire-proof  building,  20x25  feet,  in  which 
a  large  amount  of  material  is  stored.  The  walls  are  hollow, 
in  order  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  moisture,  and  a  slow  fire 
is  constantly  kept  burning  during  the  wet  season.

STORE  ROOM. 

In  which  is  placed  the  raw  material  before  it  is  manipulated 
by  the  workmen.

All  the  wooden 
material  used  in  the  establishment  is  carefully  selected  by 
Mr.  Putnam,  from  the  importing  houses  in  San  Francisco.

BUSY    AND   ATTRACTIVE  SCENE 

Is  constantly  presented.  In  this  room  is  located  the  steam 
engine  which  is  used  in  operating  the  boring  machine,  band 
saw,  and  other  machinery.  The  band  saw  is  an  ingeniously 
contrived  instrument,  which,  to  be  fully  appreciated,  must 


be  seen  in  operation.  Next  to  this  department,  and  front- 
ing on  English  street,  is 

THE   BLACKSMITH  SHOP, 

In  which  there  are  three  forges,  and  five  men  employed.  A 
large  stock  of  the  various  kinds  of  iron  is  kept  constantly  on 
hand,  and  everything  is  thoroughly  systematized.  In  this 
department,  as  in  that  last  described,  the  workmen  are  kept 
employed  for  several  days  at  a  time  on  one  particular  kind 
of  work.

ROAD  MAKING  AND  DITCHING  MACHINE. 


"We  ask  a  careful  perusal  of  this  circular  by  all  who  are  interested  in  building  railroads  or  common 
roads  of  any  kind;  or  in  leveling  the  surface  of  the  ground;  or  in  making  ditches  or  levees.  We  wish  to 
place  the  machine  in  its  true  light  before  the  public,  using  care  not  to  recommend  it  beyond  what  we  know 
it  will  do. 

By  the  use  of  the  engraving  we  will  endeavor  to  explain  how  it  is  operated.  The  machines,  as  we 
are  now  building  them,  weigh  about  three  thousand  pounds  and  are  drawn  usually  by  eight  horses.  It  re- 
quires two  men  to  successfully  operate  it — one  to  drive  the  team,  and  the  other  to  handle  the  levers,  which 
adjust  the  scraper  to  suit  the  work  to  be  done. 

The  scraper  can  be  set  at  any  angle  to  the  draft,  and  by  the  use  of  the  levers,  either  end  is  raised  or 
lowered  at  the  Will  of  the  operator.  The  pressure  of  the  earth  against  the  scraper  has  a  tendency  to  push 
the  machine  to  one  side — this  is  counteracted  by  a  short  tongue  attached  to  the  hind  axle,  which  the  operator 
moves  with  his  foot  to  the  right  or  left,  giving  direction  to  the  wheels. 

In  most  places  it  requires  the  ground  to  be  first  broken  up  with  a  plow  before  the  scraper  can  be  used 
with  advantage.  One  machine  after  another  has  gone  into  use  in  this  State,  until  at  the  present  time  they 
are  in  the  hands  of  many  of  the  most  experienced  road  builders  in  California.  "We  do  not  think  it 
would  be  over  estimating  the  capacity  of  the  machine  to  say  that  it  will  do  as  much  work  in  the  valleys  or 
on  common  mountain  roads  as  two  hundred  men  with  shovels.  One  of  the  uses  for  which  it  is  especially 
adapted,  is  leveling  off  ground  so  as  to  allow  water  to  flow  evenly  over  it  for  irrigation  purposes;  when  used 
for  this  purpose,  or  for  leveling  road  beds  after  they  are  thrown  up  in  the  center,  the  scraper  is  usually 
placed  at  right  angles  to  the  line  of  travel.  By  perusing  the  following  letters  you  will  learn  how  it  is  liked 
by  those  who  have  put  it  into  practical  use:

Mendocino  County 


Incidents  of  Travel,  Adventures,  Etc. 


In  the  year  1542,  Juan  Kodriguez  Cabrillo,  a  Portuguese  by  birth,  then  in  the  Spanish  service,  sailed 
from  a  port  in  Mexico  northward,  and  discovered  what  is  now  known  as  California.  He  followed  the  coast 
and  discovered  a  promontory  which  he  named  Cape  Mendoza,  in  honor  of  the  viceroy  of  Mexico.  This 
headland  is  now  known  as  Cape  Mendocino,  and  the  County  we  are  about  to  describe  was  named  after  it. 
Mendocino  County  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Humboldt  and  Trinity;  on  the  east  by  Lake,  Tehama  and 
Colusa;  on  the  west  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  on  the  south  by  Sonoma;  covers  an  area  of  about  4,800 
square  miles,  (being  nearly  eighty  miles  long  by  an  average  of  sixty  miles  in  width),  and  was  organized  in 
1859,  As  will  be  seen,  it  is  much  larger  than  any  of  the  Counties  we  have  described,  containing  about 
2,000,000  acres  of  land,  one-fourth  of  which  is  fit  for  cultivation;  the  remainder,  excepting  a  small  portion 
suitable  for  grazing,  consists  of  mountains  and  forests.  It  is  one  of  the  best  watered  Counties  in  the  State 
and  one  of  the  greatest  lumber  and  timber  districts  of  California,  having  immense  forests  composed  of  red- 
wood, fir,  and  pine,  of  different  species,  live  oak,  maple  and  laurel  trees. 

The  climate  is  considerably  cooler  and  more  moist  than  that  of  Sonoma,  Lake  and  Napa  Counties;  snow 
falls  during  winter,  but  to  no  great  extent.  In  general,  the  temperature  is  equable,  the  sudden  changes  occur- 
ing  in  the  neighborhood  of  San  Francisco  being  very  rare,  and  the  climate  of  the  whole  County  is  very 
healthy. 

The  population  numbers  6,591 — 3,569  males  and  3,022  females;  and  is  steadily  increasing.  The  County 
is  divided  into  40  school  districts,  having  42  schools — 3  first-class,  11  seeond,  28  third  grade — attended,  dur- 
ing 1873,  by  1,814  children,  1,810  white  and  4  Indian. 

The  chief  resources  of  wealth  are  stock-raising,  farming  and  the  lumber  trade;  the  latter,  by  far  the 
most  important,  furnishes  employment  to  a  great  number  of  the  male  portion  of  the  population.  Cereals, 
potatoes  and  different  kinds  of  fruit  are  raised,  but  not  exported  in  any  large  quantities  except  potatoes. 
In  mining,  beyond  some  placer  digging  in  1864,  nothing  very  important  has  been  done,  some  ledges  of 
copper,  silver  and  gold-bearing  quartz  were  found,  but  little  to  speak  of  was  extracted.  Lately  a  coal  vein 
was  discovered,  and  also  some  cinnabar  deposits  located;  these  being  as  yet  undeveloped,  we  cannot  speak 
of  the  probable  results. 

Numerous  mineral  springs  exist  in  the  County;  their  reputation,  however,  has  yet  to  be  made.  "When 
the  means  of  communication  are  more  rapid  and  comfortable,  and  the  quality  of  the  waters  sufficiently 
tested,  they  may  also  become  a  source  of  wealth. 

The  taxable  property  of  Mendocino  County  is  $5,250,000. 

The  Indians,  still  numerous  in  Mendocino  County,  are  not  over  friendly  to  the  whites  ;  they  live  on  a 
Government  reservation  containing  a  large  area  of  good  land,  and  support  themselves.  They  commit  no 
depredations,  and,  so  long  as  left  to  themselves  and  not  provoked,  are  not  dangerous. 

"We  will  make  an  excursion  through  Mendocino  County,  and  besides  giving  our  readers  a  correct  des- 
cription of  all  we  see  as  we  pass  through  the  different  towns,  will  endeavor  to  find  time  for  a  bear  hunt. 

Gualala,  the  point  we  have  reached,  as  stated  on  concluding  our  description  of  Sonoma  County,  a  very 
pretty  site,  situated  near  the  county  line,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Gualala  Kiver,  has  a  population  of  188 — 123 
males  and  65  females — and  is  an  important  shipping  point  for  lumber,  railroad  ties  and  posts.  Here  is  a 
very  large  lumber  mill,  a  hotel,  a  post-office,  and  several  cottages.  There  is  also  a  ferry  at  this  point  to 
cross  the  Gualala  Eiver.  We  follow  the  coast  road  on  Nature's  sea-wall,  that  is  to  say,  on  the  cliffs  girding 
the  Pacific  Ocean,  and  reach  Punta  Arenas,  (Point  of  Sands)  15  miles  north-west  from  Gualala,  and  65 
miles  southwest  of  TJkiah,  the  County-seat. 
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Punta  Arenas  is  the  third  town  of  importance  in  Mendocino  County,  has  a  population  of  457 — 275 
males,  182  females— and  is  a  shipping  point  for  the  extensive  lumber  mills  in  the  vicinity.  It  is  quite  a 
business  centre.     There  are  a  number  of  stores,  shops  and  private  dwellings. 

The  principal  agricultural  product  (potatoes)  is  shipped  from  here  in  large  quantities.  The  landing  at 
this  point  is  called  Kough  and  Keady  Landing,  probably  because  the  ocean  is  usually  rough,  and  the  land- 
ing, consequently,  difficult.  The  roadstead  is  only  sheltered  on  one  side,  and  the  swell  usually  heavy. 
This  is  a  splendid  place  for  sea-bathing,  and  those  who  desire  to  swim  in  plenty  of  sea-room  can  be  easily 
accomodated.  "We  follow  the  same  road  in  the  same  direction,  and  reach  Cony's  Cove,  a  town  composed 
of  a  way-house,  a  saloon,  a  blacksmith's  shop  and  a  general  store.  This  is  another  potato  district,  and  also 
a  shipping  point  for  posts,  railroad  ties  and  lumber.  The  mode  of  loading  lumber  here,  as  at  all  other 
points  along  the  coast,  is  done  by  means  of  chutes  extending  from  the  high  bank  over  the  water,  with  a 
degree  of  depression  to  allow  the  lumber  to  slide  easily  to  the  vessels  below. 

Coffy's  Cove  is  10  miles  north-west  from  Punta  Arenas,  and  55  miles  south-west  of  Ukiah.  "We  will 
now  proceed  to  Navarro  Eidge,  distant  5  miles  north-west  from  Coffy's  Cove,  and  50  miles  west  of  Ukiah. 
At  this  station  there  is  a  very  good  hotel,  a  store,  and  a  large  lumber  mill.  The  location  is  very  beautiful. 
To  the  west  the  broad  expanse  of  the  Pacific,  and  toward  the  east  a  country  bristling  with  stately  redwood 
trees.  Navarro  mill  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  Navarro  Kiver,  at  its  mouth,  and  is  very  favorably  located. 
There  is  good  trout-fishing  in  the  neighborhood,  and  the  gentlemanly  proprietor  of  the  hotel  is  always 
ready  to  conduct  his  guests  to  the  most  favored  spots  where  fish  abound,  free  of  charge. 

Since  leaving  Gualala  we  visited  two  large  lumber  mills,  and  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention 
them.  The  Gualala  Steam  Mill,  situated  on  the  Gualala  Kiver,  owned  by  Messrs.  Haywood  &  Harmon  ; 
and  the  Navarro  Steam  Mill,  owned  by  Messrs.  Tichenor  &  Bixbey.  Both  have  a  very  large  capacity  and 
turn  out  immense  quantities  of  lumber.  The  agricultural  products  of  this  section  consist  mainly  of  hay, 
oats  and  potatoes.  Vegetables  are  also  grown  but  only  for  local  consumption.  The  climate  of  this  locality 
is  very  equable,  the  only  disagreeable  feature  being  the  high  winds  and  fogs  which  sweep  in  from  the  ocean 
with  great  force.  We  passed  the  night  at  this  point.  The  hotel  is  spacious,  the  rooms  very  neat,  the  table 
excellent,  and  the  stable  is  well  appointed. 

Mr.  Severance,  the  proprietor  of  the  hotel,  exerts  himself  to  make  hia  guests  comfortable,  and  always 
succeeds  in  making  them  feel  at  home  while  under  his  roof. 

We  leave  early  in  the  morning  and  keep  the  same  direction,  passing  the  Albion  Mill,  an  extensive 
establishment,  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Albion  River,  three  miles  from  Navarro  Ridge.  The  mill  was  not 
working  at  the  time  and  the  settlement  reminded  us  of  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village — nobody  to  be  seen  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  mill  is  the  property  of  McPherson  &  Wetherbee  and  will  be  in  operation  again 
shortly.  These  gentlemen  also  own  the  hotel  and  store  at  this  point.  We  proceed  two  miles  further  to 
Little  River,  another  shipping  point  for  lumber.  The  Mill,  owned  by  Coombs  &  Perkins, was  destroyed  by 
fire  some  time  since,  but  is  now  being  rapidly  rebuilt  and  will  shortly  again  be  running.  The  mill  is  said 
to  be  in  one  of  the  most  favorable  localities  of  the  whole  County,  both  for  receiving  the  timber  and  shipping 
the  lumber.  The  roadstead  of  Little  River  is  one  of  the  safest.  The  best  shipping  points  are  the  Albion 
and  Noyo  Rivers,  because  vessels  can  enter  these  streams  and  find  a  secure  and  sheltered  anchorage.  Little 
River  is  quite  a  lively  settlement;  there  are  three  hotels,  two  stores,  one  of  which  is  conducted  by  the  mill 
proprietors,  and  a  number  of  private  houses;  some  of  the  latter  are  very  handsome.  The  business  men  of 
the  locality  are  very  enterprising  and  active.  The  town  is  favorably  located  and  shows  signs  of  prosperity. 
The  population  of  Little  River  is  232 — 145  males  and  87  females — mostly  engaged  in  the  lumber  business, 
which  is  the  source  of  wealth  of  this  locality.  We  continue  our  journey  in  the  same  direction  and  reach 
Mendocino  City,  the  principal  sea-port  town  of  the  County.  It  has  a  population  of  911 — 572  males,  339 
females — is  situated  on  the  north  shore  of  Mendocino  Bay,  at  the  mouth  of  Big  River,  128  miles  from  San 
Francisco  and  43  miles  north-west  of  Ukiah.  It  is  the  shipping  point  for  a  large  lumber  region  and  for 
the  products  of  the  interior  valleys  of  the  County. 

Mendocino  City  is  a  very  pretty  and  thriving  town.  There  are  different  classes  of  stores,  good  hotels, 
(one  very  large  One  called  the  City  Hotel)  a  bank  and  other  places  of  business.  The  Mendocino  Lumber 
Mill,  the  largest  establishment  of  the  kind  in  the  County,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  is  located  here,  and 
has  a  cutting  capacity  of  about  90,000  feet  of  lumber  per  day.  The  shipping  facilities  for  the  lumber  are 
very  complete.  Mendocino  City  is  a  very  pleasant  summer  resort;  there  is  good  hunting  and  fishing  in  the 
immediate  vicinity.  The  City  Hotel  is  very  well  kept,  the  rooms  are  large,  superbly  furnished;  and  the  table 
is  excellent.  In  fact,  in  point  of  comfort  and  completeness  in  all  departments,  it  is  unsurpassed  by  any 
hotel  in  the  interior.  The  view  from  the  balcony  is  magnificent,  especially  at  sunset,  as  it  faces  the 
west.  There  is  also  a  very  good  stable  attached  to  the  hotel  where  horses  receive  excellent  care.  We  re- 
mained at  Mendocino  City  for  two  days  and  must  say  that  our  time  was  passed  very  pleasantly  and  we 
were  highly  pleased  with  our  visit  in  point  of  amusement,  comfort  and  acquaintances  formed. 
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From  Mendocino  City  we  proceed  northerly  over  the  coast  road  for  a  distance  of  five  miles,  and  reach 
Casper,  on  Casper  Creek,  near  its  confluence  with  the  Pacific  Ocean.  This  is  a  small  town,  prettily  located, 
having  a  population  of  263 — 168  males  and  95  females. 

It  is  principally  supported  by  the  lumber  interests,  there  being  an  extensive  mill  owned  by  J.  G.  Jack- 
son, furnishing  employment  to  a  large  number  of  men.  The  business  portion  of  this  point  is  represented  by  one 
store,  owned  by  the  mill,  a  good  hotel,  called  the  Anderson  House,  a  blacksmith  shop  and  several 
saloons. 

From  here  we  go  to  Noyo,  situated  seven  miles  north  from  Casper,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Noyo  River. 
It  has  a  population  of  292 — 189  males  and  103  females. 

Noyo  is  supported  by  the  lumbermen,  and  there  is  a  very  extensive  lumber  mill  at  this  point,  owned 
by  McPherson  &  Wetherboe.  At  this  mill  the  plank  on  exhibition  at  the  Agricultural  Department,  in 
Washington,  was  cut.  It  measures  seven  feet  five  inches  in  width,  by  12  feet  in  length,  and  four  inches  in 
thickness,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  planks  ever  cut  in  any  part  of  the  world  by  a  saw-mill. 

Near  the  Noyo  River  is  located  Fort  Bragg,  one  of  the  early  military  stations  of  California.  The 
buildings  form  a  hollow  square,  and  cover  an  area  of  several  acres.  The  fort  is  now  private  property,  is 
not  inhabited  at  present,  and  the  buildings  begin  to  show  signs  of  decay.  Fort  Bragg  is  situated  in  the 
heart  of  the  forest,  in  a  very  fine  location,  but  wears  a  very  deserted  aspect. 

From  here  we  go  through  the  10-Mile  River  District  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  come  to  Kibesillah, 
distant  13  miles  from  Noyo,  and  70  miles  north-west  of  Ukiah.  The  first  few  miles  were  over  a  new  road 
through  a  dense  but  young  forest;  and  we  forded  the  10-Mile  River  on  the  sea  beach.  This  is  a  very  danger- 
ous crossing,  for  the  river  must  be  forded  at  low  tide,  otherwise  it  is  next  to  impossible;  several  people  have 
perished  at  this  point.  The  remainder  of  the  road  runs  quite  close  to  the  beach,  where  every  swell  from  the 
ocean  bathes  the  wheels  of  our  vehicle.  Kibesillah  has  a  population  of  113 — 62  males  and  51  females — 
and  is  a  small  village,  supported  by  the  farmers,  lumbermen  and  dairymen.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
extensive  dairies  and  large  potato  fields  in  the  vicinity.  The  place  also  commands  the  trade  of  Bear  Har- 
bor, at  the  northern  end  of  the  County — a  cattle-raising  district.  "We  were  told  that  a  firm  is  about  to  build 
a  lumber  chute  here,  and  make  it  a  shipping  point.  A  gentleman  who  was  formerly  a  professor  of  rhetoric 
'in  one  of  the  Eastern  colleges,  is  a  storekeeper  here;  a  former  lawyer  is  a  hotel  proprietor;  and  a  gentleman 
who  formerly  occupied  a  high  position  in  the  naval  service  is  devoting  his  time  to  the  cultivation  of  "spuds/' 
and  his  leisure  hours  to  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace.     Such  is  life  ! 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  making  the  acquaintance  of  the  naval  officer,  and  found  him  to  be  a  gentleman 
of  high  culture  and  social  attainments. 

There  are  two  hotels  at  this  point,  also  a  store  and  a  blacksmith  shop.  We  passed  the  night  here.  Our 
host  made  us  comfortable  and  attended  to  our  wants  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  We  now  leave  the 
coast  and  proceed  easterly  over  a  very  difficult  mountain  road,  through  a  dense  forest  for  a  distance  of  25 
miles,  and  reach  Cahto,  45  miles  north  of  Ukiah.  We  passed  numerous  logging  camps,  several  lumber 
mills  and  places  where  bark  was  being  stripped  from  the  trees  for  the  use  of  tanneries.  The  trees  along  the 
whole  road  are  enormous,  some  of  them  over  300  feet  high,  all  straight  and  erect,  with  no  branches  for  100 
feet  above  the  roots.  Cahto  has  only  a  small  population.  The  whole  place,  so  to  say,  is  owned  by  Messrs. 
Simpson  &  White,  who  have  a  saw-mill,  a  dairy  with  about  200  cows,  a  hotel,  a  general  store  with  a  large 
stock,  a  blacksmith  shop  and  an  entire  section  of  timber  lands.  They  employ  a  number  of  Indians  about 
the  place,  and  are  lords  of  all  they  survey.  These  gentlemen  have  very  fine  private  residences  and  enter- 
tain their  visitors  in  princely  style.  Messrs.  Simpson  &  White  left  the  State  of  Louisiana  together  for 
Mexico,  a  number  of  years  ago,  with  the  intention  of  seeking  their  fortune.  Chance  brought  them  to  Cali- 
fornia. They  have  always  remained  together,  and  all  they  possess  they  earned  together,  and  during  the 
whole  term  of  their  partnership  have  never  had  a  disagreeable  word.  This  is  probably  an  instance  of  true 
and  lasting  friendship  without  parallel.  Cahto  is  in  the  centre  of  a  stock-raising  community;  the  land  in 
the  vicinity  is  well  adapted  to  agricultural  pursuits,  but  the  means  of  communication  are  so  difficult  that  the 
crops  could  not  be  brought  to  a  market,  except  at  an  expense  so  great  that  the  transportation  would  cost 
more  than  the  value  of  the  crops.  This  being  a  splendid  hunting-ground,  we  had  already  informed  our 
friends  thereof,  telling  them  to  meet  us  here  instead  of  Ukiah,  and  we  to-day  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming 
them  at  the  hotel,  in  good  health  and  excellent  spirits,  ready  for  a  bear  or  any  other  game.  Our  friends 
were  well^supplied  with  rifles  and  ammunition,  and  we  did  not  require  much  time  to  make  our  preparations. 
This  done,  we  passed  a  very  agreeable  evening,  relating  all  the  little  anecdotes  and  tales  we  had  heard  dur- 
ing our  trip,  they  giving  us  a  full  account  of  their  travels  since  leaving  them  at  Lakeport.  It  was  late  when 
we  retired  to  rest,  and  after  a  few  hours  of  refreshing  sleep,  we  took  a  good  breakfast,  and  are  ready  for  the 
start.  We  heard  of  a  man  living  a  few  miles  from  here  who  had  lost  a  number  of  sheep  through  the  in- 
cursions of  a  bear,  and  have  procured  a  guide  to  conduct  us  to  the  place.  We  begin  our  expedition,  four 
together,  besides  the  guide,  each  mounted  upon  a  mustang.  After  following  a  wagon-road  for  a  distance  of 
eight  miles,  we  strike  a  trail  leading  toward  Humboldt  County. 
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Now  the  hardship  begins.  The  trail  is  a  very  narrow  and  difficult  one,  and  our  friends  are  not  partial 
to  horse  riding.  After  a  very  tedious  ride  of  several  hours  we  finally  reach  the  sheep  rancho  in  question, 
and  find  that  the  proprietor  was  just  about  to  start  in  pursuit  of  "  Bruin  "  himself,  he  having  lost  another 
sheep  during  the  previous  night.  Seeing  so  many  hunters  together,  he  concluded  to  join  the  party,  we 
leaving  our  horses  and  guide  at  the  house.  After  an  hour  of  anxious  searching  we  came  upon  the  bear's 
tracks.  Our  friends  having  several  hundred  pounds  of  avordupois  to  carry  in  the  hot  sun,  already  high  in 
the  heavens,  desired  to  sit  down  for  a  while,  we  continuing  to  follow  the  tracks.  Fearing  to  lose  us  in  the 
dense  undergrowth  they  almost  immediately  followed,  and  after  a  fruitless  search  of  four  hours  we  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  "Bruin"  had  taken  an  extraordinarily  long  after-breakfast  walk.  Our  corpulent 
friends  now  vehemently  protested  against  further  climbing  for  the  present,  and  we  were  also  tired;  so  it  was 
agreed  to  take  a  rest  and  prepare  a  little  lunch. 

We  sought  out  a  favorable  spot  on  a  little  knoll,  divested  ourselves  of  coats  and  vests,  placing  them 
together  with  our  arms,  like  inexperienced  and  badly-schooled  hunters,  under  a  tree  about  20  yards  distant. 
A  fire  was  kindled,  and  soon  the  fragrance  of  our  coffee  was  mingling  with  the  resinous  odor  of  the  pines. 
Pipes  were  .brought  forth,  and  we  were  enjoying  a  quiet  smoke  while  awaiting  the  announcement  that 
luncheon  was  ready.  We  had  just  seated  ourselves  preparatory  to  an  attack  upon  the  viands,  when  a  cry 
caused  us  to  look  up.  We  beheld  the  largest  gentleman  of  the  party,  who  had  just  absented  himself  from 
our  midst,  closely  pursued  by  a  large  Grizzly,  which  had  already  succeeded  in  removing  the  most  necessary 
portion  of  his  nether  garment.  Our  ally,  the  Rancher,  with  a  presence  of  mind  to  which  our  friend  owes 
his  present  well-being,  seized  a  heavy  stone  with  which  he  dealt  the  bear  a  powerful  blow,  diverting  the  at- 
tack to  himself.  The  entire  party  now  scattered,  the  motto  for  the  moment  being  "  Sauve  qui  pent!  "  The 
desire  of  each  was  now  two-fold — 'to  avoid  the  bear  and  reach  the  weapons.  Meanwhile,  being  somewhat 
bewildered  by  our  number,  not  knowing  whom  to  follow,  his  Bearship  was  making  rare  sport  of  our  do- 
mestic arrangements.  At  length  one  of  the  party  reached  the  guns  and  hastily  snatched  one,  leveled  it  and 
fired.  Nervousness  or  inexperience  with  the  use  of  the  weapon  prevented  accuracy  of  aim,  and  with 
an  angry  growl  and  a  slight  limp,  denoting  the  trifling  nature  of  the  wound,  the  bear  started  in  the 
direction  of  the  shot. 

The  leader  of  our  party,  whom  our  readers  will  understand  to  be  the  Rancher,  was  running  for  his  gun, 
having  had  no  previous  opportunit3T,  the  bear  having  been  between  him  and  the  place  of  its  deposit.  He 
was  yet  some  distance  away,  when  the  bear,  smarting  from  his  wound,  and  growling  ferociously,  turned  in 
his  direction.  'Our  leader  was  consequently  between  the  guns  and  the  bear,  closely  pursued. 
He  had,  however,  a  good  chance  for  escape,  being  unusually  active,  when  his  foot  came  in  contact  with  a 
root  or  running  vine,  and  he  was  precipitated  to  the  ground.  How  every  heart  beat  at  that  moment! 
Paralyzed  with  horror,  each  stood  rooted  to  the  ground,  unable  to  move.  Before  he  could  possibly  arise,  the 
bear  would  be  upon  him,  and  one  blow  from  that  powerful  paw  would  end  his  existence  or  lacerate  him  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  render  him  a  cripple  for  life.  But  just  as  the  bear  is  about  to  close  with  him,  a  man 
without  coat,  vest  or  hat,  and  showing  signs  of  having  himself  been  roughly  handled,  rushes  forward  with 
a  rapidity  which  affords  us  no  time  for  recognition.  Hesitating  not  a  moment,  he  throws  himself  before  the 
prostrate  form,  and  ere  the  bear  can  clasp  him,  buries  his  knife  in  the  animal's  heart.  With  two  or  three 
rapid  plunges  of  his  keen  knife,  he  finishes  the  encounter.  Both  go  down  together;  the  hero  and  our  rescued 
leader  are  stained  with  the  blood  of  the  victim.  We  all  approached  to  see  the  man  who  had  done  this  noble 
deed,  when  what  was  our  surprise  to  see  our  own  comrade  and  friend,  the  brave  W.,who  had  no  fear  on  the 
battle-field  of  Sedan  and  did  not  flinch  to-day,  but  awaited  the  favorable  moment  to  approach  our  common 
foe.  We  were  glad  to  see  no  one  hurt  beyond  a  few  scratches,  and  promptly  proceeded  to  skin  the  bear, 
which,  under  the  guidance  of  the  rancher,  was  soon  accomplished.  In  a  short  time,  our  cooking  utensils 
and  hastily  abandoned  luncheon  were  once  more  arranged,  and  a  bear  steak  was  added  to  the  choice  morsels 
in  course  of  preparation.  Everything  in  readiness,  we  partook  of  a  hearty  meal,  in  the  course  of  which 
Mr.  W.  explained  to  us  that  he  had  acquired  this  mode  of  finishing  his  game  on  the  occasion  of  hunting 
the  boar  in  Europe.  Toward  sundown  we  returned  to  Cahto  and  passed  a  very  agreeable  evening,  marred 
only  by  the  fact,  that  although  Mr.  W.  had  secured  a  magnificient  bear  skin,  his  wearing  apparel  was  de- 
fective in  one  essential  point,  so  that  he  would  be  obliged  to  remain  at  Cahto  until  a  messenger  could  be 
sent  to  Ukiah  to  procure  from  his  valise  a  garment,  for  none  sufficiently  ample  could  be  obtained  here.  We 
tried  to  patch  and  mend  and  even  called  to  our  aid  the  services  of  a  good  tailoress,  (there  being  no  tailor  in 
the  neighborhood),  but  to  no  avail;  the  cloth  was  literally  torn  into  shreds  and  could  hold  no  stitches.  Our 
friends  informed  us  that  they  would  remain  here  for  a  few  days  and  then  proceed  to  Santa  Rosa,  where, 
upon  our  return,  we  would  meet  them. 

Before  continuing  our  journey  we  will  describe  Cahto  Valley  and  Long  Valley: 

Cahto  Valley  is  small,  but  very  beautiful.  It  is  well  adapted  to  the  growth  of  cereals  and  fruit  of  all 
kinds.  We  had  an  opportunity  to  try  some  strawberries  and  gladly  admit  that  they  were  among  the  best 
we  ever  tasted  in  California. 
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Long  "Valley  runs  north  and  south,  connecting  with  Cahto  Valley,  and  is  principally  adapted  to  stock- 
raising.     It  is  larger  than  Cahto  Valley  and  contains  some  excellent  farming  lands. 

The  climate  of  this  locality  is  very  healthy  and  free  from  the  harsh  winds  of  the  Ocean,  but  pretty 
cold  in  the  winter. 

"We  leave  early  in  the  morning  to  continue  our  journey,  and  travel  in  an  southerly  direction  for  a  dis- 
tance of  14  miles,  and  reach  Sherwood  Valley,  made  up  of  numerous  detached  valleys,  among  the  timber 
and  hills.  This  iB  a  good  grazing  district,  and  contains  several  fine  farms.  L.  C.  Tuttle  keeps  a  way- 
house  here;  the  building  is  entirely  built  of  wood  worked  out  by  hand — the  beams,  planks  and  even  the 
shingles. 

The  forest  in  this  locality  is  very  dense;  the  trees  are  of  extraordinary  height  and  thickness.  Some 
portions  of  this  district  are  yet  unexplored,  and  the  sun  never  penetrates. 

There  are  several  lumber  mills  in  the  vicinity;  one  of  them  is  owned  by  H.  T.  Hatch,  and  is  located  28 
miles  north-west  of  Ukiah. 

We  continue  in  a  southerly  direction  and  reach  Willitsville,  in  Little  Lake  Valley,  distance  9  miles 
from  Sherwood  Valley,  and  22  miles  north  of  Ukiah.  Little  Lake  Valley  contains  about  40  farms,  and  is 
a  very  rich  agricultural  district.  The  principal  products  are  hay  and  cereals.  Willitsville,  named  after 
Mr.  Willit,  is  a  small  settlement  with  a  thin  population  ;  it  has  two  good  hotels,  two  general  stores,  and  a 
number  of  private  dwellings.  One  hotel  is  kept  by  Brown  &  Tuttle  the  other  by  Mr.  Bsechtel  ;  both  are 
celebrated  throughout  the  entire  County,  and  considered  to  be  of  the  best  country  hotels  in  the  State.  We 
now  pass  through  Scott's  Valley,  a  rich  farming  district,  25  miles  north  of  Ukiah.  There  is  a  good  hotel 
kept  by  G.  W.  Coates,  and  a  number  of  farm-houses.  We  proceed  in  a  north-easterly  direction  over  a  very 
rough  road,  for  a  distance  of  45  miles  from  Willitsville,  and  reach  Covelo,  in  Bound  Valley.  Eound  Val- 
ley covers  an  area  of  nearly  50  square  miles,  and  is  the  largest  valley  of  this  portion  of  the  County.  It 
was  first  settled  in  1856  by  Government  employe's.  The  land  is  very  fertile,  and  this  is  considered  to  be  the 
best  pastoral  district  in  the  coast  range.  To  get  to  this  point  we  were  obliged  to  swim  our  horses  across  Eel 
River,  and  ourselves  and  buggy  were  transferred  in  a  boat.  Covelo  is  a  small  town  having  a  population  of 
360 — 210  males  and  150  females.  There  are  several  stores,  a  hotel,  where  we  passed  the  night,  and  a  num- 
ber of  saloons.     The  place  is  supported  by  the  neighboring  farmers. 

We  also  passed  through  Eden  Valley — a  very  pretty  spot ;  the  scenery  is  very  romantic,  the  hills  being 
well  timbered. 

We  pass  by  the  Eel  Eiver  House,  situated  in  a  very  romantic  little  spot,  half-way  between  Ukiah  and 
Round  Valley.  The  hotel  is  a  very  good  one,  and  is  the  stopping-place  of  the  stage  between  Ukiah  and 
Round  Valley.  We  now  move  southward,  over  a  very  good  road  for  a  distance  of  12  miles,  to  Centreville, 
situated  in  Potter  Valley,  18  miles  north  of  Ukiah. 

Centreville  is  a  small  village  supported  by  the  neighboring  farming  community,  and  has  one  hotel,  a 
general  store  and  a  blacksmith's  shop.  Erom  here  we  go  in  the  same  direction  for  a  distance  of  2  miles, 
and  reach  Porno.  We  omitted  to  state  that  Potter  Valley  covers  an  area  of  14  square  miles,  and  contains 
several  thousand  acres  of  excellent  corn  land.  It  was  named  after  Potter  Brothers,  who  settled  here  about 
21  years  ago. 

Porno  is  a  little  village  (with  a  population  of  120 — 78  males  and  42  females)  in  Potter  Valley.  There 
are  two  general  stores,  two  hotels,  a  blacksmith  and  wagon  shop.  A  very  deserving  widow  lady,  Mrs. 
Partin,  keeps  the  best  hotel  in  the  place,  and  we  can  safely  recommend  her  house  to  the  traveling  public. 
Although  modest  in  appearance,  the  house  is  very  comfortable,  and  kept  neat  and  clean.  The  table  is  very 
good,  and  polite  attentions  are  bestowed  upon  the  guests. 

On  the  west  branch  of  the  Russian  River,  8  miles  north  of  Ukiah,  lies  Redwood  Valley;  just  south  of 
it  is  the  town  of  Calpella,  which  for  some  time  disputed  honors  with  Ukiah,  having  been  ambitious  to  be 
selected  as  the  County-seat;  the  triumph  of  Ukiah  was  followed  by  the  decline  of  Calpella.  Calpella  is 
now  owned  by  Mrs.  DeWolf,  who  has  laid  out  streets  and  squares,  and  offers  land  to  settlers  at  low  rates. 
At  present  there  is  a  hotel,  several  houses  and  a  blacksmith's  shop,  which  compose  the  village.  We  now 
proceed  southerly  for  a  distance  of  8  miles,  and  reach  Ukiah,  the  County-seat  and  largest  town  of  Mendo- 
cino County. 

Ukiah,  from  the  Indian  "  Yo  Kaya,"  was  laid  out  in  1858,  has  a  population  of  1,451 — 841  males  and 
610  females — and  is  situated  in  a  beautiful  valley  of  the  same  name.  The  climate  is  very  healthy,  and  the 
town  is  very  well  built.  Among  the  fine  buildings  we  will  mention  the  Court  House,  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$40,000,  A.  P.  Petit,  of  Santa  Rosa,  being  the  architect  and  builder.  Ukiah  stands  close  to  a  forest — some 
of  the  streets  run  into  it.  The  trees  are  cleared  away  as  ^necessity  for  more  room  requires.  All  kinds  of 
business  and  the  professions  are  represented. 

The  town  is  a  brisk  commercial  centre,  and  the  inhabitants  are  active  and  enterprising.  Ukiah  is  con- 
nected by  stage  lines  with  Cloverdale,  Big  River,  Noyo,  etc.,  and  a  telegraph  line  has  just  been  completed. 
The  private  residences  of  this  town  are  very  tasteful  and  comfortable,  and  the  locality  shows  signs  of  pros- 
perity. 
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Ukiah  Valley  is  the  largest  in  Mendocino  County;  it  is  also  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  productive. 
It  covers  an  area  of  20,000  acres  and  produces  large  crops  of  cereals,  hay  and  fruit.  Besides  there  are  about 
25,000  sheep  owned  in  this  locality. 

This  is  also  a  very  fine  locality  for  growing  hops.  About  150  acres  are  devoted  to  this  at  present.  The 
income  from  this  product  is  about  $75,000  per  annum,  the  labor  being  chiefly  performed  by  Indians. 

"We  now  come  to  Anderson  Valley,  a  rich,  well  settled  farming  district,  which  contains  two  small 
villages,  Christine  and  Booneville.  Both  are  supported  by  the  neighboring  community  and  are  thriving 
settlements. 

From  here  we  go  to  Knight  Valley,  a  very  fertile  tract  of  land,  devoted  entirely  to  the  growing  of  hay 
and  cereals.  Here  we  met  Messrs.  Knight  and  Long  who  kindly  furnished  us  information.  The  former 
showed  us,  among  other  things,  a  very  good  looking  cinnabar  ledge  on  his  farm. 

We  now  reach'  Sanel,  situated  in  Sanel  Valley,  14  miles  south  from  Ukiah.  Sanel  Valley  is  devoted 
to  sheep  and  stock-raising.  There  are  about  11,000  sheep  in  this  Valley  and  large  quantities  of  wool  raised. 
It  covers  about  4,000  acres.  Sanel  is  a  small  village,  supported  by  the  farmers  of  the  locality.  It  contains 
a  way-house,  a  saloon  and  a  blacksmith  shop.  There  are  many  wealthy  farmers  in  this  locality  and  to  the 
casual  visitor  everything  appears  to  be  in  a  thriving  condition.  We  wish  to  add  that  there  are  95  acres  of  hops 
in  Sanel  Valley,  producing  an  income  of  $47,500  annually.  The  Valley  is  a  very  productive  one,  the  soil 
being  of  an  average  depth  of  six  feet. 

On  the  left  of  Sanel  Valley  is  McDowell  Valley,  a  very  productive  tract  of  land,  devoted  to  farming 
and  sheep-raising.     The  surroundings  are  very  pretty  and  the  climate  healthy. 

In  speaking  of  Ukiah,  we  omitted  to  mention  the  Vichy  Soda  Spring.  It  is  three  miles  east  of  the 
town,  in  a  very  beautiful  location.  The  approach  offers  some  of  the  most  wild,  sublime  scenery  we  have 
yet  beheld.     The  hotel  at  the  Spring  is  kept  by  Mrs.  Pardon,  and  is  very  well  patronized. 

We  now  continue  on  our  homeward  trip  to  Cloverdale;  thence  to  Santa  Kosa,  where  we  deliver  our 
horses,  meet  our  friends  and  bid  our  readers  farewell. 

In  conclusion,  Mendocino  County  will,  in  time,  become  one  of  the  most  important  Counties  of  the 
State.  Its  resources  are  not  yet  developed,  with  the  exception  of  the  lumber  interests.  There  being  no 
railroad  communication  within  the  County,  nor  with  the  outside  world,  the  farming  interest  languishes. 
The  inhabitants  clamor  for  railroads,  and  it  will  not  be  long  ere  their  voice  is  heard  and  their  wish  fulfilled. 
Then  a  visit  to  Ukiah,  a  bear  hunt  in  the  dense  forests  of  Mendocino,  or  a  week  of  sea-bathing  at 
Mendocino  City,  will  be  an  easily  accomplished  and  comfortable  pleasure  trip. 


We  have  now  completed  our  trip  through  Napa,  Lake,  Sonoma  and  Mendocino  Counties,  carrying  our 
readers  to  every  point  of  interest.  No  doubt  there  are  certain  localities  and  unimportant  places  that  we 
have  not  described.  On  the  whole,  we  flatter  ourselves  sufficiently  to  believe  that  the  general  points  of 
every  place  spoken  of  are  correct;  at  least,  we  have  endeavored  to  avoid  being  led  into  error,  and  have  been 
careful  to  exaggerate  nothing. 

Our  readers,  more  especially  those  acquainted  with  the  different  localities,  may  be  the  judges  and  we 
shall  abide  by  their  verdict. 

To  say  that  our  work  is  perfect  in  all  particulars  would  be  presumptive;  we  believe,  however,  to  have 
filled  a  long  felt  want  in  the  Directory  line,  and  hope  that  it  will  meet  the  expectations  of  our  numerous 
patrons.
